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CONSTITUTION: OF THEssOCiE tT 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a2) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(5) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularise the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(2) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—-The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(b) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(d) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.— The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The Affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 


4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :—- 


(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
anatement and fuel economy, as far as the cir- 
cumstances of the Society will permit. 


Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 
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The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting- cf the Society. The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be the central offices of the Scciety, or otherxplace at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. | 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually. 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8. GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
vear shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 


9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the 
Annual or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.-—Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and cf two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—-The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 


FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 
for the year ended June 30th, 1930. 


GENERAL REvIEwW.—It is impossible to indicate in what 
respects our atmosphere has improved in the course of a single 
year, but definite and satisfactory progress has been made in ways 
which must, in the aggregate, lead to appreciably cleaner air. 

It is unfortunate that the present industrial depression should, 
in some quarters, diminish sympathy with the movement, and that 
the shallow-minded should associate clean air with empty factories 
rather than with efficient factories. The statement ““What we want 
is more smoke’”’ is not only obviously stupid and fallacious, but is 
mischievous. 

Progress is being made with the national electrical development 
scheme, which by giving a cheaper and wider distribution of 
electricity should do much in the near future to eliminate smoke. 
The gas undertakings also generally show a satisfactory increase 
on output, and the special graded coke for domestic purposes is be- 
coming more popular. It is interesting to note that in Manchester, 
in which city the Society has recently been much to the fore, the 
sale of gas coke has risen from 420,000 cwts. in the year ended 
March, 1929, to 530,000 cwts. in the year ended March, 1930. The 
scheme for a gas grid in the Sheffield area for the economic utilisa- 
tion of surplus coke-oven gas promises to be very valuable, and 
from our point of view it is hoped that it may be undertaken 
with success. 

Much work continues on low temperature carbonisation 
systems, and while it is difficult to estimate the progress made by 
many processes it is satisfactory to note that the principal ones, 
working on a commercial scale, are producing smokeless fuels to an 
extent never before attained. We would like to point out that our 
contact with all kinds of consumer shows us that carbonised fuels 
of all classes, to succeed, must contain no more moisture, and, if 
possible, less ash, than is found in household coal. 

Developments have been made with new types of appliance 
for aiding smokeless combustion, and in domestic fires and stoves 
using carbonised fuel or anthracite. 

In addition to the activities of the Society outlined below 
much has been done by the district committees of the local 
authorities. With Sheffield and Rotherham, the first and sole 
statutory committee, have now been included other neighbouring 
authorities, which should greatly strengthen work in the area. 
The West Riding Committee is organising classes and examinations 
for firemen; the London Committee has been mainly concerned 
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with the question of bye-laws and the emission of smoke from 
railways ; and the Manchester and District Committee has published 
an excellent booklet on “Smoke Abatement and Fuel Economy in 
Steam Boiler Practice,’ as well as having arranged many addresses 
for manufacturers in the area, and a course of educational lectures 
in Manchester in conjunction with this organisation. We also 
welcome the formation of an active voluntary Smoke Abatement 
Council in Huddersfield. Among other useful activities the Scottish 
Branch of the Society has held still more successful classes for 
stokers. 


INAUGURATION.—-The joint meeting of the Coal Smoke Abate- 
ment Society and the Smoke Abatement League of Great Britain, 
held in Buxton on October 5th last year, was terminated by the 
formation of the National Smoke Abatement Society through their 
amalgamation. A complete constitution was drawn up, and the 
governance of the organisation arranged. It has taken a considerable 
time, in the midst of other activities, to complete and bring into 
order the changes and new arrangements incidental to the new 
association, but all these internal matters are now concluded. 
The combined list of vice-presidents and elected members of the 
council, and the representatives appointed by affiliated local 
authorities and societies, are an indication of a widespread and 
influential support. 


THE JOURNAL.—The first number of the journal made its 
appearance last November under the title of “Clean Air.”’ It was 
later discovered that we had inadvertently misappropriated the 
title used by the National Society of Nen-Smokers for their ~ 
publication. The second issue appeared under the same title, but 
from now it will be called “‘The Journal of the National Smoke 
Abatement Society.’’ The journal is sent to all members, delegates 
and members of the council, and has a small separate subscription 
list. It is sent to a number of libraries and institutions, both in 
this country and in the U.S.A. There is a heavy infantile mortality 
among journals, but we think that ours will now grow both in 
vitality and influence. Members and sympathisers, by obtaining 
new subscribers, and making the journal known, can do much to 
help what may easily become one of the most formidable weapons 
in our armoury. 


EXHIBITION.—The first activity of the new Society was the 
co-operation in the Manchester Smoke Abatement Exhibition, 
which took place under our patronage. This, organised by 
Provincial Exhibitions, Ltd., and supported by the Manchester 
‘Daily Dispatch,” was of great interest and value, and was successful 
from every point of view. 


LrEcTuRES.—Many lectures have been arranged by the Society 
during the last winter, usually of a general nature, on behalf of local 
authorities, women citizens’ associations, and _ societies, etc. 
Audiences appreciate the expositions of the evil of coal smoke, and 
generally are keenly and critically interested in the methods of 
smokeless domestic heating. The ensuing discussions, among all: 
classes of the community, form an invaluable means of estimating 
and realising the requirements, prejudices and general outlook of 
the housewue. 


EXHIBITIONS.—The Society has exhibited at Health, etc., 
Exhibitions at the following towns, in addition to its stand at the 
Manchester Exhibition, St. Helens, Keighley, Middleton, Oldham, 
Wolverhampton and Bolton. There is much scope. for enlarging 
and improving the exhibition material, and the value of these 
exhibitions will be much increased to us when it is possible to - 
engage assistants to take charge of the stand during the whole of 
the time. 


JoInT MUNICIPAL COMMITTEES.—The London members of the 
Society have continued their co-operation with the Greater London 
Joint Smoke Abatement Committee, and in Manchester a joint 
committee of the Society and the Manchester and District Regional 
Committee was formed to carry out work which might otherwise 
overlap. The chief activity of the latter has been to organise a 
successful series of educational lectures in the Manchester College 
of Technology last November. The lectures comprised the following 
subjects, each given. by a different lecturer :—Coal and its Com- 
bustion, Smoke and Health, Smokeless Fuels, the Abatement of 
Domestic Smoke, the Abatement of Industrial Smoke, and General 
Aspects of the Smoke Problem. The average attendance was over 
moire. othe lecture on “Smoke and Health? by Drv [.-S-- Taylor, 
Assistant Medical Officer of Health for Manchester, has been 
reprinted in pamphlet form by the Joint Committee. This joint 
committee has also been in touch with the Coke-oven Managers’ 
Association, which is investigating the possibilities of supplying a 
fuel suitable for domestic purposes from coke-ovens. 


CONFERENCE ON ByeE-LAws.—An important conference was 
convened by the Society and held at 71, Eccleston Square, London,. 
on May 2nd, 1930, at which Mr. C. J. Allpass, of the London County 
Council, read a paper on the possibilities of bye-laws under Section 5 
of the Public Health (Smoke Abatement) Act, 1926. The conference 
was attended by members and representatives from local authorities, 
and full discussion took place on the subject. The meeting closed 
by the passing of the following resolutions :— 


1. That the attention of the Minister of Health be drawn to the 
limitations imposed under Section 5 of the Act of 1926, and 
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that he be requested to take steps to enable Local Authorities 
to obtain a legal decision upon the scope of bye-laws 
permissible under the Act, and if necessary that he should 
secure Parliamentary authority for the extension of such 
powers at the earliest possible date. 


2. That the Ministry of Health should be asked to issue model 
bye-laws under the section for the guidance of those con- 
cerned. 


3. That this Society urges local authorities to formulate and 
send to the Minister of Health bye-laws under Section 5 for 
his approval. 


4. That this Society should secure the co-operation of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects and of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers in the investigation of the best means of 
securing that in all new buildings, furnaces and fireplaces 
are constructed so as to prevent smoke arising from the 
combustible used therein. 


In accordance with these resolutions an appropriate letter has 
been sent to the Minister of Health, and the local authorities have 
been requested to consider the question. Invitations to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects and to the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, on the terms of the resolution, were duly extended, and 
both organisations have intimated their willingness to co-operate 
with the Society in the matter. 


MANCHESTER BRANCH.—Dutring the year a Manchester, Salford 
and District Branch of the Society has been formed, with Mrs. 
Millicent Jast as Chairman and Mr. Charles Gandy as Hon. Secretary. 
An excellent representative list of vice-presidents has been obtained, 
as well as a strong committee. The Society extends its best wishes 
for the success and usefulness of this Branch. It is unfortunately 
not possible to report similar progress in other districts. 


PUBLICATIONS.—The Journal is, of course, the most useful and 
important publication of the Society, but a handbook of general 
information on Smoke Abatement has been prepared, and should 
be published by the time that this report is presented. It is 
intended to publish new editions of this handbook from time to 
time, and it is hoped that it will be of value to all who are engaged 
upon or interested in smoke abatement work. “Smoke and Health,” 
previously mentioned, is an important addition to our literature. ° 
Three new pamphlets of attractive appearance, dealing with appeals 
for support, have been issued, and a group of posters, the first used 
by the Society, have also been designed. In the second issue of the 
journal were printed some extracts from Evelyn’s unique ‘‘Fumi- 
fugiont,’’ probably the first pamphlet on smoke abatement. The 
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Times, in discussing this work, recently expressed the hope that 
some interested society would undertake to publish it in an in- 
expensive edition. It is hoped that we may be able to do this in 
the near future. 


In various other ways the Society has continued its activities. 
Many inquiries are received and are answered as far as possible, and 
information is spread by the help of the Press whenever possible. 
We are in close contact with a number of individuals and organisa- 
tions in the United States of America, and receive from them 
valuable reports of the progress which is being made there. The 
Society has been represented at various conferences and meetings 
arranged by other organisations, and the Secretary attended the 
Congress of the Royal Sanitary Institute in June. 


FINANCE.—Reference to the statement of accounts will show 
that although there has been a welcome increase in subscriptions 
the expenditure side has also increased considerably, and the 
expenditure has been actually greater than the income. Preparations 
are being made for a wider appeal for support, and a representative 
has been appointed to endeavour to obtain new subscriptions in the 
~ London area. Increased support must be obtained if the Society is 
to continue its activities on the present scale, and is imperative 
before an extension of the work can be undertaken. A memorandum 
is to be prepared for the attention of all who are connected with 
the movement, in which will be given a statement of the methods 
by which the Society hopes to extend its influence. Tabulated 
briefly these are :— 


1. Increased distribution of leaflets, pamphlets, posters and 
other material. 


2. More attractive and effective exhibition material, and 
greater opportunities for exhibiting. 


The preparation of films. 
Wider and more certain methods of obtaining publicity. 
To increase the circulation and influence of the Journal. 


Co oe 


To commence and develop methods of smoke abatement 
education among the school children and junior organisa- 
tions. 


Such increased activities necessarily mean higher adminstrative 
expenses. Still more ambitious schemes have been visualised when 
sufficient progress has been made, but which are at present still very 
distant. Following a resolution passed by the Yorkshire Section 
of the Manchester and District Institution of Gas Engineers, a 
number of gas undertakings in the Yorkshire area have become 
subscribers to the Society. It is hoped that such support may be 
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forthcoming from the other districts, and similarly among electrical 
and other concerns. Such support is undoubtedly to the mutual 
advantage of ourselves and the subscribers. 

In conclusion, we may say that the Society, the first. truly 
national organisation, is now firmly established as an active, pro- 
gressive, and increasingly influential body, which, by securing the 
goodwill of all classes and interests, has placed itself in a position 
from which may be conducted onslaughts against the evils of smoke 
more vigorous than have ever before been possible.

Semel TUTION OF THE. SOCIETY. 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(5) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(2) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Lite Members. 
(6) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(zd) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges” of full membership 
of the Society. 
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4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :— 


(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
abatement and fuel economy as far as the circum- 
stances of the Society will permit. 


(6) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 


(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting of the Society. . The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 3 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
yeat shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 


9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.-—Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall mot be-entitled,.to. vete. thereat... The, Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The  inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next -Annual General Meeting. 


SECOND ANNUAL. REPORT 
for the year ended June 30th, 1931. 


General Review.—A period of acute industrial depression, 
national anxiety and increasing demands for economy is not 
favourable to the prosecution of a reform of the nature of that 
with which we are concerned. The continued insistence upon 
smoke abatement needs, however, no apology, for the very basis 
of the campaign is for economy itself—through the scientific and 
efficient utilization of our fuel supplies and the abolition of the 
tremendous waste occasioned by the wanton emission of smoke. 
Indeed, if smoke could be abolished from this country in a single 
year, the benefit received by the nation would be equal to a one- 
third reduction of income tax. 

No event of outstanding importance has taken place during 
the year under review, but a gradually increasing interest in the 
problem, exhibited in various ways, is discernible. Smoke abate- 
ment is discussed more and more in the press, at conferences and 
at the meetings of learned societies, and, although such discussion 
may not lead to any definite results, it is indirectly most valuable, 
and is forming that public opinion against smoke which must be 
built up before the reform can be realized. 

A debate on smoke abatement took place in the House of 
Lords in April as a result of a question asking what measures were 
being taken by the Government to deal with the problem. 
Pollution from domestic fires was strongly condemned, and further 
action against this source was urged. The suggestion was made 
that there be a slight remission of rent in state-aided houses where 
there are no open fires, or similarly, a remission of income tax 
under Schedule “A.” Several questions concerning legislation 
have been asked in the House of Commons during the year. 

Papers on industrial and domestic smoke abatement were read 
at the Sanitary Inspectors’ Conference last year, and two papers 
on the subject were presented to the Royal Sanitary Institute’s 
Glasgow Congress. A strong resolution was passed at the Congress 
of the Women’s Co-operative Guilds, urging that steps be taken 
to increase the supply of smokeless fuel, and calling: upon local 
authorities to carry out in a more vigorous manner the duties for 
which they are responsible under the smoke abatement legislation. 

The annual report of the Society’s Scottish Branch shows a 
further year of increasing activity and the successful completion 
of a further course of training for stokers. The Branch’s annual 
meeting was held in Dundee, at which papers were read on: “Coal 
Smoke and Cancer,” by Dr. Elizabeth Mudie; ‘The Effect of 
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Smoke upon Health,” by Bailie Violet M. Craig Roberton : 
‘Proportions of Domestic and Industrial Smoke in City Atmos- 
poere.: (by i. W. Harris “The. Final. Solution of “the Smoke 
Problem,” by ex-Bailie W. Brownhill Smith; and ‘Control of 
Industrial Smoke,” by Thomas M. Ashford. 

The various regional and other joint smoke abatement com- 
mittees continue with their activities, the chief feature of interest 
being the action of the Manchester and District Regional Smoke 
Abatement Committee in drawing up and discussing a scheme for 
the formation of a joint statutory committee for the South-east 
Lancashire area. The scheme, which is estimated to cost £13,500 
a year and which would divide the area into twenty inspectorial 
districts, is at present being considered by the local authorities 
concerned. 


The Leicester Conference.—The second annual conference 
of the new Society was held, by the kind invitation of the Corpora- 
tion, in Leicester, on September 26th, 27th and 28th, 1930, and 
had the best attendance of any of the annual week-end conferences. 
The papers read were as follows: ‘“‘Atmospheric Pollution as 
affecting Visibility’ and “Visibility as affecting Aviation,’ by 
Messrs. M. G. Bennett and F. Entwistle, of the Meteorological 
Office, the Air Ministry ; “Fuel Research and Smoke Abatement,”’ 
by Dr. Margaret Fishenden ; and a discussion upon the memoran- 
dum on the “Present Position with Respect to Smoke Abatement,” 
being a report to the Sheffield Smoke Abatement Research Com- 
mittee, ‘by Messrs, fF. |. Bailey and E. C. Evans: A successtul 
and well-attended public meeting, at which the Lord Mayor 
welcomed the conference, was held on the Friday evening, and on 
the afternoon of Saturday, a motor tour, at the invitation of the 
Leicester Public Health Committee, was made, visits being paid 
to the Charnwood Forest, the Leicester Disabled Warriors’ Homes 
and the Leicester Fire Station. Arrangements had been made for 
press publicity services, and a gratifying number of reports of the 
meetings were published throughout the country. 


Liverpool Conference.—An invitation from the Liverpool 
Corporation for the Society to hold its 1931 Conference in that city 
was received and accepted by the Executive Committee. Arrange- 
ments for the conference were made, in which the Liverpool 
authorities have very kindly helped to a considerable extent. 


The Society's Membership.—The Society's efforts during the 
last year have been largely directed towards the essential task of 
increasing membership and income. We have, during the past two 
years, consolidated our position, and this is the time for us to 
expand and increase our usefulness. Unfortunately, this coincides 
with a period of financial stringency which is severely affecting 
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organizations of all kinds. In the circumstances, therefore, we 
have been fortunate in our endeavours. During the autumn and 
winter a paid canvasser in the London area secured many new 
members, mainly from among commercial and industrial under- 
takings, and for the current year there has been an increase in 
members of 79, and a net additional subscription of £127. The 
full benefit of this has not yet been felt owing to the expenses 
incurred. Further, there has been the loss of a few relatively large 
subscriptions. We regret that it has not been possible to continue 
our connection with the canvasser, Captain Wall, to whom we are 
indebted for his excellent services. 

The National Gas Council recently circularized its members 
with an appeal for them to support the Society-by subscribing to 
its funds. The results of this appeal, for which we are very grateful 
to the National Gas Council, and to whom a vote of thanks was 
tendered at the last meeting of the Society's Council, are not seen 
in the period covered by the present Report and Financial State- 
ment, but it may be stated that they promise to be of considerable 
value. 

Very welcome support has been received from certain sections 
of the electrical industry, although it is regretted that this industry, 
as.a, whole,--in «spite of «the tact; that the- wee" of telectrictiy ais 
inextricably bound up with smoke abatement, and is advocated 
by the Society as strongly as it advocates the use of any other 
medium, hardly seems interested in the movement and its potential 
importance. 


Honorary Advisers.—With a view to making available to 
the Society the authoritative opinions on various subjects with 
which smoke abatement is concerned, the Executive Committee 
has extended invitations to a number oO! experts. to—-ac. as 
“Honorary Advisers’ with respect to their own particular subjects.

“Journal.’—The publication of the qarael” ‘during the 
past year has not been without difficulty, due to causes outside the 
Society's hands, and the issue of certain numbers was delayed. 
It is hoped that publication will be regular in the future. Articles 
and reports covering a wide range of subjects and contributed by 
qualified writers have been published, and we trust that the 
“Journal” is proving to be of real value to all who are interested 
in the work. The Editorial Committee will be glad to receive 
contributions of general interest, and in particular wish for articles 
concerning new developments. 


Section Five of the 1926 Act.—As a result of the resolution 
passed at the Council Meeting in May, 1930, the Royal Institute of 
British Architects and the Institution of Civil Engineers were 
invited to appoint representatives to discuss with the Society the 
problems associated with Section Five of the Public Health (Smoke 
Abatement) Act, 1926. Asaresult of this joint meeting a resolution 
was passed in the following terms :— 


“That in view of the opinions expressed by legal experts, 
representatives of local authorities, and in the answers 
given by the Minister of Health in Parliament, that, as 
tramed,~ Section Five “or “the=-Pubiuc’ “Healthy {smoke 
Abatement) Act, 1926, is unworkable inasmuch as it is 
impracticable to prepare satisfactory bye-laws requiring 
the provision in new buildings other than private 
dwelling houses of such arrangements for heating or 
cooking as are calculated to prevent or reduce the emission 
of smoke, this Conference RESOLVES :— 

That the Koyal Imstituté of British Architects ‘and the 
Institution of Civil Engineers be requested to consider and 
report for the guidance of this Society, and of the Regional 
Smoke Abatement Committees and local authorities, 
concerned in the administration of the Public Health Acts, 
whether Section Five of the Act should be so amended 
as to enable bye-laws to be made to make it compulsory 
that in all new buildings other than private dwelling 
houses, the heating and cooking arrangements should be 
smokeless in operation, and that if any open fires are 
installed they shall be smokeless in operation.” 


A communication from the Royal Institute of British Architects 
has intimated that the matter has been considered by its Council, 
which is in agreement with the proposal for the amendment of the 
Act. The Institution of Civil Engineers decided, however, that no 
action should be taken. 
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Scotland.—At the request of the Scottish Branch of the 
Society the Executive Committee passed a resolution which was 
forwarded to the Secretary of State for Scotland urging that steps 
be taken to promote legislation for Scotland on the lines of the 
Public Health (Smoke Abatement) Act, 1926, which apples only 
to England and Wales. Similar resolutions were passed and 
communicated to the Secretary of State by the Scottish Branch 
and by numerous local authorities in Scotland. As far as is known 
no action has yet been taken. 


Road Traffic Act.—A further resolution was communicated 
to the Minister of Transport, in which satisfaction was expressed 
that the emission of smoke from street vehicles had been dealt with 
in the Road Traffic Act, but which urged the deletion of the word 
“avoidable” in the Clause reading: ‘Every motor vehicles shall 
be so constructed that no avoidable smoke or visible vapour is 
emitted therefrom,’ as otherwise the Clause would be rendered 
largely inoperative. A reply stated that the regulations had already 
come into operation, and that in the opinion of the Minister the 
suggested amendment would be impracticable. 


National Certificates for Boilerhouse Employees.—The 
Society was invited to appoint representatives to a joint committee 
of the Institute of Fuel and the Association of Technical Institutions, 
which is being formed to ascertain whether any practical steps can 
be taken so as to issue national certificates in some form to those 
boilerhouse employees who by education and/or experience have 
proved. to be competent m- their occupation. The Executive 
Committee has accepted the invitation and representatives have 
been appointed. 


Meetings.—In addition to the meetings previously mentioned 
and to the numerous lectures and addresses given by the officers 
and other members of the Society, the course on Smoke Abatement 
organized by the Royal Sanitary Institute was opened by an 
address by Sir Lawrence Chubb.., A paper entitled, ~“The<smoke 
Problem: A consideration of some of its economic aspects and the 
difficulties of its solution,’’ was read by your Secretary before the 
members of the Institute of Fuel in London, and also to the 
members of the Birmingham section of the Institute. The paper 
was well reported and discussed in the technical press. 

Your Chairman and Secretary received, and gladly accepted, 
invitations to speak at a public meeting held in conjunction with 
a sectional Conference of the British Commercial Gas Association 
in Halifax. 

_ Society of Medical Officers of Health.—The Council of 
this Society has very kindly undertaken to receive a deputation 
from our Society, the objects of which are to endeavour to secure 
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ereater interest from public health quarters and possibly greater 
support from the municipalities. It is hoped that this will take 
place in October next. 


Exhibits—A large amount of time has been expended in 
making new exhibits and renovating old ones. As a result there is 
now available a wide selection of exhibition material which, in 
addition to being quite attractive in appearance, can be packed 
and transported without damage or trouble. It is hoped to 
continue increasing the number and variety of exhibits so that it 
will be possible to participate, with beneficial results, in a larger 
number of health and other exhibitions. <A list of exhibits 
available has been prepared and may be obtained on application. 


Exhibitions.—During the past year the Society has taken 
part in exhibitions at Lancaster, Shipley, Spenborough, Heywood, 
Bebington, Birkenhead and Dudley. 


The 1932 Conference.—An invitation has been received 
from the Newcastle-upon-Tyne Corporation for the Society to hold 
its Aamual “Conference for 1982 in that cty. fhe Executive 
Committee has gratefully accepted this invitation.

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CONerirUT ICN OF THE SOCIET ¥. 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(5) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(2) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(0) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(zd) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, -shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 
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4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :—

(b) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society- 


(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at.the General Meeting of the Society. The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—tThe Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 
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9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society’ shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but ‘shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each ‘athhatedrSociety or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 
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THIRD ANNUAL’ REPORT 
for the Year ended June 30th. 1932. 


General Review.—Although the present economic depression 
which has affected constructive activity of every kind has probably 
hindered the development of smoke abatement work in some 
respects, there has been a gratifying amount of attention given to 
the subject during the last twelve months. 


The movement is still at the stage where discussion and the 
dissesmination of information are almost as valuable as, and second 
only to, direct steps towards reducing the volume of smoke emitted, 
for only by continuing to create and sustain favourable opinion can 
there be achieved a satisfactory abatement of smoke in the future. 
It is, of course, impossible to indicate what reduction in the quantity 
of smoke has been achieved during the course of a single year, but 
that a continuous reduction is taking place is certain. The gas 
and electrical industries show once again, in spite of the industrial 
depression, considerable increases in the consumption of their 
products, and the solid fuels also show, on the whole, a wider use 
and increased popularity. It is regretted that much of the industrial 
smoke that has been “‘abated”’ has been due to industrial stagnation ; 
and it is further regretted that many people should wish for an 
increase in smoke emission as a sign of trade activity. The idea that 
smoke is a necessary adjunct to prosperity dies hard, but it is a 
pity that the fallacy should be believed by many members of local 
authorities whose aquaintance with problems of public health should 
be a little more advanced. Analyses of atmospheric deposits during 
the last six years (published in the Society’s Journal, Spring, 1932) 
show that there has been a marked decrease in the deposit of tar, 
sulphur acids, and solids during that period. 


A number of papers have been read on various aspects of the 
smoke nuisance to other societies and conferences during the 
year. We should like to take this opportunity of expressing appre- 
ciation of the many bodies which are stressing the value of smoke 
abatement problems by including them so frequently in their 
syllabuses and conference programmes. 


The Scottish Branch of the Society has enjoyed another success- 
ful year of activity. The sixteenth session of the classes for firemen 
and boiler attendants was held during the winter, and was attended 
by a total of 92 men in the ordinary and advanced classes. 
Examinations were held at the end of the course. A further course 
under the auspices of the Branch and in collaboration with the 
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Ayrshire County Council has been held in the burgh of Irvine, and 
has had an attendance of about 40. It is expected that the course 
will be continued during the coming winter. The Annual Conference 
of the Branch was held in Glasgow on May 5th, when a large number 
of members and delegates listened to papers on: ‘‘Maternal 
Mortality and the Domestic Chimney,” by Dr. Elizabeth C. Mudie ; 
“Smoke and the Commonweal,”’ by Dr. Langrishe ; ‘“The Destruc- 
tive Effect of Smoke on Buildings,” by Sir John Stirling-Maxwell ; 
“The Effect of a Smoke-laden Atmosphere on Horticulture,” by 
Mr. William Besant. 


The principal activity of the Manchester Branch of the Society 
during the year was a public meeting arranged with the Manchester 
and Salford Women Citizens’ Association on “The City of the 
Future,”’ on November 25th. The speakers were Councillor A. T. 
Pike, secretary of the Garden Cities and Town-Planning Association, 
and Dr. T. W. Naylor Barlow, Medical Officer of Wallasey and 
member of the Council of the Society, who dealt with the smoke 
problem. 

The Regional Advisory Committees in the Midlands, Manchester 
and District, and the West Riding of Yorkshire, have continued their 
activities. The economic situation has unfortunately led to a 
postponement of the scheme for the formation of a Statutory 
Committee in South-east Lancashire which was mentioned in the 
last Annual Report. The West Riding Committee has continued 
with its courses and examinations for stokers, and during the 
winter a similar course was arranged by the Midlands Committee. 


Mention should also be made of the very successful classes 
held by the Huddersfield Smoke Abatement Council under the 
direction of Mr. Edgar Lunn. If such valuable and enthusiastic 
work could only be initiated in every town throughout the country 
there would be a more rapid progress and formation of public 
opinion than has yet been known. 

We should like to draw attention to a direct and practical 
resolution passed at a meeting of the County of Durham Federation 
of Women’s Institutes :— 

“That the Women’s Institutes of this country could greatly 
assist child welfare work by devoting some of their energy 
to the reduction of atmospheric pollution by smoke.” 

This can be heartily endorsed, and the hope expressed that the 
recommendation be taken up by the Institutes. 

Liverpool Conference.—The Annual Meeting and Conference 
held in Liverpool on September 18th to 20th was the largest 
attended of these gatherings, and was most successful from every 
point of view. The papers read were as follows: “The Progress of 
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the Electrical Grd,” by Robert Blackmore, M.LE.E);.“Some 
Notes on the Production and Use of the new Smokeless Fuel ‘Dryco’ 
in Liverpool,”’ by Ralph E. Gibson, M.Inst. C.E., M.Inst. Gas E. ; 
“Regional and Statutory Smoke Abatement Committees,” by 
Members of the Committees ; A Demonstration of the Apparatus 
used for the measurement of atmospheric impurities (kindly loaned 
by the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research), by 
W..H. Roberts; M.Se,- FAG. 


A visit was made to the new Power station at Clarence Dock 
and to the Liverpool Housing Estates. This, and the Reception 
held on the Friday evening, was by the kind invitation of the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation of the City, to whom our thanks 
are due. 


Neweastle upon Tyne Conference.—An invitation from the 
Newcastle upon Tyne Corporation for the Society to hold its 1932 
Conference in that City was received and accepted by the Exectuive 
Committee. 


Royal Sanitary Institute Congress._-The Society was 
represented by the Secretary at the Glasgow Congress of the Roya! 
Sanitary Institute, and a stand, which attracted much attention, 
was taken at the Exhibition held in conjunction with the Congress. 
A bronze medal for the exhibit was awarded to the Society. 


Council Meeting, York.._A meeting of the Council was held 
at York on January 26th, at which the principal business was a 
discussion of resolutions on Regional Organization for smoke 
abatement. A preamble, showing the reasons for further action 
by the formation of regional committees, has been printed in full 
in the Journal, and the resolutions passed were as follows :— 


“The Council of the National Smoke Abatement Society, 
having considered the administration of the law relating 
to smoke abatement in this country, and having noted 
the grave defects inherent in the present system, RESOLVES: 


(1) That Local Authorities be urged to combine for the 
purpose of setting up suitable regional organizations 
for the administration of smoke abatement law ; 


(2) That, pending the formation of statutory regional 
organizations, Local Authorities be urged to establish 
Advisory Committees similar to those already in 


existence ; 
(3) That the support of the National Smoke Abatement 
' Society be given to such projects as will further 


these proposals. 
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(4) The Council further resolves that copies of these 
resolutions and the accompanying Preamble be sent to 
the Minister of Health, to the existing Regional Com- 
mittees, and to the Public Health Committees of all 
Local Authorities concerned, requesting the last to 
discuss the proposals and to signify approval and 
support of their substance.” 


The Preamble and Resolutions were circulated to Local 
Authorities, of whom only a small minority are prepared to give 
their support to the proposals. Copies were sent to 385 authorities, 
of whom 90 had replied. 60 intimated that they wished to take 
no action, 17 were in favour, and 13 were not in favour of the 
resolutions. 


Council Meeting, London.—At a Council Meeting held in 
London on June 3rd, a further resolution, in the following terms, 
was passed :— | 


“That steps be taken to prepare and issue a statement showing 
the advantages of the setting up of Regional Advisory 
Committees in order to co-ordinate the administration of 
the law relating to smoke nuisances over wide areas and 
that efforts be made to persuade the Local Authorities 
concerned to co-operate in the formation of such Advisory 
Committees.”’ 


Smoke and Fumes Nuisances from Road Vehicles.—The 
open meeting following the June Council meeting was devoted to 
papers and discussion upon this subject. The technical aspects 
were considered by Dr. J. S. Owens, M.D., M.Inst. C.E., M.I.Mech. 
E., and Mr. R. P. Mahaffy, B.A., Barrister-at-Law, dealt with the 
legal questions involved. The Report of this meeting has been 
printed in pamphlet form, and contains both papers and a 
summary of the discussion. This was the first occasion on which 
the Society had given its attention to a problem of atmospheric 
pollution beyond that caused by coal smoke, but as a result of the 
meeting it has been agreed that this important subject should 
henceforth be included in the work of the Society. 


The Society of Medical Officers of Heaith.—A deputation 
from the Society was received by the Council of the Society of 
Medical Officers of Health on December 18th, for the purpose of 
urging that smoke abatement should be considered more definitely 
as a necessary and important factor in public health work. The 
members of the Council were addressed by Dr. H. A. Des Voeux 
and Alderman Melland. Asa result of this deputation the following 
resolution was passed at a later date :— 
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“That the Society of Medical Officers of Health is convinced 
that atmospheric pollution by smoke and other products 
of combustion, with the consequent deprivation of natural 
sunlight in our cities and towns, is an important cause of 
ill-health in this country; and therefore considers it 
desirable that systematic observations of the state of 
the atmosphere, including estimations of soot deposit, 
chemical constituents, gaseous pollution, penetration of 
ultra-violet rays, etc., should be carried out by means of 
scientific apparatus, such as the standard gauge, the 
standard automatic filter and various other instruments 
recommended by the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research, as a matter of routine by public health 
departments.” 


Inquiry on the Use of Gas Coke.—The inquiry held by the 
Smoke Abatement League of Great Britain on “The Present Position 
of the Solid Smokeless Fuels,’ held in 1928, was concerned mainly 
with the low temperature carbonization fuels. It was considered 
that it would be useful to ascertain the general opinion with respect 
to the new grades of gas coke, and accordingly a verbal questionnaire 
has been put to users of the graded domestic coke sold in Manchester. 
The results of this inquiry, which were most favourable to the fuel, 
are published in detail in the Jouvnal (Summer issue, 1932). 


Exhibitions and Lectures.— The Society has again participated 
in a number of Health Exhibitions and has loaned exhibition 
material to other bodies.. A number of lectures have been given 
by the Secretary. 


Publications.—_RKeference to the statement of accounts will 
show that there has been a considerable increase in the quantity of 
literature sold during the year. This is largely due to the publica- 
cation of the “Smoke Abatement Handbook,” of which nearly 
4,000 copies have been sold and distributed up to the present. 
The issue of this handbook has been very successful and has created 
much favourable comment. Over seventy reviews and press 
notices have been published in the technical and daily press. Other 
publications have also been issued. The Jouvnal continues to be 
published on a satisfactory basis, and a number of useful articles 
and reports have been issued during the year. The Journal is now 
sent to most of the principal public libraries in the country. 


Membership and Financial Position.—Owing to the possibility 
of a diminution in income due to the financial situation, no 
special expenditure has been made during the year. We have, 
however, been more fortunate than many voluntary organizations, 
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and our income for the year shows a small increase over that for 
the year ended June 30th, 1931. This is principally due to a number 
of new subscriptions from gas undertakings which were the response 
made to the appeal made on our behalf by the National Gas Council, 
which was mentioned in the preceding Annual Report. There 
have also been a number of new individual members, an increase 
in the receipts from the sale of literature, and a special appeal to 
members to continue with their subscriptions. Our grateful thanks 
are due to all whose names appear in the following list of sub- 
scriptions for their continued support, which, especially at the 
present time, is most greatly appreciated.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE SOCIETY. 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY, 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the ts of 
air pollution. 


(6) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(2) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(6) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(d) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 
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4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :— 


(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
abatement and fuel economy as far as the circum- 
stances of the Society will permit. 


(b) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 


(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the - 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affihated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affilaated members, who shall be 
elected- annually at, the. General: Meeting or the Socety, — ihe 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—The Gees of the Scan shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.— The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 
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9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to. be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be. kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—-Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silént shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 


FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended June 30th, 1933. 


General Review.—It is gratifying to be able to record that 
once again, in spite of the adverse circumstances that face every 
voluntary organization, the financial support given to the Society 
has been slightly increased. The activities undertaken have also 
been extended, and the year under review has probably been the 
busiest in the Society’s existence. 


Apart from the Society’s own work general interest in the 
subject appears to be growing. It was, as is recorded later, an 
important section of the Public Health Congress in London, in 
November, 1932; it was discussed at the Eastbourne Congress of 
the Royal Institute of Public Health ; and entered several times 
in the discussions of the Royal Sanitary Institute Congress at 
Blackpool, including the Presidential address by Lord Cozens- 
Hardy. H.R.H. Prince George, opening a new gasworks at Oldham, 
said: “Atmospheric pollution is one of the greatest evils that 
menace our national health. Smokeless households and clean 
factories run on scientific lines mean clean, healthy towns, free 
from smoke and the diseases it induces.”’ 


Apart from these meetings reports have been received of 
seventeen other meetings and conferences during the year at which 
smoke abatement has been the principle topic or has entered into 
the discussion. 


A tribute to the work of the National Smoke Abatement 
society im creating a public opinion -opposed to the present 
conditions was paid by Mr. Ralph E. Gibson in his Presidential 
address to the Institution of Gas Engineers at Liverpool. 


The Scottish Branch of the Society held its annual meeting in 
Edinburgh, on June 9th, 1933, at which papers were read by 
Professor Wm. Oliver on “Pointers for Smoke Elimination” and 
by Mrs. Bailie Somerville on “Can the Infant Death Rate~be 
Further Reduced by Concentration on the Abatement of Smoke ?”’ 
The programme also included a discussion, introduced by Mr. T. M. 
Ashford, on “Smoke and Steam from Vehicles on Streets and 
Roads.” The following resolution was proposed and adopted :— 

“That the Minister of Transport be respectfully requested to 
take the necessary steps to amend Regulation No. 18 of 
the Statutory Rules and Orders, 1931, made under the 
powers conferred upon him by the Road Traffic Act, 1930, 
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by dusertingtatter the word “fuel,”-occurrimg” in said 
regulation, the words ‘shall use only smokeless or ,non- 
bituminous fuel and: ”’ 


The regulation referred to in this resolution, and as proposed 
to be amended, would read as follows :— 


“18. Every motor vehicle using solid fuel shall use only 
smokeless or non-bituminous fuel, and shall be fitted 
with an efficient appliance for the purpose of preventing 
the emission of sparks or grit, and also with a tray or 
shield to prevent the ashes and cinders from falling on 
to: the road.” | 


ihe Annual Keport..oi the Scottish Branch. states. that the 
classes for firemen were carried on during the Winter and that 
ninety-two students were enrolled. A paragraph of special interest 
in the report is as follows :— 


“The regulations made by the Minister of Transport about 
three years ago have proved of great benefit to the public 
in restricting the amount of smoke and steam from 
vehicles on streets and roads. In Glasgow there have 
been twenty-seven prosecutions during the past year, 
with the result that much greater care is now taken by 
the drivers of steam-driven vehicles, and offences are now 
much less frequent.” 


The Regional Smoke Abatement Committees have continued 
their activities, and are, among other matters, especially interested 
in the question of classes for boilermen and the issue of certificates 
for proficiency. As reported below, new Advisory Committees 
have been formed during the year in the Liverpool and Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne districts. 


The Neweastle Conferenece.—The fourth Annual Meeting and 
Conference was held, by invitation of the Corporation, at 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, on September 23rd, 24th and 25th. The 
conference was well attended by members, delegates and local 
people interested in the subjects discussed. The papers read were 
as follows: Phe Domestic smoke Problem: the Possibilities of 
Coke Oven Fuel by Mr. R.A. Mott, M.sc., B.I-C., of the Depart- 
ment of Fuel Technology, University of Sheffield ; “The Psycholo- 
gical “Hirects “ol Smoke; “by Alderman David Adams, ].P), 
Chairman of the Newcastle Public Health Committee; and 
“The Human Factor in Smoke Abatement,” by Mr. A. E. Crossley, 
Senior Smoke Inspector, Manchester. For the first time at these 
annual conferences, the Proceedings, with papers and discussions 
in full, were subsequently issued in volume form. 
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During the conference a visit was paid to the Roman Wall at 
Borcovicus, with lunch at Chollerford, and tea, on the return 
journey, at Hexham. This exceptionally interesting and enjoyable 
tour was by invitation of the Newcastle Corporation, which also 
arranged a tour on the Sunday afternoon to the coast. 


1983 Conferenece.—An invitation was received from the 
Sheffield, Rotherham and District Smoke Abatement Committee 
to hold the 1933 Conference in Sheffield. The invitation was 
gratefully accepted by the Executive Committee. 


Public Health Congress.—The Society was invited to participate 
in the Public Health Congress which was held in London in 
November, 1932. The invitation was accepted, and the morning 
session of the Congress, on Tuesday, November 15th, was under the 
auspices of the Society. The Rt. Hon. Mr. Arthur Greenwood, late 
Minister of Health, presided, and papers were read by Dr. ae 
Des Voeux on “Smoke and Public Health,” and by Dr. J. S. Owens 
on “Smoke and Fumes Nuisances from Road Vehicles.” The 
meeting was well attended and in every way successful. 


Memorandum on Regional Organization.— As the memorandum 
circulated to local authorities in 1932, urging the formation of 
Statutory Smoke Abatement Committees, had shown that there 
was little likelihood of the formation of such bodies at the present 
time, 1t was resolved at the meeting of the Council, held in London 
on June 3rd, 1932, that a statement be issued to local authorities 
on the subject of Advisory Regional organization. A printed 
memorandum was accordingly drawn up and circulated to the 
Medical Officers of Health and Clerks of one hundred and thirty 
local authorities in districts suitable for the formation of further 
‘Advisory Regional Committees. The memorandum outlined the 
constitution aad functions of these bodies, drew attention to the 
existing Committees and their work, and suggested the areas in 
which new Committees could be formed. This was printed in full 
in the issue of the Journal for Winter, 1933. 


As a result of this memorandum conferences of local authorities 
were convened by the corporations of Liverpool and Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, each concluding with a resolution forming a Committee 
for the respective areas, viz., Merseyside and South-west Panes 
and Northumberland and Durham. 


It does not appear probable that Committees will be formed 
in the other districts. suggested, namely, Tees-side, North-east 
Lancashire and the Potteries. It is disappointing to record that 
no intimation has been received that the memorandum has even 
. been ,considered by any of the authorities in the last named 
district—one of the smokiest areas in the country. 
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Classes for Boilermen.—The possibility of co-ordinating 
existing classes for boilermen and the issue of a national certificate 
was discussed by the Executive Committee. Following a decision 
to consider the question further, a joint meeting of representatives 
of the Regional Committees and the Society was held. Later, the 
question was considered by representatives of a number of 
interested organizations, including this Society, when it was agreed 
that the City and Guilds of London Institute be approached to 
ascertain whether the co-ordination of classes and certificates 
could be arranged under the auspices of that body. As a result 
of these meetings and discussions it has now been arranged for the 
City and Guilds Institute to convene an “Exploratory Committee”’ 
comprising representatives of interested organizations and existing 
classes. This Committee has not yet met, but it is hoped that 
early progress will be made towards achieving a most important 
and desirable objective. 


Fumifugium.—The publication of the pamphlet on smoke 
abatement by John Evelyn, the diarist, called “Fumifugium,” 
first issued in 1661, has been one of the Society’s notable activities 
of the year under review. The value of the publication was 
enhanced by a foreword by the eminent author, Miss Rose Macaulay, 
to whom our thanks are due. 


The pamphlet was published at Is. 6d. in cloth boards and at 
6d. in paper covers. Over 2,000 copies have been sold and dis- 
tributed at the end of the period of this report, and seventy press 
reviews and notices, all commendatory, have been received. 


National Council of Women.—At the Annual Meeting of the 
Society at Newcastle it was resolved that steps be taken to make 
contact with women’s organizations. As a result of this the Society 
‘has become affiliated to the National Council of Women of Great 
Britain, and will appoint representatives to the Household Service 
and Public Health sections of the Council, On May llth, 1933, 
the Secretary of the Society addressed the members of the House- 
hold Service section upon domestic smoke abatement. 


Eastbourne Public Health Congress._-A paper on the smoke 
problem was presented to the Eastbourne Congress of the Royal 
Institute “of Public Health by the Chairman of ther Seciety, 
Alderman Will Melland, M.A., J.P., on June Ist, 1938. 


Exhibitions and Exhibits.—The Society has had stands in 
health exhibitions during the year at Barnsley, Stockport, Lough- 
borough and the “Better Housing’ Exhibition in Manchester. 
Exhibits have also been loaned to local authorities and others for 
use in exhibitions at Bolton, Clevedon, Halesowen, Keighley, 
Bingley, Grimsby and Belfast. 
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Several new exhibits have been prepared, which seek to illus- 
trate some aspect of the smoke nuisance in an easily understood 
and graphic manner. Three pieces of stonework, showing smoke 
erosion, have been obtained from the demolished portions of the 
Houses of Parliament, and have been suitably mounted. There is 
considerable scope for the extension of this side of propaganda 
work. 


‘“Emblem.”—-As will be seen from the cover of this report 
and other publications, the Society has adopted an emblem or 
device consisting of a silhouette head of John Evelyn, surrounded 
by. the name of the Society, and the. motto, <Fumus Pugetars 
Numerous other emblems have been considered in the past without 
finding one really suitable for the purpose. The use of the head 
of the famous pioneer of Smoke Abatement was, however, 
considered to be both fitting and distinctive. 


Publications.—As already mentioned, the chief publications 
during the year have been “‘Fumifugium”’ and the Proceedings of 
the Newcastle Conference. The Journal continues to be published 
through the agency of the Service Guild, and has now been issued 
regularly for three and a half years. 


Press.—New arrangements for press services have been made, 
and in consequence the press has been regularly informed of the 
Society’s activities. Our thanks are due to the daily newspapers 
and technical and trade periodicals for the interest they show, 
in general, in smoke abatement and the work of the Society.

John W. Graham.—lIt is with deep regret that we record the 
death of John W. Graham, for many years Chairman, and then 
President, oF the Smoke Abatement league’ of Great- Britain. 
Mr. Graham had retired from active work when the National 
Smoke Abatement Society was formed, but he became one of its 
most honoured Vice-Presidents. He was a tireless speaker and 
writer on smoke abatement, and was indefatigable in his demands 
for new legislation shortly before the war, and then afterwards, 
until the new Act was passed in 1926. : : 


‘Standing Counsel.”—Mr. Randolph A. Glen has_ kindly 
accepted the position of Standing Counsel to the Society, and has 
also consented to prepare a new pamphlet on the English Law 
relating, to Smoke Emission, ‘Qur thanks are due to Mr.. Glen 
tor is. valuable. services to: the Soceily. 


Finanee.—The statement of accounts shows that there has 
been an increase in the Society’s income compared with the previous 
year ; a result that, in view of the difficulties, is most satisfactory. 
Expenses have been carefully watched, and against them must be 
moted the jateer receipts for the ‘sale~ol literature.’ A special 
donation of £100 was received by the Society as a result of the 
dissolution of the Manchester and Salford Sanitary Association, 
and our thanks are due for this to the Committee of the Association. 


If the present income could be doubled the activities of the 
Society could at least be trebled, as, of course, a greater proportion, 
if not all, the additional income would be expended directly upon 
the activities undertaken, and would not be absorbed by salaries, 
rents and other fixed charges as much as the present sum has to 
be. For this reason we ask all members and representatives to 
assist us, first in maintaining the existing income and then 
increasing it with ever growing advantage.

1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a2) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(6) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(d) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. ) 
(0) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(2) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 
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4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :—

(5) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society: 


(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—-The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting of the Society. © The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the pociety, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the: Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 
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9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.-—-Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 
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FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended June 30th, 1934. 


General Review.—During the year under review the increasing 
interest in the smoke problem has been maintained, and the 
subject has been widely discussed in the press and by public 
associations and -local authorities. The number of complaints 
made in local newspapers and in the councils of local authorities 
appears to be much greater than it was a few years ago, and this 
may be taken, not as a sign of increasing nuisances, but rather as 
a welcome indication of a growing public consciousness of smoke 
and the deleterious effects of a polluted atmosphere. Further, as 
industry recovers from the economic depression the toleration of 
nuisances that has arisen from a desire to refrain from harassing 
it will tend to disappear. 

One of the most valuable object lessons possible was afforded 
by the abnormally prolonged spell of dry, still weather in the late 
winter and early spring. Dust and dirt accumulated in a way that 
rarely happens; the stagnant, unwashed air of our towns became 
visibly obnoxious, evergreens and the early spring growth of plants 
were blackened and burned, and the country began to realize how 
much it was dependant upon the scavenging action of the wind and 
rain, and how insanitary our habits appeared when these natural 
forces failed. Added to this were frequent fogs and the overhead 
“black-outs,”’ as the newspapers call them, which are entirely due 
to coal smoke. The position was summed up and the obvious 
remedies outlined in a valuable letter to The Times, which appeared 
on March 2nd, from Dr. Des Voeux, the President of the Society. 

Numerous conferences, lectures and instructional classes have 
been held in various parts of the country, mainly by the Regional 
Committees, the Scottish Branch, and the Society itself. The 
two new Regional Committees are now established and actively 
engaged, thus making six such bodies, including the one statutory 
committee. 


Sheffield Conference. 

By invitation of the Sheffield, Rotherham, and District Smoke 
Abatement Committee, the Fifth Annual Conference of the Society 
was held in Sheffield on September 22nd, 23rd, and 24th, 1933. 
The meetings were attended by 117 members, delegates, and visitors. 
The papers read, which have since been published in the Proceedings, 
were as follows: ‘““The Five Years Clause and other Matters arising 
from the Public Health (Smoke Abatement) Act, 1926,” by Coun- 
cillor W. Asbury. ‘How the Citizen Takes the Air: the Personal 
Significance of the Smoke Problem,” by Mrs. Millicent Jast. “The 
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Combating of Domestic Smoke in Industrial Areas,’ by Messrs. 
R. H. Clayton and Charles Gandy. The customary Saturday visit 
took the form of an inspection of the Smithy Wood Gas and Coke 
Plant, by the invitation of Messrs. Thorncliffe Coal Distillation, 
Ltd. Resolutions passed at the Conference are mentioned below. 


Housing Resolution and Memorandum. 

The following Resolution on Housing and Smoke Abatement 
was unanimously adopted at the Sheffield Conference. 

“That this Conference of the National Smoke Abatement 
Society welcomes the extensive schemes that are to be 
undertaken for slum clearance and re-housing, and as 
smoke, with the dirt, gloom, and ill-health that it causes, 
is one of the most important factors in producing slum 
conditions, urges all authorities concerned with housing 
to take steps to ensure the greatest practicable degree 
of smokelessness in all new housing estates, whether 
municipal or privately built, and in rebuilt areas. 

In particular it urges: 

(a) That appliances for the use of gas and electricity 
should be installed as extensively as possible, and 
their use encouraged. 

(5) That where ranges for cooking and heating and 
open fires for the use of solid fuel are installed, they 
should be of a type capable of satisfactorily burning 
smokeless solid fuels, for the storing of which adequate 
accommodation should be provided. 

The Conference urges the Minister of Health to investigate 

the position with respect to (b) above, and to make recom- 

mendations to the authorities concerned according to his 
findings. 

Further, with a view to ensuring a parallel reduction of 

smoke emission from buildings other than private dwelling 

houses, the Conference urges the Minister of Health to 
take steps which will make possible the framing of bye- 
laws ‘under Section. 5 of the Public .Health (Gmoke 

Abatement) Act, 1926.” 

The resolution was sent to the Minister of Health and to all 
local authorities, excepting Rural Districts, in the country. In 
the latter case it was incorporated in a memorandum that explained 
in greater detail the reasons that make smoke prevention essential 
to satisfactory housing and rehousing schemes. 


Road Vehicles. 

The following Resolution, proposed by the Scottish Branch, 
was also adopted at the Conference and was forwarded to the 
Minister of Transport. 
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“That the Minister of Transport be respectfully requested 
to take the necessary steps to amend Regulation No. 18 
of the Statutory Rules and Orders, made under the powers 
conferred upon him by the Road Traffic Act, 1930, by 
inserting after the word ‘fuel’ occurring in the said 
Regulation, the words ‘shall use only smokeless or non- 
bituminous fuel and’; Provided that for the purpose of 
this Regulation the words ‘smokeless or non-bituminous 
fuel’ shall be held to mean ‘fuel containing not more than 
fourteen per cent. of volatile matter.’”’ 

The Regulation referred to, if amended in the way proposed, 

would read :— 

“Every motor vehicle using solid fuel shall use only smokeless 
or non-bituminous fuel and shall be fitted with an efficient 
appliance for the purpose of preventing the emission of 
sparks or grit, and also with a tray or shield to prevent 
the ashes and cinders from falling on to the road.”’ 


Following correspondence on the question a deputation from 
the Society was received by Lt.-Col. C. M. Headlam, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister, and the case put at greater length. No 
action on the lines suggested has, however, been taken. 


1934 Conference. 

An invitation was received from the Corporation of Glasgow 
to hold the 1934 Conference in that City. The invitation was 
gratefully accepted by the Executive Committee, and the Con- 
ference has been arranged and will be held in conjunction with the 
Scottish Branch of the Society. 


Empire Marketing Board Poster Frames. 

In conjunction with eleven other national health associations 
the Society is participating in the scheme of the Central Council 
for Health Education to utilize the former Empire Marketing Board 
poster frames in areas where the frames have been taken over by 
the local authorities. Posters are now in the course of preparation 
and will be displayed in November or December. 


Symposium on Open-Grate Fuels. 

The meeting of the Society that is held each summer in London 
this year took the form of a symposium of eight papers on the 
subject of smokeless fuels for use in the open grate. The meeting 
was well attended and was held in the Caxton Hall, Westminster.

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Publications. | 

The Journal continues to be published in the same manner as 
before, and in addition to this and the Annual Report there have 
been published, during the year, the Proceedings of the Sheffield 
Conference, the Report of the Symposium on Smokeless Open- Grate 
Fuels, the Memorandum on Housing, the paper presented by the 
late Sir Frank Baines in July, 1933, a separate reprint of the paper 
read by Mrs. Millicent Jast at the Sheffield Conference, and a 
small leaflet, What Comes First 1n the Home ? 

The revenue from the sale of literature is not considerable 
owing to the low price of the separate publications, and it is only 
rarely that a profit is made on any publication. This, however, 
is a secondary consideration, for it is by the distribution of literature 
that the case for smoke prevention can be most widely disseminated. 
There is now a steady demand for publications, often from new and 
unknown correspondents, and quantities are sometimes purchased 
by local authorities and Regional committees for distribution among 
their members. : 


Lectures and Exhibitions. 

A number of meetings have been addressed during the year on 
behalf of the Society, including addresses to the Rotary Clubs 
of Halifax and Royton, and the Electrical Association for Women 
in Liverpool, Halifax, and Stoke-on-Trent. The Society has had 
stands at Health Exhibitions at Cardiff and Nuneaton, at the 
““Domesticities’”’ Exhibition in Manchester, and has loaned material 
for use at exhibitions at Wallington and Wrexham. 


Offices. 


For some time inconvenience has been felt owing to the two 
rooms of the Manchester office being on different floors and to an 
exhibits and publications store-room being a considerable distance 
away. The offices have accordingly now been transferred, at no 
greater expense, to No. 36 King Street, where three rooms have 
been taken, being used as private and general offices, and a store 
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ot workroom. Members and representatives are cordially invited 
to call at the offices when in Manchester. 


Financial Position. 


A comparison of the statement of accounts with that of the 
previous year will show that the financial position is substantially 
the same. Included in last year’s income was a special donation of 
£100 which does not, of course, occur again. <A life membership 
subscription in the current accounts will also not be repeated. 
A stationary income, although greatly improved over those of a 
few years ago, is not entirely satisfactory, for it is only one stage 
removed from a decline, and it must be borne in mind that an 
income of at least twice the present figure could be most profitably 
utilized even on the basis of our existing organization. A greatly 
increased number of free and more attractive publications, a more 
striking collection of exhibits and participation in a greater number 
of exhibitions, the preparation and showing of ‘films, pictorial 
posters, the use of show windows in different towns for monthly 
displays—all these and many other activities are possible given only 
the necessary financial support. With the ending of “‘crisis’’ 
economy it is hoped that it will be possible, during the coming year, 
to make a fresh appeal for subscriptions and donations. Present 
members are gratefully thanked for their continued support, which 
it is hoped. will be found possible to be continued. 


Obituary. 


It is with deep regret we record the deaths, during the year, of 
Sir Frank Baines, Mr. Randolph A. Glen, and Captain J. Bell- 
White. Sir Frank Baines was elected Vice-President of the Society 
only at the Sheffield Conference in September last, following the 
paper he read at the meeting in July. Mr. Randolph Glen and 
Captain J. Bell-White were members of the Council and had been 
members of the Coal Smoke Abatement Society for many years. 
Mr. Glen had occupied the new position of Standing Counsel to the 
Society for a few months only before his death, and his last public 
work, which he completed on his sick bed, was the writing, for the 
Society, of a new Treatise on the English Law Relating to the Emis- 
sion of Smoke and Noxious Fumes. It had not been possible to 
obtain the manuscript for some time, but it has now been received 
and will shortly be published.

1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(2) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(0) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(d) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(6) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(d) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 


paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subsciiption of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 
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4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :-— 


(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
abatement and fuel economy as far as the circum- 
stances of the Society will permit. 


(6) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 


(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting of the Society. The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other pete at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. | 
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9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local © 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


- 13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 
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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended June 30th, 1935 


General Review.— The year under review has been the most satis- 
factory on record, and more clearly than ever is it to be seen that 
real progress is being made and that the movement is advancing 
at an accelerating rate. It is difficult for those actively concerned 
to obtain an objective view of the state of public opinion, but 
the actuality of the change that is taking place is indicated in a 
significant paragraph in the recently published Annual Report on 
Alkali, etc., Works, presented to the Minister of Health by the 
Chief Inspector : 


“There is no doubt that the public is more concerned than 
ever about air cleanliness, both as regards pollution by 
smoke and by dust as well as by offensive gases. Local 
authorities, too, are becoming more interested and have 
frequently appealed to the Minister for advice and assistance 
in dealing with difficult problems.”’ 


We feel that we may justly claim that this is largely due to 
the years of persistent effort by the Society, its forerunners, and the 
Regional Committees. 

Public and Press discussion largely centres upon the use of 
smokeless methods in the home, and much interest has been 
aroused by the smokeless housing estates that are now beginning 
to appear. While the use of electricity and gas continues quietly 
to expand, the open fire, which in the present state of opinion 
could not be abolished even if it were desirable to do so, arouses 
much interest, and may be said to have entered, although it has 
a long way to go, upon the road to reform. The high qualities of 
low temperature carbonization and other free-burning fuels, and 
the efficiency and convenience of the several makes of coke-burning 
grates, are responsible for the gradually growing understanding 
that smoke and open fire need not be inseperable. 

That this view is becoming more general is confirmed by the 
desire of those concerned with the domestic sale of raw coal to 
discover and develop a smokeless open coal fire. The statement 
that smoke is a bad advertisement for coal is an admission that 
the public are becoming conscious of the smoke evil and that when 
conscious of it, they will demand its abolition. 

The National Smoke Abatement Society naturally welcomes 
the decision to institute research for a smokeless coal fire, and will 
as willingly advocate the use of such a fire as of any other smokeless 
method. The difficulties that we have yet to overcome in abolishing 
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domestic smoke are so enormous that there is ample scope for every 
possible ally. Further, we would welcome the development of a 
smokeless coal fire if only to secure the interest, instead of the 
antagonism, of certain sections of the coal industry which actively 
oppose smoke abatement because it means the sale and use of coal in 
forms other than the traditional. 

That such opposition should be developing is yet another sign 
of the growing importance of the movement, and although the 
interest and discussion it creates assists rather than injures our cause, 
its existence must be deplored from the point of view of the future 
development and prosperity of the coal industry. 

A report of considerable importance, not only in itself, but 
in the precedent it is hoped it has established, is that of a special 
Committee appointed by the Manchester City Council, which was 
instructed to inquire into “the desirability and practicability of 
making available to the public smokeless fuels, including gas and 
electricity, at such cost (not including a charge upon the rates) 
in relation to raw coal as will permit their use in preference to coal, 
and thus make a definite contribution to a cleaner atmosphere.’ 

The recommendations of the Committee, which are quoted 
in full, together with extracts from the Report, in the August, 1935 
issue of the Society’s Journal, are for the use of coke in fifty 
Corporation houses for a trial period of twelve months, the testing 
for a similar period of various smokeless fuels in the Town Hall 
and the consideration by the Gas Committee of the installation 
of a low temperature carbonization plant. The Committee also 
appeals to the public to experiment with smokeless fuels. 


Glasgow Conference. 


By invitation of the Corporation, the sixth Annual Conference 
was held in Glasgow in co-operation with the Scottish Branch, 
on September 27th, 28th and 29th, 1934. It was the best attended 
of the series, there being 195 members, delegates, and visitors. 
The papers read, which were subsequently printed and circulated 
in the Proceedings, were: ‘““The Measurement of Atmospheric 
Pollution,” by "Dr. JS. Owens; The. ititect of <Simeke aon 
Visibility and Aviation,” by Mr. Oliver Cochran; ‘‘The Effect of a 
Smoke-laden Atmosphere upon Horticulture,’ by Mr. Wm. D. 
Besant; “‘Nature is Beautiful,’’ by Bailie W. Brownhill Smith ; 
and “‘Slum Clearance and the Smoke Problem,” by Dr. J. Johnstone 
seus: 

The Society was honoured by a reception and dance given 
by the Lord Provost of Glasgow, and was entertained on the 
saturday afternoon by the Glasgow Waterworks Committee to a 
tour to Loch Katrine and the Trossachs. Resolutions passed 
at the Conference are given below. 


Le 


Resolution on Grit Emission. 


The following Resolution was adopted by the Conference : 

“THAT this Conference of the National Smoke Abatement 
Society recommends that the Government set up a 
Committee to investigate and report upon measures to be 
employed to abate nuisances arising from the use of 
pulverized fuel, and that special consideration be given 
to the abatement of nuisances arising in connection with 
generating stations or other statutory undertakings.” 

“THAT all Local Authorities be circulated asking them to 
pass a. resolution on similar lines and that such resolutions 
be sent to the Minister of Health and their respective 
Members of Parliament.”’ 

In accordance with the terms of the Resolution copies were 
sent to the Minister of Health and to all local authorities, excepting 
Rural Districts, in England,’ Wales, and Scotland. Intimations 
were received from 124 authorities that the Resolution had been 
considered. In 30 cases it was decided to take no action; and in 
91 cases the Resolution was supported and similar resolutions 
forwarded to the Minister of Health. 

The reply of the Minister of Health, both to the society and 
the supporting local authorities, was that the ground had been 
covered by the Report to the Electricity Commissioners, published 
in 1932, on ““The Measures which have been taken in this Country 
and in others to Obviate the Emission of Soot, Ash, Grit, and 
Gritty Particles from the Chimneys of Electric Power Stations.” 

This reply was considered at a meeting of the Council held 
on May 30th., when it was resolved to send a further communication 
to the Minister, pointing out that the Report mentioned was of 
value where new Power Stations were concerned, but did not solve 
the problem of existing stations, nor of grit and dust nuisances 
that may arise from other types of steam-raising plant. The following 
suggestion was made in this letter: 

“Your Ministry has Inspectors under the Alkali Acts, who 
visit works and advise and insist upon certain requirements, 
and a Local Authority can obtain advice and assistance 
in helping them with such problems. 

The Council considers that similar procedure, advice, and 
assistance should be available to any Local Authority 
faced with this grit problem, and on request your 
Ministry’s Inspector should have the power to investigate 
and recommend what measures should be taken to 
overcome. the nuisance, This. expert :techmical, advice 
and recommendation would be the Local Authority’s 
ground in enforcing any legal action.” 
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Housing Resolution. 
The following Resolution was also adopted by the Conference : 


“THAT this Conference views with grave concern the slow 

progress made towards the solution of the domestic smoke 

_ problem, and urges the Government, in any new housing 

legislation to insist, as a condition of subsidy, that the 

heating arrangements in all houses to be erected under 

legislation, shall be of such a deston as will obviate 
atmospheric polJution.”’ 


This resolution was also circulated to Local Authorities 
throughout the country, and was supported by thirty-nine. 


1935 and 1936 Conferences. 


An invitation was received from the Corporation of Bristol 
to hold the 1985 Annual Conference in that City. The invitation 
was gratefully accepted by the Executive Committee. An invitation 
to hold the 1986 Conference in Leeds, has also been received and 
accepted. 


Smoke and Aviation Conference. 


In view of the importance of this aspect of the subject and 
because of the interest aroused by Mr. Oliver Cochran’s paper at 
the Glasgow Conference, it was agreed to hold in London, after 
the customary Council Meeting, a special conference on ‘‘Smoke 
and Aviation.”’ This was held on May 30th, and was addressed 
by the following speakers : 


Mr. C. S. Durst, B.A., Assistant Superintendent, Meteorological 
Office of the Air Ministry on “Smoke and Visibility.”’ 


Mr. William Courtenay, on “The Effects of Smoke upon 
Flying Conditions.” 

Mr. Alan Goodfellow, on ‘ The Effects of Smoke upon Flying 
in the North,” and 


Captain Altred: Gs Buckham. PF. RoP3S35 on “Visibility and 
Smoke in Relation to Aerial Photography.” 


The meeting, held in the Caxton Hall, Westminster, was only 
moderately attended, but the subsequent Press reports and 
editorial comments were extremely satisfactory and indicated the 
extent to which smoke is recognized to be a hindrance and danger 
to airmen. 

The remarkable collection of aerial photographs exhibited 
by Captain Buckham has been purchased, as suggested at the 
méeting, by --the Society ior use im ~exhibition «work and “tor 
reproduction. 
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Examinations for Boiler House Employees. 


The City and Guilds of London Institute has accepted the 
recommendations of its Exploratory Committee, upon which the 
Society was represented, and has set up a scheme of examinations, 
and issued a syllabus, on this subject. The Society, with other 
smoke abatement organizations, is represented upon the Advisory 
Committee concerned. 


Posters. 


As stated in the last Annual Report, the Society has prepared 
a set of pictorial posters for use in the scheme organized by the 
Central Council for Health Education and local authorities. We 
were allocated a month’s display in December, and the posters 
appeared on about 300 boards throughout the country. A further 
20 sets were exhibited at the same time, at the Society’s expense, 
on similar sites belonging to the London and North Eastern 
Railway Company. A further display will be made in December 
next. 


Publications. 


The Journal, which is now in its sixth year, continues to 
be published in conjunction with the Service Guild, Limited. As _ 
will have been noted, there has recently been a change of cover, 
a different photograph appearing with each issue. The change 
has been favourably received. The number of copies circulated 
each quarter has been increased. Copies of the Journal, it may be 
mentioned, are sent to public libraries throughout the country 
and to a number of libraries abroad. 

Other publications include the Glasgow Conference Proceedings, 
the special appeal pamphlets, the booklet The Smokeless Home, 
and Smoke and Aviation, the report of the conference on this 
subject. Most important of all, perhaps, Mr. Randolph A. Glen’s 
The English Law Relating to Smoke and Noxious Fumes was 
issued. This, it may be recalled, was written during Mr. Glen’s 
unhappily fatal illness. It has been excellently reviewed, and so far 
about 500 copies have been sold. A small but steady sale seems 
likely for a long time to come, as it is the only handy precis of the 
legal side of the smoke question in print to-day. 


Lectures and Exhibitions. 


Many meetings have been addressed during the year on behalt 
of the Society, including addresses to the Merseyside and South- 
West Lancashire and the Northumberland and Durham Regional 
Smoke Abatement Committees, branches of the Electrical 
Association for Women at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Bradford, 
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Wrexham, and Rugby, the Sale Rotary Club, and. meetings at 
Manchester, Salford, Oldham, Middleton, etc. 

The Society, as an affiliated health association of the Central 
Council. for Health Education, has participated in Health 
Exhibitions at Walthamstow, Leeds, Gloucester, London, and 
Liverpool. The last two were held in Messrs. Selfridge’s Stores 
in those cities. Material has also been loaned for other 
exhibitions. 


Financial Position. 


It will be seen from the statement of accounts that ,the 
income during the year, apart from receipts for posters and pub- 
lications, is ‘a- little higher than -for the previous ‘year, there 
being a net increase of £64. The income, while fortunately 
not diminishing, does not rise to a level which will give adequate 
scope for the innumerable opportunities that are available, in 
spite of the fact that continued efforts are made to obtain new 
support. 

At the present time a new appeal for financial support is being 
made to the principal local authorities which are not affiliated to 
the Society. This is being done much more thoroughly than in the 
past, and copies of special appeal pamphlets are being sent to each 
member of the Council, of the authorities selected. Thus, even if 
the direct financial result is not what is hoped for, the propaganda 
value of the appeal will be considerable. 

A further attempt to obtain new subscriptions through a 
representative in London was made during the year, but unlike the 
similar work carried out a few years ago, was not successful. 

Because of these appeals, and because of the unusually large 
cost of printing during the year, expenditure has been greater 
than usual, with the result that expenditure has exceeded income 
and the credit balance at the bank is reduced. Thus, unless 
further income can be secured, it will be necessary, during the 
forthcoming year, slightly to diminish the amount of propaganda 
activity. 

Although it is customary at the Annual General Meeting to 
pass a resolution of thanks.to the Society’s Hon. Auditors, Messrs. 
Abbott and Son, for their valuable services, we feel that an 
opportunity should be taken in the printed report of expressing 
our grateful appreciation to them for a very practical way of assisting 


. our work. 


Obituary. 


We regret to record the deaths, during the year, of two valued 
members, Dame Sarah Lees and Professor J. B. Cohen. Dame 
Sarah Lees was well-known in South-east Lancashire, and especially 
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in her native town of Oldham, of which she was a Mayor and the 
first Freeman. Her long and active life was devoted to many good 
causes, of which smoke abatement was not the least important. 

Professor Cohen,.a Vice-President, will be remembered for 
his enthusiasm for a cleaner atmosphere and for the scientific 
investigations he undertook at Leeds to demonstrate the extent 
of the harmful effects of smoke. His book “Smoke, ’’written in 
collaboration with Dr. A. G. Ruston, remains one of the most 
informative of text-books on the subject.

CONST ITUTION= "OF “THE “SOCIETY. 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(6) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(2) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(b) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(2) Affilhated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 


paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subsciiption of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Memkers.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society.

4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :— 

(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
abatement and fuel economy as far as the circum- 
stances of the Society will permit. 

(b) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 

(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting of the Society. The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.— The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings.

9, ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10.. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and-of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 
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SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended June 30th, 1936 


General Review.—The increasing general interest in the state of 
the atmosphere, noted in the last report, continues to be maintained, 
and it is now difficult to imagine any return to the apathy that was 
prevalent up to a few years ago. The question, though, is still a 
long way from receiving the attention it demands. 


In addition to. the Society, the Regional Committees and the 
Committee for the Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research create, by their 
activities and reports, considerable public interest. A _ further 
feature of note is the greater attention given to the subject generally 
in the Annual Reports of Medical Officers of Health and Sanitary 
Inspectors. Such references are usually fully reported and discussed 
in the local press. 


Among the many meetings held during the year on smoke 
abatement and related subjects may be mentioned the Presidential 
Address, on 13th. December, 1935, to the Junior Institution of 
Engineers by Sir Frank E. Smith, Director of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, with the title “Coal, Power and 
Smoke.’’ An important cenference of the Faraday Society was 
held in April, in Leeds on “Disperse Systems in Gases, Dust, Smoke 
and Fog,’ at which 33 papers were read. A widely reported paper 
on the health aspects of the problem was read by Lt. Col. John 
du F. Langrishe, of the Usher Institute, University of Edinburgh, 
to a meeting of the Society of Chemical Industry at Edinburgh on 
October 8th, and Dr. H. A. Des Voeux addressed the Annual 
Conference of the Association of Technical Institutions at Bath at 
the end of June. 


Bristol Conference. 


The seventh Annual Conference of the Society was held at 
Bristol on September 19th, 20th, and 21st, 1935, by invitation. of 
the Corporation of that city. The papers read, and subsequently 
published in the Proceedings were: “The Sources of Atmospheric 
Pollution,” by Dr. R. Lessing ; “Smokeless Equipment in Housing 
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Schemes,” in which the speakers were Geo. S. Francis (Electrical), 
G. L. Jennings (Gas), and John W. Beaumont (Solid Fuels) ; “The 
Smoke Problem and the Countryside, by Dr. A. G. Ruston; and 
“Dust and Grit Emission from a Sanitary Inspectors’ Viewpoint” 
by L. A. Dibbiin: 

The Conference opened with an enjoyable Reception by the 
Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Bristol (Alderman and Mrs. 
H. J. Maggs) in the Council House. On the afternoon of the Saturday, 
following the Annual General Meeting, the members of the Con- 
ference, through the hospitality of the Bristol Water Company, — 
visited the Cheddar Gorge and were there entertained to tea. 
The imposing new showrooms of the Bristol Gas Company were 
visited on the Sunday morning, after which a visit was made to the 
all-electric house built and equipped by the Electrical Association 
for Women. 

The Conference was attended by 116 members and delegates. — 
Once again the notice given in the Press to the event was most 
gratifying ; a total of 336 cuttings being received. A noteworthy 
feature of this publicity was that thirty leading articles, favourably 
commenting upon the Society and its activities, appeared in the 
daily newspapers at the time. 


Conference Resolutions. ~ 


The following resolutions were adopted by the Conference at 
Bristol : 


(1) “THAT this Annual General Meeting of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society congratulates the Manchester 
City Council upon its action in appointing, and in approving 
the report and recommendations of, a special sub-committee 
to consider the desirability and practicability of increasing 
the use of smokeless fuels (including gas and electricity) and 
urges all other local authorities to appoint committees of 
their own councils with similar terms of reference.”’ 


(2) “THAT this Conference of the National Smoke Abatement 

Society is of opinion that the time has now arrived when 
serious consideration should be given to the desirability of 
qualified exemption enjoyed by certain industries under the 
Public Health (Smoke Abatement) Act, 1926, being with- 
drawn. 
We request the Executive Committee to collect and correlate 
information from local authorities on this subject with the 
object of making representations to the Government that 
in the best interests of the community such exemptions 
should be withdrawn.”’ 
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The first resolution was sent to the principal local authorities 
in the country, and is known to have created considerable discussion, 
although special committees on the same lines were set up im- 
mediately by only three authorities, Bury, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
and Edinburgh. In other cases the subject was referred to the 
attention of appropriate existing committees. 

A questionnaire bearing on the second resolution was sent to 
the Medical Officer of Health of authorities which are concerned 
with the industries listed in the “‘exemptions clause,’ Asa result, 
a useful amount of information was obtained from the 51 replies 
received, which, on analysis, showed that in many cases the Medical 
Officer was of the opinion that the clause could be withdrawn, 
and in the majority of cases, that there were ample reasonable 
grounds for asking the Minister of Health to review the position. 
A letter quoting the resolution and embodying the information 
received was accordingly sent to the Minister with the request that . 
the desirability of withdrawing the exemptions be considered. 
It is not known what action has followed this request. 


Seience Museum Exhibition. 


A proposal trom the Society that a smoke abatement exhibition 
should be organized and held at the Science Museum, South Ken- 
sington, was favourably received by the Director and Council of 
the Museum, and as a result, arrangements were made to hold the 
exhibition during the month of October, 1936. 

A special exhibition committee, with full powers to act, was 
set up by the Executive Committee, and this in turn set up two 
sub-committees, namely a Technical Advisory Committee to be 
concerned with the arrangements for the exhibition, and an Editorial! 
Committee to prepare the Exhibition Handbook and Catalogue. 
It was realized that it would neither be possible nor desirable te 
invite the participation of individual firms, but the co-operation of 
the following representative Government Departments and rep- 
resentative associations was sought and readily given: the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, the Fuel Research 
Board, the British Electrical Development Association, the British 
Gas Federation, the Coal Utilisation Council, the Low Temperature 
Coal Distillers’ Association of Great Britain, the Monmouthshire 
and South Wales Coal Owners’ Association, the London and Coun- 
ties Coke Association, the British Oil Burner Manufacturers’ 
Association. 

A representative from each of these associations was elected 
to the Technical Advisory Committee and a gratifying amount of 
assistance was rendered by other Government departments and other 
associations and individuals, including the Building Research Board, 
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the Chemical Research Board, the Meteorological Office of the Air 
Ministry, the Office of Works, and the Royal Parks. Exhibition 
material was also promised from the British Leather Manufacturers’ 
Research Association, the Manchester Literary and Philosophical 
Society, the Manchester Public Health Department, Arthur: R. 
Warnes, Esq., Messrs. Frank Partridge, Dr. R. Lessing, and others. 

The exhibition itself does not come into the period covered 
by this report, but the progress made indicates the probability of 
a most successful event. 


Annual Conference, 1936. 

As stated in the last report, an invitation was accepted to hold 
the 1936 conference in Leeds. The possibility of the exhibition 
at the Science Museum made it unfortunately necessary to ask 
the Health Committee of the Leeds City Council, through Dr. J. 
Johnstone Jervis, if they could see their way to postpone the visit 
until 1937 in order that the 19386 Conference could be held in London 
in conjunction with the exhibition. This they kindly agreed to 
do, and our grateful thanks to them for enabling the present 
arrangements to be made must be recorded. It is hoped that the 
stimulus given by the South Kensington events will be reflected 
in a successful meeting at Leeds in 1937. 


Birmingham Couneil Meeting. 

A meeting of the Council of the Society was held on April 
2nd, 1936, in the Council House, Birmingham, and was attended 
by 35 members. After the formal business, a paper was read by 
Mr. F. Forrest, Chief Engineer and Manager to the City of Birmingt 
ham Electricity Committee, describing the electrostatic dus- 
precipitation plants at the Hams Hall and Nechells Power Stations. 
In the afternoon, by invitation of the Department, a visit was paid 
to the stations to inspect the plants. Mr. Forrest’s paper is printed 
in full in the August, 1936, issue of the Journal. 


Photographie Competition. 

With a view to obtaining photographs suitable for exhibition 
and reproduction purposes a photographic competition was in- 
stituted during the year, the judges being Lady Snowden, James 
Shaw, Esq., F.R.P.S., and Alderman Will Melland. A satisfactory 
number of entries of high quality were obtained, and the first 
prizé of £10 swas awarded to A. “Green, Esq. Ask Po f0rsa 
photograph entitled “A Tilery.”” This was reproduced on the cover 
of the January, 1936, issue of the Journal. Six other prizes were 
also awarded and a number of prints were purchased. 

The winning and other entries were exhibited, by permission, 
in the rooms of the Manchester Amateur Photographic Society 
during January. 
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Smokeless Equipment in New Housing Estates. 


Following suggestions made at the Bristol Conference, the 
Executive Committee appointed a special sub-committee to con- 
sider available methods for equipping new houses and flats to 
ensure smokelessness, with a view to preparing a report that would 
be of value to housing authorities. It was later agreed that it would 
be of value first to obtain full information of what is already being 
done by housing authorities, and therefore a questionnaire on the 
subject was drawn up by the sub-committee and was sent to 311 
housing directors of local authorities, and to 286 private housing 
societies. A good proportion of completed replies have been received 
and it is hoped to issue a report before the end of the present year. 


Manchester Shop Exhibition. 


In conjunction with the Manchester, Salford and District 
Branch of the Society a successful exhibition was held in a shop in 
Manchester during December, 1935. The shop was lent, free of 
charge, by the Corporation of Manchester, and the co-operation 
of the Gas and Electricity Departments was kindly given. The 
shop was visited by a large number of people, and a far larger number 
inspected the windows in which exhibits were displayed. It is 
hoped to organize similar exhibitions in other towns as circumstances 
permit. 3 


Publications. 


The Journal continues to be published as before, and the 
Proceedings of the Bristol Conference were published. Two new 
publications are being prepared for use at the Exhibition, namely, 
an Outline Chart of the Effects of Smoke, and The Case Against 
Smoke: The Evidence of Authorities. The latter, to be sold at 
threepence, should be of considerable value to all who at any time 
have to write or speak upon the subject. It consists of extracts, 
appropriately arranged, from authoritative speakers and official 
reports, which taken together make a strong statement of the case 
against the smoke nuisance. 


Lectures and Exhibitions. 


A number of lectures have been given during the year in various 
parts of the country. Included in these was the address at Bath 
by Dr. Des Voeux, mentioned earlier, and an address by the Sec- 
retary to the Northumberland and Durham Regional Smoke 
Abatement Committee. A number of meetings have also been 
addressed by other members and friends of the Society. 

The Society has participated during the year in Health Ex- 
hibition at York, Southampton, Rochdale and Edmonton.

The Appeal to Local Authorities. 


As mentioned in the last Annual Report, a new appeal was then 
being made to the principal local authorities not already affiliated 
to the Society. The appeal has been continued during the present 
year, and so far has resulted in the affiliation of 42 new authorities, 
making the total number now affiliated, 105. This is still a 
relatively small number, but includes nearly all the larger towns 
and cities and others seriously affected by smoke. It is interesting 
to note that the combined population of the affiliated authorities 
is over 13,500,000 or more than one-third the total population of 
England and Wales. 


Obituary. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. R. Morton Rowe, for many 
years a member of the Society’s Executive Committee, who was 
well-known to all who were concerned with smoke abatement. 
Mr. Rowe’s record for practical and valuable work on behalf of 
the movement will not easily be surpassed. First as Chief Smoke 
Inspector to the City of Manchester Health Department, and 
then as a special officer for smoke abatement, he did a great deal 
of patient and onerous work, much of it pioneer work, on both the 
administrative and investigation sides, and was an invaluable 
member both of the Society's committees and the Manchester and 
District Regional Committee, upon which he continued to sit even, 
after his retirement a few years ago. Mr. Rowe was responsible for 
the many investigations on the pollution of the atmosphere carried 
out in the Manchester area, and was also in charge of the well- 
known measurement of sunlight in Manchester and at Timperley, 
where he took observations from his home. 

Those who remember his kindly and stimulating personality 
and his ardent enthusiasm for a cause in which he had made him- 
self a leading exponent, will join in our expression of regret and of 
sympathy to his relatives. 


Finance. 


Examination of the statement of accounts given at the end of 

_ this report will show that the financial position continues to be 
satisfactory in so far as the present level of income, and therefore 
of activity, is concerned. During the previous year, it will be noted, 
expenditure exceeded income, but this year the position has been 
reversed. This has been effected by a reduction in: expenditure 
rather than by any considerable increase in receipts. During the 
year, to prevent an overdraft on the current account, it was necessary 
to transfer {75 from the invested funds, and this sum, it should be 
noted is included in the amount shown of cash in bank and in hand. 


& 
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Thus while the Society’s position is relatively secure, it remains 
so only by a limitation of expenditure. Salaries, rent, and other 
overhead charges, though kept as low as possible, must remain 
fairly constant, and the lack of higher income directly restricts the 
amount of propaganda and other useful work that can be under- 
taken. With double the income, three or four times the amount of 
work could be undertaken, and because of this we appeal to all 
members not only to maintain their own contributions, but to help, 
as far as they can, in securing fresh support. |

CONSTITUTION Ot ia tet te 


1. NAME.—tThe Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
| air pollution. 


(6) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use ot. smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(d) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(6) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(d) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall. constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the “Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 


4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—tThe privileges of 
membership shall include :— | 


(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
abatement and fuel economy as far as the circum- 
stances of the Society will permit. 

Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 
The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each. Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

' The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at ee 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The  Exccutive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting of the Society. The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—tThe Officers of the Society shall be piesa 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 
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9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 

10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 

11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 

12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature, shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting.

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EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended 30th June, 1937. 





General Review.—The most important event to be recorded in 
the present Report is the Smoke Abatement Exhibition held at 
the Science Museum, South Kensington, in October, 1936. This, 
and the conference which was arranged in conjunction with it, 
are dealt with more fully below. These events, together with the 
transfer of its offices from Manchester to London have been the 
Society's principal concerns during the year under review, but 
progress has been made and interest aroused in the subject in many 
other ways. 


The Report of the Commissioner for Special Areas, presented 
to Parliament and dated 27th October, 1936, in considering the 
situation in South Wales, stressed very stongly the desirability 
smoke abatement, and stated that a greater use of the natural 
smokeless fuel which can be obtained in South Wales “would not 
only be of considerable value in providing employment in the 
mining areas of South Wales, but would also have the advantage 
of making a real contribution to smoke abatement.” 
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“Increasing pressure,’ continued the Commissioner, “‘is being 
brought to bear upon manufacturers who have to comply with 
the requirements tmposed under the Public Health Acts to reduce 
the emission of smoke and dust, and plant has often to be installed 
which involves a considerable capital outlay. Is there not a case 
in the interests of the public for insisting on a similar abatement 
of smoke from open hearths which causes so much damage and 
is deleterious to health? J recommend that a start should be 
made by insisting that all houses over an agreed rateable value 
should not use in open hearths anything except Welsh or other 
smokeless coal or fuel.”’ 


Not unconnected with this was an announcement made in 
the House of Commons by Mr. Ernest Brown, Minister of Labour. 
Arrangements had been made, he said, between the Government, 
the trustees of the Nuffield Trust, and Low Temperature Carbonisa- 
tion, Ltd., for the erection of a large “‘Coalite’’ works in South 
Wales. Mention should be made also of the large new carbonisa- 
tion plant opened during the year at Bolsover, Derbyshire, for the 
manufacture of “‘Coalite.”’ 


On the administrative side a feature of considerable interest 
is the direct attention on matters of smoke abatement now being 
given by the Inspectors of Alkali, etc., Works. The recent annual 
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teport of the Chief Inspector states that the inspectors are now 
directly in touch with smoke abatement matters and it has been 
arranged that they should advise the Minister of Health on develop- 
ments. A conference was held in October last between the Alkali 
Inspectors and representatives of Regional Committees, at which 
a number of questions, which are mentioned in the report, were 
fully discussed. 


The Regional Committees continue their activities, and several 
have passed resolutions similar to that adopted by the Society at 
the Bristol Conference (1935), urging the Minister of Health to 
give consideration to the desirability of the qualified exemption 
enjoyed by certain industries under the Public Health (Smoke 
Abatement) Act, 1926, being now withdrawn. The problem of 
nuisance from burning pit heaps has received further attention by 
some of the Committees, and the Manchester and District Regional 
Committee is continuing its work in preparation for the formation 
of a South-East Lancashire Joint Board in place of the present 
advisory committee. 


The Atmosphere. 


It will be appropriate, in these annual reports, to refer briefly 
to the state of the atmosphere, as shown by the reports on the 
Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution, and possibly by other 
means. The report of the Investigation for the year ended March, 
1936 (H.M. Stationery Office, 6/- net), will be reviewed in full in 
the August, 1937, issue of the Society’s Journal, but mention may 
be made of the statement that an examination of the figures now 
available, in some cases going back as far as 1915, indicate good 
ground for belief that the smoke abatement movement has had a 
real effect. ‘It may be concluded,” states the report, “that on 
the whole there has been a definite reduction in the EXtenL OF 
pollution in Britain during the past twenty years.” In London 
the percentage of winter sunshine compared with that at Kew 
has risen from 20 to 55 since 1881, a very marked improvement. 


‘Some striking observations on the heavy fogs which occured, 
chiefly in the north and midlands, between 19th and 28th, November 
1936, are recorded in the Journal for February, 1937. Respiratory 
diseases in the four cities of Manchester, Leeds, Liverpool, and 
Salford showed a rise from 61 during the week before the fog to 
116 during the final week. 


The Science Museum Exhibition. 


As mentioned in the last annual report, the Society had sug- 
gested to the Director and Council of the Science Museum, South 
Kensington, that a special smoke abatement exhibition should be 
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organized. This was agreed to and arrangements were made for 
the Exhibition to be held during the month of October, 1936. 


The Exhibition was. organized by the Society, the Museum 
authorities, and a number of co-operating associations and Govern- 
ment departments, and a considerable amount of material was 
either prepared or obtained on loan. The exhibits were divided 
into three main sections: (1) smoke and its effects: (2) the 
measurement of smoke and pollution ; and (8) methods for the 
abatement of smoke. The number of exhibits, as catalogued, was 
109. A Handbook and Guide was published, and contained not 
only a detailed list of exhibits but a number of articles, specially 
written by authorities for the occasion, on the most important 
aspects of the problem. Also included were several communications 
from abroad on “‘What other Countries are Doing.” 


The Exhibition was opened on Ist October by the Minister 
of Health, Sir Kingsley Wood, and remained open until 31st October. 
It was estimated that it was visited by 35,600 people. 


The responsibility for the arrangements was primarily with 
the Society, but it would have been impossible to have arranged 
it without the close co-operation of the Museum officers, and in 
particular Dr. F. A. B. Ward. The sectional exhibits were largely 
prepared and installed by the following departments and associations 
whose ready co-operation was very much appreciated :—The 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, the Fuel Research 
Station, the British Electrical Development Association, the British 
Gas Federation, the Coal Utilisation Council, the Low Temperature 
Coal Distillers’ Association of Great Britain, the British Oil Burners 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Monmouthshire and South Wales 
Coal Owners’ Association, and the London and Counties Coke 
Association. Other bodies and individuals to whom our thanks 
are due for the loan of exhibits includes:—the Building Research 
Board, the Chemical Research Board, the Meteoroligical Office of 
the Air Ministry, the Office of Works, the Royal Parks, the British 
Leather Manufacturers’ Research Association, the Manchester 
Literary and Philosophical Society, the Manchester Public Health 
Department, Messrs. Frank Partridge, Arthur R. Warnes, Esq., 
Dr. R. Lessing, and Dr. J. R. Ashworth. 


The Annual Conference. 


In view of the importance of the occasion, the 1936 Annual 
Conference, which was held by courtesy of the Director at the 
Science Museum during the course of the Exhibition, was made 
more representative and longer than usual. It was opened on the 
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morning of Wednesday, 14th October, by Captain Harry Crookshank 
M.P., Secretary for Mines, and ended on the following Saturday 
morning with the Annual General Meeting.

Wednesday morning (Chairman, Dr. H. A. Des Voeux): “A 
Review of Methods for the Prevention of Grit and Dust Emission, 
Especially from Pulverised Fuel Furnaces,” by A. T. Barber, and 
T. F. Hurley of the Fuel Research Station. 


Wednesday afternoon (Chairman, Dr. R. Lessing): ‘“ Modern 
Methods of dealing with Smoke Prevention Problems in the Iron 
and Steel Industry,” by H. C. Armstrong, and “The Problems of 
Smoke Emission in the Clay Industries,’’ by E. Rowden and A. T. 
Green, of the British Refractories Research Association. 


Thursday morning (Chairman: Sir Francis Fremantle, M.P.) : 
“The Solution of the Domestic Smoke Problem,” by Dr. Margaret 
Fishenden, and “Through a Glass Darkly,” by Noel Carrington. 


Thursday afternoon (Chairman, Sir Richard Gregory, Bart., 
F.R.S.): “The Effects of Atmospheric Pollution on Vegetation,’ 
by Dr. C. R. Metcalfe and Sir Arthur W. Hill, F.R.S., of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Kew, and “Developments in the Investigation 
of Atmospheric Pollution,’ by Dr. J. S. Owens. 


Friday morning (Chairman, Sir George Newman): “Atmos- 
pheric Pollution in Relation to Tuberculosis,” by Sir Pendrill 
Varrier-Jones.

Friday afternoon (Chairman, Professor Sir John Robertson) :

The number of members and delegates attending the con- 
ference was 240, and the discussions after the papers were generally 
of. a high order, . The report. of .the. conference,” entitled Jf 
Proceedings was subsequently published and sold at 2/- per copy 
(4to., 116 pages). In view of the scope and number of the papers 
it constitutes one of the most valuable and up-to-date smoke 
abatement publications available. 


Presentation to Dr. H. A. Des Voeux. 


It was considered that the exhibition and. conference at the 
Science Museum were events sufficiently outstanding to provide 
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a suitable opportunity for expressing our regard and appreciation 
of the President, Dr. H. A. Des Voeux, who has been actively 
associated with the movement since 1899—from then until 1929 
as Hon. Treasurer of the Coal Smoke Abatement Society, and since 
1929 as President of the present organization. A subscription list 
was opened and an illuminated address, in book form, together 
with a clock in green onyx, was presented to Dr. Des Voeux at a 
dinner held at the Rembrandt Hotel during the Conference. 


Conference Resolutions. 


The following resolutions were adopted at the Annual General 
Meeting held at the Science Museum, on 17th October, 1936 :— 


(1) This meeting of the National Smoke Abatement Society, 
considering smoke a public nuisance, and being of the opinion that 
it is now practicable to secure the installation of plant and appli- 
ances tor the smokeless combustion of fuels, whether for manu- 
facturing processes, steam-raising, heating or cooking, in all new 
buildings (excluding for the purpose of this resolution, dwelling- 
houses) and in existing buildings where new plant and appliances 
are being installed, resolves : 


(a) That it is desirable that regulations should be drawn up 
to ensure that where public money, whether derived from 
national or local rates, is expended upon, or is used for 
purposes which include the purchase of, plant and appli- 
ances for the combustion of fuels, such plant or appliances 
should be smokeless in operation ; 


(6). - That the Executive Committee be asked to seek the 
co-operation of other organizations likely to be interested 
in this question with a view to the formation of a joint 
committee to draft suggested regulations for this purpose, 
examine the methods by which they can be applied, and 
make appropriate representations to government depart- 
ments, local authorities and other bodies expending or 
advancing public money: and 


(c) That government departments, local authorities and other 
bodies advancing or expending public money should in 
the meantime be urged to take all available steps to 
ensure that in buildings under their control all plant and 
appliances shall be operated smokelessly. 


It is also resolved that the joint committee envisaged above 
in (b) be requested to consider the practicability and desirability 
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of regulations for the prohibition of smoke emission in specified 
central areas or zones of the principal cities. 


(2) That this meeting of the National Smoke Abatement 
Society begs to draw the attention of the Minister of Health and 
of members of Parliament for the areas affected to the serious 
nuisance caused by burning pit heaps or colliery spoil banks ; and 
being of the opinion that, as for example instanced in the last 
published report on Alkali, etc., Works, measures for both the 
abatement and the prevention of such nuisances are practicable, 
expresses the desirability of legislation which will (a) permit the 
abatement of existing nuisances and (b) enable new pit heaps to 
be so controlled that such nuisances will not arise. 


(3) That the Executive Committee be requested to take up 
with the companies concerned the question of the abatement of 
smoke from railways in towns. 


As a result of resolution (1) a Joint Committee on the suggested 
lines is being set up, but a preliminary meeting only has so far 
been held. No. 2 has been duly forwarded to the Minister of 
Health and Members of Parliament concerned. It may be men- 
tioned the subject is again discussed at length in the current Report 
on Alkali, etc., Works. 


The third resolution was considered by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and it was decided in the first place to obtain information 
on the subject from Local Authorities. A letter and number of 
questions was therefore prepared and sent to the Medical Officer 
of Health of the principal authorities likely to be troubled with 
railway smoke. Replies, containing much useful information and 
opinions of interest were received from forty-five authorities, and 
the information was incorporated in a Memorandum which has 
been sent to the four principal companies concerned. The 
Memorandum, being of some length, is not recorded here, but 
will be found in full in the August, 1937, issue of the Journal. 


Housing Questionnaire. 


As stated in the last Report a questionnaire had been drawn 
up for the purpose of obtaining from Housing authorities informa- 
tion on the extent to which smokeless equipment was being used 
in the new housing estates. Replies were received from 131 local 
authorities and from 46 housing societies. A report, prepared by 
Miss M. Fitzgerald, analyzing the replies and giving the conclusions 
that ‘may be derived from them, appeared in the February, oe 
issue of the Journal. 
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Removal to London. 


Considerable attention was given during the year to the proposal 
that the time was now opportune for the Society’s headquarters 
offices to be transferred from Manchester to London. A review 
of the reasons making this move desirable is given in an article 
in the May, 1937, issue ofthe Journal. It was finally agreed that the 
move be made, and accordingly offices were sought for and secured 
at Chandos House, Buckingham Gate, Westminster. The move 
was made on 24th June, 1937. Expenses will be higher than at 
Manchester, but new subscriptions obtained or promised cover the 
estimated increase. 


Physical Fitness. 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee held shortly after 
the Government had announced its plans for a campaign and 
organization for increasing physical fitness, the following resolution 
was passed :— 


“The Executive Committee of the National Smoke Abate- 
ment Society, being largely composed of members actively 
concerned with Public Health generally, welcomes the Govern- 
ment’s scheme for improved physical fitness, but begs to draw 
attention to the fact that no such scheme can be completely 
successful while the majority of the population have to spend 
practically the whole of their lives in air made unhealthy by 
smoke pollution. As clean air and adequate light are primary 
necessities for physical health the Committee urges the Govern- 
ment to increase the effectiveness of its plans by giving closer 
attention to means for improving the condition of the atmos- 
phere of our towns.” 


The resolution was communicated to the Prime Minister, the 
Minister of Health, and the President of the Board of Education. 


The Coronation. 


A topical piece of publicity was secured shortly before the 
Coronation by means of a letter to the Press, urging a “‘civic clean 
up’ of buildings. Not only would this make our towns brighter 
and more colourful for the celebrations, but would be a valuable 
object lesson of the “beauty and brightness lost to us by the 
perpetual pall of smoke which hangs over our populated areas.” 
The letter concluded by appealing for smoke to be reduced 
as much as possible during the month of May. 
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Publications. 


In addition to the quarterly Journal, which continues to be 
successfully published and, as far as can be ascertained, appreciated 
by members and others to whom it is sent, the Society has published 
during the year the Proceedings of the Science Museum Conference 
(2/-); The Case Against Smoke (3d.); and An Outline Chart of 
the Effects of Smoke (gratis). The Case Against Smoke has proved 
to be a most useful reference handbook and an excellent method 
for securing interest in the problem. 


Meetings and Exhibitions. 


Many local meetings have been arranged during the year 
under review, and the Society has participated in Health Exhibi- 
tions at St. Helens, Wrexham, and Wakefield. During the course 
of the Science Museum Exhibition special visits and meetings 
were arranged by the Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Sanitary Inspectors’ Association, and the National Council of 
Women. At the first meeting a paper was read on the subject of 
‘Smokeless Zones,’ by Miss M. Fitzgerald, Mr. Gandy, and Mr. 
Marsh. The last named, now being in London, will be able to take 
meetings in that area, while in the North the Manchester, Salford, 
and District Branch is prepared to make the necessary arrange- 
ments. It is, of course, possible to arrange for speakers for all 
types of meeting in most parts of the country, provided that 
inquiry is made in good time. 


Other Conferences. 


The Society was represented at the conference of the Sanitary 
Inspectors’ Association by Mr. John W. Beaumont, and at the 
Paris Congress of the International Union of Local Authorities, 
at which air pollution was one of the subjects discussed, by Dr. 
J. Johnstone Jervis. 


Manchester Smoke Abatement Exhibition. 


It was hoped that it would be possible to announce that a 
“Smoke Abatement and Fuel Economy Exhibition’”’ would be held 
during the autumn of 1937 at the City Hall, Manchester, on lines 
similar to the exhibition held in 1929. It is probable, however, 
that it will be necessary to postpone the exhibition until the spring 
or autumn of 1938. 
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Obituary. 


We regret to have to record the death of Mrs. Mary Higgs, a 
member of the Council of the Society, at the age of 83 years. Mrs. 
Higgs was well-known to many members of the Society, and will 
be especially remembered for her work in connection with the 
Beautiful Oldham Society, of which she was the founder. Smoke 
abatement was one of the main objects of this Society, which has 
worked hard, under the leadership of Mrs. Higggs, to bring beauty 
and cleanliness to the town. This, however, was only one side of 
her busy and valuable life. Her work for improving the lot of the 
down and out, the tramp, the homeless woman, and for the welfare 
of mothers, was brave, direct, unsparing and successful. 


Finance. 


The Science Museum Exhibition involved the Society in some 
additional expenditure, but the heaviest item, the publication of 
the Handbook and Guide, fortunately almost paid for itself by means 
of sales and advertisements. Over £100 of additional annual 
income has been secured during the year, and should cover the 
additional expenses, due to higher rent and salaries, caused by 
the move to London. Subscriptions from members and affiliated 
authorities remain satisfactorily steady, and the support they give 
to the Society’s work is, in the long run, preferable to larger but 
uncertain occasional contributions. One of the reasons influencing 
the transfer of our headquarters to London is that hope that 
contact with possible new members will be closer and more constant, 
and the coming year will see efforts to enlist such support.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE SOCIETY. 


1. NAME.—-The Society shall be called the NATIONAL SMOKE 
ABATEMENT SOCIETY. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(5) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(2) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(6) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(d) Affiliated Members. 


__Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


_ Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


_ Assoeiates.—An Annual Subscription of not less ‘than five 
shillings shall constitute that subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea 
by any Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute 
the subscribing body an Affiliated Member. The affiliated Member 
shall *be entitled to appoint two representatives to the Council of 
the Society, who shall receive the privileges of full membership 
of the Society. 
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4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of 
membership shall include :— 


(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke 
abatement and fuel economy as far as the circum- 
stances of the Society will permit. 

(b) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 

(c) The right to receive free of cost, the general publica- 
tions of the Society as they appear, including the 
Journal of the Society. Associates shall not, however, 
receive the Journal and such other literature as may 
be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist 
of the Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two 
representatives from each Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the 
Society in general and to receive any periodical reports from the 
Executive or other committee. 

The Council shall meet at least twice a year, of which at least 
one meeting shall take place in London. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive 
Committee shall consist of the Officers and not less than twelve 
members or representatives of Affiliated members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting of the Society. The 
Executive Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees, 
and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the 
discretion of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs 
of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—tThe Officers of the Society shall be President, 
Vice-President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually 
The Chairman of the Committee and of the Council, shall also be 
Officers, but shall be elected by their respective Committees. 


8.—GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society 
shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the’ 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 


9, ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be 
made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds 
majority of the members present and voting at the Annual Meeting 
or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice in writing 
of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society shall be 
constituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shall be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue 
of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current general 
literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate from 
each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated Local 
Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The inter- 
pretation of these rules together with any question on which the 
rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee until 
the next Annual General Meeting.

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NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended 30th June, 1938. 


General Review. 


Before reviewing the activities of the Society, which it will 
be seen has had a busy and successful year of work, reference may 
be made to other events which have helped or directed attention 
to the movement. In these days references to the need for smoke 
abatement in speeches and writings, in Parliament and other 
important assemblies, have become so numerous that it is 
unnecessary to record them, but they indicate perhaps better than 
anything else a lively concern about the state of the atmosphere 
which, year by year, can be seen to be growing. 


Two new Advisory Regional Committees have been formed ; 
one known as the Greater London Advisory Council for Smoke 
Abatement, and the other covering the Bristol-Bath area. There is 
now a total of eight such committees, all advisory with the exception 
of one. Progress has been made, however, towards the formation 
of a Statutory Board for Manchester and District in place of the 
existing Advisory Committee. 


Record should be made of the important Presidential Address 
of the late Sir Philip Dawson,M.P., to the Institute of Fuel. Not only 
was this marked by a number of valuable and outspoken comments 
upon atmospheric pollution and the need for its abatement, but 
the strong and reasoned demand for a co-ordination of all the fuel 
industries and for a planned national fuel policy, with which the 
address concluded, suggests developments that would be of 
fundamental importance to the smoke abatement movement. 


The latest (74th) report on Alkali, etc., Works, deals fully 
with the problems of industrial smoke with which the Inspectors 
have been concerned during the year. Most of the complaints, it is 
stated, have related to grit emission from boiler installations, coal 
and coke grading plant, and from the handling of pulverised coal. 
Much attention is also given to the problem of burning colliery 
spoilbanks, and in other ways too this particular and apparently 
increasing problem has engaged attention. The District Inspectors, 
the report mentions, have continued to be actively engaged in 
co-operation with the regional committees and local authorities 
on matters of smoke pollution, although, it is pointed out, they 
possess no statutory powers in this connection and can only act 
in an advisory capacity. | 
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The Atmosphere. - 


The report on the Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution 
issued during the year under review does not show any marked 
change in the records of pollution as compared with previous years. 
For total solids there was a reduction of 10 per cent. or more in 
the case of 43 per cent. of the stations, an increase in the case of 
17 per cent., and no change in the remaining 40 per cent. The 
report states that on Ist April, 1937, it was possible to begin routine 
observations with most of the apparatus at the twelve stations in 
and around Leicester, where an intensive survey has been begun 
on the pollution of an industrial town fairly well isolated from 
other sources of pollution. 


The Conference at Leeds. 


The Ninth Annual Conference of the Society was held at 
Leeds, by invitation of the Health Committee, on September 30th, 
October Ist and 2nd, 1937. There was an attendance of 189 
delegates, including a number from Yorkshire towns not previosuly 
represented at the Conferences, and in addition many members of 
the West Riding of Yorkshire Advisory Regional Smoke Abatement 
Committee attended as visitors. The publicity given to the pro- 
ceedings by the Press was excellent, and over 230 cuttings reporting 
the meetings were received. 

The main discussions were on ‘Town Planning and Smoke 
Abatement,’ with papers by J. E. Acfield, City Engineer and 
Building Surveyor, Leeds, and Charles Gandy, Chairman of the 
Society's Executive Committee ; ‘“The Regional Committees,” with 
papers by representatives of the Committees—Dr. Veitch Clark, 
Dr. Matthew Burn, Alderman D: Adams, M.P., Councillor W. 
Asbury, “Dri. W:. M.\Frazer -and.--Dr,; ‘johnstone | Jerwisysane 
“Education and Smoke Abatement,” with a paper by Dr. F. A. 
Mason of the Board of Education, and a report by the Secretary. 

The Conference opened with a reception at the Civic Hall by 
the Lord Mayor of Leeds, and closed with an enjoyable motor tour 
by invitation of the Leeds Health Committee. The Presidential 
Address, by Dr. H. A. Des Voeux, was entitled “Idealism,” and 
was highly appreciated. 

The Chairmen at the Conference sessions were : Professors 
R. Whytlaw Gray and J. W. Cobb, of Leeds University, and 
Councillor Kitson, of the Leeds City Council. 

Arising out of the session on Education, it was agreed to 
prepare special booklets, for the use of school teachers, showing 
how smoke abatement could be introduced into ordinary lessons 
in general science, domestic economy and hygiene. The interest 
of the Board of Education and of many of the principal local 
educational authorities has been secured, and the booklets are now 
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in course of preparation, although owing to the presstire of numerous 
other activities during the year there has been unavoidable delay 
in completing them. 


Conference in London. 


With a view to stimulating interest in smoke abatement in the 
London area and ascertaining if support would be given by local 
authorities to the formation of an Advisory Regional Committee 
for the Greater London area, the Society convened a meeting 
which was held, by permission of the London County Council, in 
the County Hall, on 25th February, 1938. The Right Hon. Lord 
Snell, Chairman of the L.C.C., was in the chair, and representatives 
attended from the County Councils of London, Essex and Middlesex, 
the City of London, twenty-five Metropolitan Boroughs, twenty 
other Boroughs, and nine Urban District Councils. The Minister 
of Health was represented by the Chief Inspector of Akali, etc., 
Works, Mr. W. A. Damon. 


The chief speakers were Dr. J. S. Owens, Mr. E. H. Keeling, 
M.P., Mr. W. A. Damon, and Mr. W.'R. Hornby Steer. After the 
opening paper by Dr. Owens, on the present position and trends of 
atmospheric pollution in Greater London, Mr. Keeling spoke and 
proposed the following resolution: 


“That this meeting is of the opinion that steps should be 
taken to promote the formation of an Advisory Regional 
Smoke Abatement Committee for London and Greater London, 
and requests the National Smoke Abatement Society to report 
to the authorities concerned, asking them to agree in principle 
to the proposal, and to be represented at a further meeting to 
be convened for the purpose of establishing such a Committee.” 


The resolution was seconded by Mr. Hornby Steer, and after a 
short discussion was unanimously carried. 


As a result of this decision a further meeting was called by the 
Society, and was held, by permission, at the Ministry of Health, on 
16th June. Fifty-seven authorities were represented. At this 
meeting it was formally resolved to establish a Regional Committee 
to be known as the Greater London Advisory Council for Smoke 
Abatement. Mr. E. H. Keeling, M.C., M.P., of the Westminster 
City Council, was appointed Chairman and the Society’s Secretary, 
Mr. Arnold Marsh, was appointed Secretary. The latter appoint- 
ment, and an arrangement by which the Council is for the present 
to use the Society’s offices at Chandos House, were made as a result 
of previous discussions and with the approval of the Executive 
Committee of the Society. 
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Broadcast Appeal. 


The Society was granted permission by the British Broadcasting 
Corporation to make an appeal in the ‘“‘Week’s Good Cause,” on 
Sunday, 9th February. The appeal was read on our behalf by 
Dr. Julian Huxley, to whom our appreciation and cordial thanks 
are due. It created considerable interest, although it comparison 
with many other such appeals the financial results were not very 
considerable ; £151 was the total received, much in small sums, 
and including a number of first annual subscriptions for member- 
ship. The latter are particularly valuable, as a steady annual 
income is more desirable than one dependent upon fluctuating 
donations. 

In addition to money, numerous inquiries, complaints, and 
other indications of interest in the problem were, and continue to 
be, received. 


Poster Competition. 


During the year, following the lines of the photographic com- 
petition held a year or two ago, a Poster Competition was organised. 
Much greater interest than had been anticipated was aroused, and 
over 300 entries were received. The judging was carried out by 
Sir Laurence Chubb and Mr. E. McKnight Kauffer, the well-known 
poster artist, and the following awards were made:

In addition to these the purchase of other entries is being 
considered, and it is hoped to print and distribute two or three of 
the most suitable entries. The prize-winning print is reproduced at 
the beginning of this report. 

The posters were exhibited in the halls of the Housing Centre, © 
Suffolk Street, London, during April ; the exhibition being formally 
opened by Dr. Des Voeux, with Sir Raymond Unwin in, the chair, 
during a gathering at which about ninety members and others 
were present. Our thanks are due to the Housing Centre for their 
permission and co-operation in arranging the exhibition. 


“The Law of Smoke Nuisances.” 


The Public Health Act, 1936, and the Public Health (London) 
Act, 1936, have rendered obsolete the Society’s book on the law 
(“The Law Relating to Smoke and Noxious Fumes,” by the late 
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Randolph A. Glen), and consequently Mr. W. R. Hornby Steer, 
M.A., LL.B., Recorder of South Molton, who has also succeeded 
Mr. Glen as Standing Counsel to the Society, was invited to prepare 
a similar work on the new Acts. This has now been published with 
the title ““The Law of Smoke Nuisances.”’ 

The book is based on the previous work, but several new 
chapters have been added, and its usefulness as a book of reference 
is increased by the inclusion of the relevant secitons of the two 
Acts and of the Local Government Act, 1933. It has been well 
reviewed and has a satisfactory sale which is steadily continuing. 


Panel of Lecturers. 


During the year members of the Society who are accustomed 
to lecturing were invited to allow their names to be included in a 
new “Panel of Lecturers.” The panel, containing twenty-eight 
names, with all the necessary particulars of each lecturer, has been 
printed in pamphlet form, with other information, under the title 
“Lectures on the Smoke Problem.” It is being distributed to 
organizations likely to be interested, and copies may be obtained on 
application. The names of other qualified speakers willing to be 
included in any new edition would be appreciated. 


Exhibitions. 


The Society has participated in or loaned material to various 
exhibitions during the year. These included Health Exhibitions 
arranged by the Central Council for Health Education, to which 
the Society is affiliated, were held at Kensington (at Messrs. Derry 
& Toms store), Hammersmith, Harrogate, Blackburn and Preston. 
A stand was taken also at a Health Exhibition at Coventry. The 
services of a whole-time assistant for these exhibitions has been 
secured. The increase in travelling expenses shown in the annual 
statement of accounts is due to the travelling and subsistence 
expenses resulting from this arrangement. 

Enlarged photographs were presented to the Royal Institute 
of British Architects for inclusion in their “Health and Sport’”’ 
Exhibition, which, after being shown in London is now touring 
throughout the country. 


The Branches. 


The Scottish Branch held its Annual Conference, which, as 
usual, was well attended and excellently reported in the Scottish 
press, in Glasgow, on 17th May. There was a lengthy discussion 
on the unsatisfactory nature of the report of the Scottish Committee 
on Oil from Coal, which had rejected all proposals for supplying 
Scotland with smokeless fuel and increasing the supply of home- 
produced oil by means of low temperature carbonization processes. 
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Papers were read also on ‘‘The Problem of Outdoor Air Hygiene,” 
by Mr. A. L. Thomson, Chief Sanitary Inspector, Motherwell and 
Wishaw, and ‘‘Public Health Administration and Smoke Abate- 
ment, by Dr. A. S. M. Macgregor, Medical Officer of Health, Glasgow. 
The Annual Report shows that the classes for firemen and boiler 
attendants, held in Glasgow and Edinburgh, continue to be organised 
with much success. Thirty-two men enrolled in the Edinburgh 
class and 147 in the two classes at Glasgow. 

The North-Western Branch, formerly the Manchester, Salford 
and District Branch, has been very active during the year, and has 
been engaged with a number of public meetings, visits and efforts 
to increase membership and funds. Much new support has been 
obtained. 

One of the most important features of the work of the Branch, 
which may be of considerable importance to the movement in 
general, has been to discuss proposals for the establishment of a 
smokeless central:-area in Manchester. On 17th May a deputation 
from the Branch was received by the Manchester Public Health 
Committee when these proposals were formally submitted. The 
Committee has accepted the proposals in principle, and has 
requested the Town Clerk and Medical Officer of Health to consider 
the steps necessary to bring them into operation. The matter has 
been reported more fully in the Journal. 


The Society’s Position. 


Now that a full year has passed it is possible to review the 
effects of the transfer of the Head Offices from Manchester to 
London. There can be no doubt that in every way this move has 
been most successful, not only indirectly increasing interest in the 
work of the Society, in making useful new contacts, and obtaining 
fresh support, but also in an acceleration of the day-to-day activities 
at the offic 
matters that cannot be individually recorded. Inquiries of all 
kinds show an increase, and it is interesting to note that complaints 
about nuisances have become more numerous than they used to be. 
Apart from the results of the broadcast appeal, there have been a 
satisfactory number of new or increased subscriptions, and it is 
hoped that even more substantial progress may be recorded in 
the next annual report. 

An examination of the annual statement of accounts will show 
that, in spite of increased expenses arising from the transfer, the 
financial position has improved, with a larger income, a larger 
surplus, and an increase in reserves due to returning to the Man- 
chester and Salford Savings Bank the sum of £75, withdrawn 
because of heavy expenses at the time of the Exhibition at the 
Science Museum in 1936. 
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The Society‘s financial position is satisfactory in so far as its 
income is steady and dependable, but it still remains at a level 
which, though gradually rising, makes impossible any real expansion 
of the campaign in the way that is urgently required. With an 
income of, say, £3,000 a year—which is little enough in comparison 
with the opportunities that could be taken for effective work— 
great differences could be made both in the extent and the nature 
of the Society‘s propaganda and other activities. Increased 
subscriptions may, it is hoped, be received from the industrial 
organizations and firms that for their own sakes wish to encourage 
smoke abatement. Such subscriptions are always accepted on the 
understanding that they do not involve any interference with the 
policy of the Society, which must continue to maintain an entirelye 
independent position in relation to the means for reducing or 
preventing smoke. Particularly, however, we shall welcome as new 
members the many individuals who already share our aims, and 
who, by a closer contact with our activities, could do much to 
assist in their realization.

his spare time for the same purpose, and hopes to maintain contact 
with all concerned with Smoke Abatement from 94, Manor Green 
Ikoad, Izpsom, Surrey.“ With his help, it is hopéd) to’ issue 
occasional news and information bulletins. 


It will be agreed that it would be disastrous for the Society to 
become moribund and for the work of the last decade to be in 
danger of being wasted. It will be unfortunate even if, at the 
conclusion of hostilities, we are not in the position of being able 
to start again at least where we had to leave off in September. 
Incidentally, the period of reconstruction that will follow the war 
should give many opportunities for ensuring more progressive steps 
for Smoke Abatement and the efficient utilisation of fuel.

Whatever it is feasible and useful to do will therefore be done. 
This means expenditure, however economical, and we must if 
possible build up a reserve in readiness for further work. Therefore 
an earnest appeal is made to members to continue their subscriptions 
wherever this is possible.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended 30th June, 1939. 


General Review. 


The year under review has in many ways been of exceptional 
interest. The work done and progress made by the Society has 
fully justified the transference of the offices to London, and apait 
from more tangible results it can now be seen how the rate of 
activity has accelerated. There are many indications that the 
Society is far better known than it was a few years ago and that 
there is a gratifying extension of public awareness of atmospheric 
pollution. 


In smoke abatement matters outside the Society, the most 
important has been the statement of the problem, for the first 
time, as the basis of an extensive national publicity campaign, 
on the behalf of the smokeless fuels, gas and coke. Although the 
Society's own propaganda must carefully avoid the advocacy of 
any particular mediums, it is undoubtedly of value to the move- 
ment that the importance of smoke abatement should be stressed, 
on a scale beyond our own means, in certain forms of advertising. 
There is little danger that this might tend to associate what is 
essentially a social movement too closely with a particular industry, 
for other mediums and methods are now fully associated, in the 
public mind, with smokelessness and cleanliness. Such develop- 
ments are indeed inevitable and are to be welcomed as natural 
consequences of the Society’s own pioneering work. Within the 
limits that are defined by our independent status the Society 
was able to co-operate in the strictly smoke abatement aspects 
of this campaign, and such co-operation and advisory services are, 
of course, available to all who ask for them. 


One of the most satisfactory material developments for some 
time was the decision to use smokeless fuel in 7,000 of the open 
fireplaces in Government offices in Whitehall during the winter 
1938-39. This desirable step forward is largely traceable to the 
influence of the Society and is part of the new attitude towards 
smoke abatement that can be seen to be developing in responsible 
circles. It is understood that the pollution records taken in the 
vicinity of Whitehall show a definite improvement over the records 
for similar periods of former years. 


Consideration of the proposed smokeless central area in 
Manchester continues, and it is understood that the absence of 
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any further official statements is due to the priority and urgency 
of A.R.P. and allied emergency work. 


The Minister of Health, the Rt. Hon. Walter Elliot, M.P. 
referred to the need for smoke abatement at a luncheon in October, 
and again at a meeting of the Greater London Advisory Council 
for Smoke Abatement, in the course of which he paid a tribute to 
the work of the Society. Other well-known speakers, including 
on several occasions, the Rt. Hon. Herbert Morrison, M.P., have 
also dealt with the problem during the course of the year. 


Speaking at the 1939 congress of the Royal Sanitary Institute 
at Scarborough, the Earl of Harewood urged action to remedy the 
evil of impure air. ‘Would it be fair to suggest,” he asked, “that 
the public health has suffered almost as much during the past 100 
years from dirty air as it has gained from clean water ? At any rate, 
I do submit to you that the physique of growing children cannot be 
satisfactory so long as that heavy cloud of smoke and filth, which 
covers our most thickly populated areas, contaminates the air from 
which they derive their very life.” 


The comparison of the purity of air and of water was similarly 
brought out in a leading article in “The Medical Officer,” in the 
course of which it was said : 


“It is because our waters have been brought to such a 
trustworthy state that the Croydon event stood out so dramatically. 
If there could ever be a time when people drank water as foul as 
the air they breathe habitually, epidemics of water-borne disease 
would be permanent and universal and nobody would bother 
about a few tens of thousands of citizens dying annually from 
typhoid, or cholera. So, to-day, little attention is paid to the tens 
of thousands of deaths annually, and the millions who suffer 
perenially, from respiratory diseases due largely to breathing 
smoke-laden air. Of course, smoke is not the only cause of 
respiratory disease, it is not the chief cause; but when we see, 
as we do, that the respiratory death-rates beat with smoke pollution 
in their local variations, we must conclude that smoke is a potent 
cause of respiratory disease and that foul air causes more deaths 
than foul water.” 


The article, (reprinted in full in the Spring, 1939, issue of 
SMOKELESS AIR), continues by saying that ‘“The National Smoke 
Abatement Society is doing all it can, but the vested interests 
against it are so powerful that in face of an apathetic public it 
cannot do a tithe of what it would do.” 


There do not appear to be any especially important 
davelopments in the work of the Regional Committees, although 
much useful work has been recorded. The arrangements for the 
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establishment of a statutory Joint Board in place of the existing 
Manchester and District Advisory Committee appear to have 
been completed, but again the final decisions have been delayed as 
a result of A.R.P. work among the authorities concerned. Twenty- 
two authorities have so far agreed to become members of the Joint 
Board. | 


The new committees 1n Bristol and District and Greater London 
have now been fully established and have set to work. 


The Atmosphere. 


The latest report on the Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution 
is published in a new form. The detailed general deposit tables are 
published as a supplementary volume, which enables the main 
report, containing the more important tables, etc., to be sold at 
the reasonable price of 2/-. The page size of both volumes has been 
reduced to medium octavo. It is hoped that these changes will 
encourage the wider distribution and study of the report. 


The deposit records show that the tendency to improvement 
is continued: 55 stations record a decrease of total solids over 
previous years, while only 9 record an increase. 386 show ‘“‘no 
change.” Cardiff again records no “Z’’ or smoke-haze days in the 
winter months, whereas 65 per cent. of the days were ‘‘Z’”’ days at 
Greenwich, -59 per cent. at Stoke-on-Irent, and 54 per Cent, at 
Victoria Street, S.W.1. The intensive survey at Leicester continues, 
but no report of the work being done or results obtained, is yet 
available. 


Cardiff Conference. 


The annual conference of the Society, to be held in, Cardifi 
by invitation of the Lord Mayor and Corporation of that city, 
had at the last moment to be postponed from the original dates in 
September because of the international crisis that actually reached 
its climax on the day the conference should have opened. It was, 
however, possible to make new arrangements for later in the year, 
and the conference, successful in spite of the unusual difficulties, 
took place on December Ist to 3rd. 


The proceedings opened with a visit to the Bargoed Mine of 
the Powell Duffryn Associated Collieries Ltd., followed in the 
evening by a reception by the Lord Mayor of Cardiff in the City 
Hall. The first meeting, on the following morning, dealt with 
“The Duties and Opportunities of Local Authorities in Promoting 
Smoke Abatement,” in which papers were read by Dr. J. Greenwood 
Wilson and Mr. S. N. Duguid. In the afternoon, papers were read 
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on ‘How South Wales is Assisting Smoke Abatement,’ Mr. Thomas 
Dixon dealing with Welsh smokeless coals, Mr. W. Clark Jackson 
with Gas, Mr. James F. Smith with Electricity, and Col. W. A. 
Bristow with Low Temperature Carbonisation. 


On the Saturday morning the annual general meeting was held, 
preceded by the Presidential Address by Dr. Des Voeux, and 
followed by a very full and informative discussion on the problem 
of burning colliery spoilbanks. A resolution was passed in support 
of the Bill on this matter then before the House of Commons. The 
Bill has now been passed through its several stages in Parliament.* 


Other resolutions adopted by the conference were on the instal- 
lation of plant for the prevention of grit emission in the works of 
Public Utility Undertakers, and on the smokeless operation of 
plant in premises under the control of local authorities. This 
resolution is referred to in a later section of this report. 


The conference concluded with a luncheon held by invitation 
of the Monmouthshire and South Wales Coal Owners’ Association : 
a most enjoyable and appropriate ending to the proceedings. The 
attendance at the conference was about 160. 


The chairmen at the two sessions on the Friday were Councillor 
James Griffiths, Chairman of the Cardiff Public Health Committee, 
and Professor Ralph M. F. Picken, Professor of Preventive Medicine, 
Welsh National School of Medicine. 


Smokeless Air. 


The question of increasing the value of the Society’s quarterly 
Journal was considered by the Executive Committee. The Journal 
had been published on behalf of the Society by an outside firm for 
some years, under an arrangement by which the Society supplied 
the editorial matter and received the magazine free of charge, the 
firm obtaming the advertisements and retaining the revenue so 
obtained. This method, although it had relieved the Society of 
much responsibility, did not make possible the control that 
appeared to be essential for the many improvements envisaged ; 
and it was also recognised that the Society was now in a better 
position to take full responsibility for the publication and could 
develop it as an activity that would at least pay its way. 


_ _ The publication arrangement was accordingly terminated and 
in March the first issue of the new style magazine, under the title 
SMOKELESS AIR, made its appearance. The choice of a new 
title caused some hesitancy, and was finally decided by a ballot 





*The Royal Assent was received on 4th August, 1939, and the Bill is now 
the Public Health (Coal Mine Refuse) Act. 
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among members. Considerable care was, and is being, taken to 
produce an attractive publication that will be of interest to all 
types of member and to potential supporters. Many messages of 
appreciation have been received, and there is little doubt that the 
magazine is a much more effective medium for creating and main- 
taining interest than it was. Mr. Walter Elliott, M.P., Minister of 
Health, has referred to its “elegance and attractiveness’ and a 
letter from a principal officer of a large U.S.A. coal corporation 
says that “from the standpoint of specific value of its contents 
and the attractiveness of its composition, to my personal knowledge, 
it far outstrips any similar publication in the world.” 

The advertisements are being maintained and if printing costs 
and postages alone are taken into consideration a profit is being made 
in the order of £100 a year. 

The editorial and management work for the new magazine 1s 
naturally considerably heavier than before, and the advertisements 
side is, of course, entirely new. The development creates what is 
essentially a permanent business enterprise within the Society. 


Assistant Secretary. 


For some time it has been evident that the werk of the Society 
could not easily be continued in an entirely efficient manner without 
further secretarial assistance, and the production of the first issue of 
SMOKELESS AIR showed that the new duties and responsibilities 
involved made this imperative. Hitherto the work at headquarters 
had been carried out by the Secretary and one secretary-typist. 

Asa result of an advertisement, over three hundred applications 
for the post of Assistant Secretary were received, and after most 
careful consideration Mr. A. T. S. McGhie, LL.B., was appointed. 
Mr. McGhie, since he began his duties in March, has in every way 
shown himself to be most suitable for the position. The principal 
sections of the work for which he is now responsible include 
Exhibitions and the management of the advertisements for 
SMOKELESS AIR, in addition to various routine duties. 


Smokeless Conditions in Premises of Local Authorities. 


The resolution adopted at Cardiff on smoke abatement in the 
premises controlled by Local Authorities, was as follows :— 


“That this Conference of the National Smoke Abatement 
Society is of the opinion that in addition to all other action 
to promote smoke abatement, Local Authorities should ensure 
completely smokeless conditions in all premises under their 
control, thus settmg a valuable example to the rest of the 
community and giving added force to their other’ smoke 
abatement work. 


“The Conference is also of the opinion that it would be of 
value to ascertain the progress already made in securing 
smokeless conditions in buildings under public control and 
requests the Executive Committee to make the necessary 
enquiries for that purpose and to report thereon.” 

In view of the considerable amount of A.R.P. and other 
emergency work being carried out at the present time by Local 
Authorities, it was considered by the Executive Committee that 
it would be unwise to send to them a detailed questionnaire on the 
lines at first contemplated, and accordingly in forwarding the 
resolution information was asked for only on the following points : 

(1) The number and type of premises which are smokeless, 

compared with the total number. 

(2) Whether, and to what extent, it is intended to utilise 

smokeless methods in new and altered premises. 


The resolution and enquiry were sent to the larger Local 
Authorities, and so far over seventy replies have been received. 
Although the nature of the questions has resulted in information 
that cannot easily be put into statistical form, sufficient statements 
have been made to show that the need for smoke abatement in 
their own premises is fully appreciated by the majority of the 
authorities who have replied. 

Over one-quarter of these have attained smokeless, or virtually 
smokeless, conditions in all their premises, and another quarter 
claim to be partially smokeless. The position is not clear with 
regard to most of the remainder, but only five cannot claim to have 
any smokeless premises at all, nor to have taken any steps to bring 
about smokeless conditions. Twelve specifically state that they 
intend to become wholly smokeless in the future. 

Detailed and very interesting replies were received from the 
three cities of Birmingham, Glasgow, and Manchester, and from 
these it is possible to prepare an analysis which, if the figures are 
typical of other towns and cities (as seems to be indicated from the 
general nature of the other replies) establishes that there is a definite 
trend towards smokeless conditions, and that this trend is due to 
an attitude, now widely existent, sympathetic towards smoke 
abatement. For these three cities particulars are given of the 
smokelessness or otherwise of 1669 establishments, not less than 
1186 of which are completely smokeless. This is 70 per cent. of all 
premises, and is a figure which is most encouraging, even if it is 
still open to further improvement. 
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Publications. 


Apart from the new magazine, the Society has, during the year, 
published the Proceedings of the Cardiff Conference, and Britain’s 
Burning Shame. The latter, an illustrated publication with a 
popular appeal, was made possible by the welcome offer of the 
British Commercial Gas Association to take a number large enough 
to make such a production feasible. Quantities were sold also to 
Regional Committees, solid fuel, and electrical interests, and to 
other bodies. The booklet attracted much attention, and many 
favourable comments were received. Some adverse criticism came 
from certain coal trade interests, but such criticism, although 
regretted, appears to be occasionally inevitable. 

A new edition of The Smokeless Home—a description of the 
ways in which domestic smoke abatement can be attained—is 
being prepared, and also under consideration is a new pamphlet 
on Smoke and Health. 


The Branches. 


The Scottish and North-Western Branches of the Society show 
a year of good work, which is recorded in full in their own annual 
reports. Mr. Ian Robertson has been appointed secretary of the 
Scottish Branch in place of Mr. A. M. Riddet, who has become 
Town Clerk Depute for Glasgow. 


The North-Western Branch has held several successful meetings 
and is making stimulating progress. It organised the “Sunlight 
or Smoke” Exhibition held in the Central Library in June, 1939. 
This created a great deal of interest, as is shown by an attendance 
figure of 12,500 during the fortnight in which it was open. A 
lunch-hour address was given each day and provided opportunity 
for valuable discussion and questions. Over fifty new members 
were enrolled at the Exhibition. 


Exhibitions. 


The most important exhibition during the year was that held 
in December at the Exhibition Hall at the Charing Cross Under- 
ground Station, London, at which striking new material, kindly 
loaned to us by the Gas Light and Coke Company, was displayed. 
The exhibition was opened by the Rt. Hon. Herbert Morrison, M.P., 
and was visited by many thousands of people. Most of this material 
was also shown at the Building Exhibition, Olympia. 


The Society participated in Health Exhibitions at Swansea 
and West Hartlepool, at which lectures and talks to schoolchildren 
were given. 


New portable material has been prepared and has been used 
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at Blackburn and at the successful “Sunlight or Smoke’”’ exhibition 
in the Central Library, Manchester, to which reference has already 
been made. 


Although, as in other departments, progress is hampered by 
lack of funds, new and more carefully prepared exhibits are being 
obtained, and it will be possible both to equip stands and to loan 
exhibits to other bodies, much more effectively than has hitherto 
been possible. It is hoped that the future may make possible a 
travelling exhibition that will be continuously in use. 


Film Competition. 


The Society is co-operating with the monthly magazine, 
Home Movies, in a competition for cinematograph films on smoke 
abatement. The magazine is providing the publicity required, 
and the Society will award the prize money (totalling £40) and 
will have full use of the films entered. The closing date is not until 
towards the end of the year, so that it is at present only possible 
to say that the number of requests for information on the subject 
show that the competition is creating interest among amateur 
cine-workers throughout the country. 


Income and Appeals. 


New responsibilities have been entered into by the Society, 
and it is essential that the annual income shall at least continue to 
show the steady rise that has marked each year’s working during 
the past’ decade. The income and expenditure account for the 
present year will show that the position is so far, satisfactory, 
but it will be apparent that until the annual income is sub- 
stantially higher than it is now it will not be possible to embark upon 
the many new schemes for extending our work that are now, in all 
respects other than this, ready to be started. 


To enable the Society to carry out its functions as to-day 
it can be seen they should be carried out, an income of at least 
£5,000 a year is required. Our records of what has so far been done 
on very limited resources are perhaps the best proof that larger 
sums would be wisely and profitably expended. 


Appeals for further funds are therefore being made or prepared : 
on the one hand to industrial interests to whom smoke abatement 
is admittediy a business matter, and on the other hand to individuals 
to whom it is a social reform. So far there have been some successes 
and some disappointments, but the work has been seriously delayed 
and has been the cause of much uncertainty owing to the very 
difficult circumstances of the present time. It is clear that adequate 
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attention will not be given to appeals of this nature during periods 
of international tension, and this factor in particular rules out 
any immediate appeal to local authorities. 


There is little doubt that, if the outcome of the present abnormal 
situation were to be war, the work of the Society would have to be 
suspended for the time being. It is felt, however, that present 
difficulties, real though they are, should not be allowed to interfere 
unduly with our efforts to continue and improve upon the progress 
that has been made during the present and previous years, and 
it is earnestly hoped that before long conditions will be much more 
favourable to the prosecution of a work that will undoubtedly 
be of lasting benefit to the nation and its people. ;

Constitution of the Society. 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be called the National Smoke 
Abatement Society. 


2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the 
prevention of air pollution generally, and in particular, that arising 
from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be :— 


(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of 
air pollution. 


(b) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist 
investigations directed towards the abolition of smoke, 
whether industrial or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless 
methods of heat and power production. 


(d) To promote and support legislation for preventing 
the pollution of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(b) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(d) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas 
paid in one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor 
a member for life. 


Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a 
guinea in the case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a 
commercial firm, shall constitute the subscriber a member. A 
commerial firm registered as a member shall be entitled to nominate 
a representative to exercise the privileges of membership as regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc.

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8. GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the 
Society shall be held annually at which shall be presented the Annual 
Report and the Audited Financial Statement, and at which the 
Officers, the Council and the Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general meetings shall be held on the 
requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 members 
of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 


9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change 
shail be made in the constitution of the Society, except by a two- 
thirds majority of the members present and voting at the Annual 
Meeting or at a Meeting called specially for the purpose. A notice 
in writing of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose must 
be sent to ail members of the Society at least a fortnight before the 
Annual or Special General Meeting. 


10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys 
received and expended by the Society, and once at least every year 
the accounts of the Society shall be examined and the correctness 
thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society shall be con- 
stituted, as far as possible, in the town or districts of the United 
Kingdom, to deal with local smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their own constitution and terms 
of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least sixpence 
for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for 
every firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case 
of members who are also members of the National Society. Members 
of the Branches who are not also members of the National Society 
shali be entitled to attend the General and other meetings of the 
Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat, The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full 
voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each 
issue of the Journal of the Society, together with all other current 
general literature shall be sent free to each member and delegate 
from each Affiliated member ; to the Town Clerk of each affiliated 
Local Authority, and to the Secretary of each affiliated Society or 
Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The 
interpretation of these rules together with any question on which 
the rules are silent shall be decided by the Executive Committee 
until the next Annual General Meeting. 
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*ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


Smoke Abatement and the War. 


When the position of the Smoke Abatement movement at the 
end of the last war is compared with that immediately before the 
outbreak of the present war, it is seen that considerable progress 
was made during the two intervening decades. There was a marked 
improvement in the condition of the atmosphere during that period, 
and more especially was there that development in organisation 
and that focussing of attention upon the problem that had to be 
made before further and more radical progress could be achieved. 
Smoke abatement began to be accepted as one of the essential 


reforms required for the public health and well-being. The work . 


on the Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution was taken over by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research ; new legislation 
accompanied the setting up of Regional Committees of Local 
Authorities at the recommendation of the Ministry of Health ; and 
many developments in the domestic and industrial uses of fuel, 
together with the production of new types of fuel, began to make 
possible the ideal of a completely smokeless Britain. The National 
Smoke Abatement Society, formed by the union of two older 
organisations, was placed upon a sound basis and was steadily 
extending its activities and influence. 


The outbreak of the present war brought this fruitful period 
to an end. Under the stringency of modern war conditions it is 
inevitable and necessary for that which is less urgent to stand aside 
for that which is more urgent, and it was at first feared that 
circumstances might force the Society into a more or less moribund 
condition. Fortunately, although enterprise has had to be limited, 
it has been found possible to maintain activity. 


Government departments and Local Authorities are now fully 
occupied with graver tasks, and the Society alone is in a position 
to maintain smoke abatement as an organised and effective force, 
in touch with all related interests and developments, both here 
and overseas, and prepared for the many opportunities that will 
undoubtedly present themselves during the period of reconstruction 
that will follow the end of hostilities. It would be a serious 
misfortune if, instead of then making important progress, the time 
had to be spent in rebuilding and redeveloping the movement. 

The Society must therefore not merely seek to prevent itself 





* The report is strictly for the year ended 30th June, 1940, but to give an account 
of proceedings to date it actually covers the period of 18 months to 30th 
December, 1940. When normal conditions are restored it may be considered 
advantageous for the Society’s year to coincide with the calendar year. 
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from becoming weaker, but must exert itself, even to-day, in 
strengthening itself and making ready for the future. lt can take 
little part in the winning of the war, but it can take its share in the 
work that has to be done for the winning of the peace. The 
preparations for that work are already beginning, and it is not too 
early for smoke abatement to be preparing its own plans that will 
fit in with the general pattern of reconstruction and post-war 
development. 


It is believed that this need is already understood and appre- 
ciated by our members, for the continued support of the majority 
has already enabled the financial position to be strengthened, and 


has made it possible for us so far to overcome immediate dangers 


and to look ahead with confidence. 


Wartime Arrangements. 


It was at first feared that not only might the war lead to a 
virtually complete suspension of the Society’s activities, but that 
there might also be a serious decline in income. The most important 
factor appeared to be the conservation of our resources in readiness 
for the time when it would be possible to resume normal work, 
and the three members of the staff therefore agreed to take up 
other wartime duties. The principal rooms occupied at Chandos 
House were vacated, and the equipment, records, stocks of publica- 
tions and exhibition material were stored in the two rooms retained. 
In this way a substantial reduction in expenditure was quickly 
achieved. 


The Secretary arranged to continue what duties remained in 
his spare time, working from his home at Epsom, Surrey. Thanks 
to the unexpected continuation of comparatively normal conditions 
during the early months of the war, and to the excellent way in 
which members maintained their support, it became possible to 
carry out useful, though restricted, work, and to place the 
organisation upon a more stable emergency footing. The wartime 
functions of the Society became more apparent, and it was agreed 
that they could not be effectively carried out by spare time work 
alone. The Secretary was therefore asked to relinquish the post 
he had taken at the beginning of the war, and to resume full-time 
duties. For reasons of economy it was considered advisable to 
continue the work from Epsom, and further office equipment and 
records were transferred from Chandos House. 


The work to be done during the war it almost entirely carried 
out by post and through publications and other writing. The 
address from which it is conducted is immaterial, and it is for reasons 
of general convenience and security that a further temporary change 
of headquarters has been recently made to Woodborough, Notting- 
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ham. The work will be facilitated by this move, and it will be easier 
to maintain contact with all parts of the country from the more 


central position. 


Conferences. 


Arrangements had been completed for the 1939 Annual 
Conference and General Meeting to be held at Blackpool in September 
of that ysar, and a well-attended gathering was anticipated. The 
proceedings had, of course, to be cancelled upon the outbreak of 
war. 


It has been hoped that it would be possible to hold a general 
meeting and a short conference during the autumn of 1940, but 
-the situation made it impracticable to proceed with the project. 


A meeting of the Council was convened in Manchester on 2nd 
April, 1940, and to it were invited members of the Society and of 
its North-Western Branch, together with representatives of the 
neighbouring Regional Committees. 


A paper by Dr. Johnstone Jervis, Medical Officer of Health for 
Leeds, was read and served as an excellent introduction for a general 
discussion on the position of smoke abatement in relation to the 
war. Dr. Jervis said that the Society had the choice of doing nothing, 
of doing little beyond keeping the machine, so to speak, “ticking 
over,’’ or of carrying on as actively as possible. The meeting 
supported him in the view that the last course was desirable, and 
passed a resolution to the effect that ‘‘The Executive Committee 

_ be requested to take every practicable step to maintain the work 
of the Society during the war period.”’ 


At a meeting of the Executive Committee held shortly after- 
wards, the return of the Secretary to full-time duties was approved, . 
and the following comprehensive resolution was adopted :— 


‘That as the war is developing into a struggle in 
which economic factors are likely to be of decisive 
importance, and as there is therefore need to eliminate 
all forms of waste, the Executive Committee of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society redirects attention to the gross 
and expensive waste causing and caused by the smoke 
nuisance, which may be briefly stated as follows :— 





(1) The waste of fuel and power of which smoke is 
the direct consequence. | 


(2) The waste of money, labour and skill expended in 
‘ combating the continuous dirt and damage caused 
by atmospheric deposits. 
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(3) The waste of health, well-being and amenity 
caused directly and indirectly by the polluted air 
and restricted sunlight of our cities and industrial 
areas. 


‘Further, the Society views with anxiety the deteriora- 
tion in atmospheric conditions that has already occurred 
since the war began, which, if continued will progressively 
increase these economic losses. 


“The Executive Committee therefore conceives it to 
be the duty of the Society no longer to restrict its activities 
and invites the support of Government departments, Local 
Authorities, and all others interested, in a work that can 
materially add to the nation’s health and economic 
strength.” 


The intensification of the war shortly afterwards, together with 


other developments preventing any campaign directed against 


industrial smoke, even on the grounds of fuel economy, has made 
it difficult to implement this resolution to any marked extent. 


Publications. 


The cancellation of many of the advertisements at the outbreak 
of war, together with the uncertain financial future, made it 
necessary to suspend the publication of the new style quarterly, of 


which two successful issues had appeared under the title Smokeless 


Air. The greatly improved journal had been widely appreciated, 
and among other tributes, had been publicly commended by the 
Minister of Health. Two issues of a small bulletin subsequently 
appeared, but the later improvement in conditions made it possible 
for further issues to be improved and made more substantial. 


It is hoped to continue the regular publication of this “‘wartime 
edition’’ until peace is restored and the resumption of the more 
ambitious magazine is made possible. Although advertisement 
revenue and sales by no means cover the present costs of printing 
and distribution, it is considered that the cost of continuing the 
publication is well worth while, as it is for the present the only 
medium by which contact can be maintained between all those who, 
in different ways, are concerned with and interested in the problems 
of air pollution. 

Towards the end of 1939 there was published a statement in 
pamphlet form on “Smoke Abatement in Wartime.’’ This stressed 
the continued importance of the question even under a war 
economy, and maintained that the war effort could be aided by 
due regard continuing to be given to it, especially on the grounds 
of health and the prevention of waste. The pamphlet was reviewed 
with gratifying approval by the technical and medical press. 
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Other Activities. 3 


Many of the normal minor activities of the Society have been 
severely curtailed in recent months, and lecturing, exhibitions work 
and press publicity was naturally at a standstill. Inquiries and 
requests for information or advice continue to a limited extent, and 
occasionally there is some question of importance that demands 
special attention and consultation. 


The Society has been co-operating with the Mines Department 
in its campaign for economy in the domestic use of fuel, and is 
represented upon an advisory committee of the department and 
co-operating organisations. Nearly fifty members have agreed to 
act as lecturers for this campaign at meetings arranged through the 
Ministry of Information organisation. 


This work is more fully described in the Autumn, 1940, issue 
of Smokeless Air, in which reference is also made to the support 
given by the Society to the successful campaign for the exclusion 
of books from the new Purchase Tax. 


Contacts are maintained with organisations and individuals in 
the United States of America, which is the only country in which 
normal smoke abatement work now continues. 


Present and Future Work. 


The present programme of work has for its first objective the 
maintenance of the Society in a sound and ‘“‘wideawake’’ condition, 
not only for its own sake but because there can be thus assured the 
continuation, as a whole, of what may be summed up as the smoke 
abatement ‘“‘movement.’’ Without an active focus, such as at 
present only the Society can provide, the organised knowledge of, 
and demand for, smoke abatement would have to be laboriously 
built up again at a time when, by prompt and energetic action, it 
may be possible to secure very. substantial progress. 


In addition to Smokeless Air it is intended to publish a pre- 
liminary survey of the ways in which measures for air purification 
can appropriately be introduced into the general schemes that are 
likely to be evoived for post-war reconstruction and development. 
The health aspects of the problem are basically the most important 
of all, and a new publication on Smoke and Health is also being 
prepared. 


Other aspects of the problem may call for similar attention before 
long, and it is also apparent that when the time comes for the renewal 
of full activity and the enlistment of new and wider support, it will 
be of great value to have available a fully up-to-date and compre- 
hensive text-book on the subject. Although parts of such a book 
cannot be completed until the post-war conditions can be more 
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clearly determined, a great deal can be undertaken during the 
present period of otherwise restricted work, and the project will 
shortly be commenced by the Secretary. 


Meanwhile it is intended to keep in close touch with all 
discussion and inquiries into the questions of post-war reconstruction 
and development wherever these have a bearing upon smoke 
abatement and its related subjects. 


Finance. 


Reference to the statement of accounts for the year ended 
30th June, 1940, will show that up to then the Society’s position had 
continued to be satisfactory, the fall in income having so far been 
counterbalanced by reduction in expenditure. The reserve funds 
have not been drawn upon as yet, and every effort will be made to 
keep them intact in readiness for the increase in expenditure that 
will have to accompany our post-war work. It is, indeed, even 
hoped that it may be possible to strengthen these reserves in order 
to make more certain our ability to meet all possible needs in the 
future. It is therefore hoped that every member who can possibly 
do so will continue his usual annual subscription, sharing our 
confidence that the time is not far distant when the Society will be 
able to resume more vigorously than before a work only temporarily 
checked, and to the importance of which full recognition will then 
be given.

Constitution of the Society 


1. INAME.—The Society shall be cailed the National Smoke Abatement 
Society. 
2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be concerned with the prevention of air 
pollution generally, and in particular, that arising from coal smoke. 
The objects of the Society shall be :-— 
(a) To create an informed public opinion on the evils of air pollution. 
(b) To inquire into, and if thought advisable, assist investigations 
directed towards the abolition of smoke, whether industrial or 
domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the use of smokeless methods of heat 
and power production. 


(¢) To promote and support legislation for preventing the pollution 
of the atmosphere. 
3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(b) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
‘ (d) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not less than twenty-five guineas paid in 
one amount by any individual, shall constitute the donor a member for life. 
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Members.—An Annual Subscription of not less than half a guinea in the 
case of an individual, or one guinea in the case of a commercial firm, shall con- 
stitute the subscriber a member. A commercial firm registered as a member 
shall be entitled to nominate a representative to exercise the privileges of 
membership as regards attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 


Associates.—An Annual Subscription of not less than five shillings shall 
constitute the subscriber an Associate. 


Affiliated Members.—The payment of not less than one guinea by any 
Local Authority, Society or Institution, shall constitute the subscribing body an 
Affiliated Member. The Affiliated Member shall be entitled to appoint two 
representatives to the Council of the Society, who shall receive the privileges of 
full membership of the Society. 


4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP.—The privileges of membership 
shall include :— 
(a) Advice and assistance in questions relating to smoke abatement and 
fuel economy as far as the circumstances of the Society will permit. 
(b) Free admission to lectures arranged by the Society. 
(c) The right to receive free of cost, the generai publications of the 
Society as they appear, including the Journal of the Society. 
Associates shall not, however, receive the Journal and such other 
literature as may be decided upon from time to time. 


5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of the Society shall consist of the 
Officers, the members of the Executive Committee, two representatives from 
each Affiliated Member, together with not more than thirty members to be 
elected annually at the General Meeting. 

The business of the Council shall be to direct the policy of the Society in 
general and to receive any periodical reports from the Executive or other 
Committee. 

The Council shail meet at such times and places and for such purposes as 
the Executive Committee shall arrange, and shall also be convened on a requisition 
signed by not less than three of its members stating the purpose for which 
such meeting is required. 


6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.—The Executive Committee 
shail consist of the Officers and not less than twelve members or representatives 
of Affiliated Members, who shail be elected annually at the General Meeting of 
the Society. The Executive Committee shall have power to appoint Sub-Com- 
mittees, and to co-opt additional members. Five shall form a quorum. 

Tne Committee shall meet as required, and the place of meeting shall be 
at the central offices of the Society, or other place at the discretion of the 
Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall be to manage the affairs of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the Society shall be President, Vice- 
President and Honorary Treasurer, to be elected annually. The Chairman of 
the Committee and of the Council, shall also be Officers, but shali be elected by 
their respective Committees. 


8. GENERAL MEETING.—The General Meeting of the Society shall be 
held annually at which shall be presented the Annual Report and the Audited 
Financial Statement, and at which the Officers, the Council and the Executive 
Committee for the following year shali be elected. Other general meetings 
shall be held on the requisition of the Council or Executive Committee, or of 20 
members of the Society. One month’s notice shall be given of all General 
Meetings. 

9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITUTION.—No change shall be made 
in the constitution of the Society, except by a two-thirds majority of the members 
present and voting at the Annual Meeting or at a Meeting called specially for the 
purpose. A notice in writing of any resolution to be submitted for this purpose 
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must be sent to all members of the Society at least a fortnight before the Annual 
or Speciat General Meeting. 

10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be kept of all moneys received and 
expended by the Society, and once at least every year the accounts of the Society 
shall be examined and the correctness thereof certified by a qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the Society shall be constituted, as far as 
possible, in the towns or districts of the United Kingdom, to deal with local 
smoke abatement and air pollution problems. Branches shall settle their own 
constitution and terms of membership, but shall pay an affiliation fee of at least 
sixpence for every individual member and of two shillings and sixpence for every 
firm affiliated to the National Society, except in the case of members who are 
also members of the National Society. Members of the Branches who are not 
also members of the National Society shall be entitled to attend the General 
and other meetings of the Society, but shall not be entitled to vote thereat. 
The Branch shall, however, appoint two delegates to the Council of the National 
Society and to the Annual General Meeting, who shall have full voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND LITERATURE.—A copy of each issue cof the 
Journal of the Society, together with all other current general literature shall 
be sent free to each member and delegate from each Affiliated Member ; to the 
Town Clerk of each Affiliated Local Authority, and to the Secretary of each 
Affiliated Society or Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CONSTITUTION.—The interpretation 
of these rules together with any question on which the rules are silent shall be 
decided by the Executive Committee until the next Annual General Meeting.

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TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for 1941 
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Genera! Review. 


Except in relation to the planning of post-war building and 
reconstruction, the interests of the authorities and much of the 
activities both of the Society and of other bodies in smoke prevention 
remain in the condition of suspended animation to which they 
were reduced by the more imperative demands of war. Certain 
aspects of the situation cannot at present be discussed as we should 
like, but will, after the war, provide material for an examination of 
exceptional interest. 

As smoke is but a consequence of the incomplete combustion of 
coal and generaily of low standards in the utilisation of the nation’s 
fuel resources, it is easy to appreciate how much more efficient the 
war effort could have been, and how much less the need for the 
present makeshift and uncertain efforts in fuel economy, had there 
been any attempt in the past to develop a national fue! policy, which 
would have included smoke prevention. The findings of the 
Departmental Committee on Smoke and Noxious Vapours Abate- 
ment in 1921, and of the Royal Commission on the Coal Industry in 
1925, showed clearly enough the need for a policy to halt both the 
colossal wastage of fuel and the waste caused by the resulting smoke. 

To-day, therefore, we find ourselves in the position of being on 
the one hand implored to reduce fuel consumption in appliances 
that cannot but waste an inordinately high proportion of the fuel 
burned in them, while on the other hand we are compelled to 
discharge into the air vast quantities of fuel products which properly 
used might have furthered the war effort in a score of different 
ways. | 

The Prime Minister has said that ‘‘the use of recriminating 
about the past is to enforce effective action at the present.’’ Although 
in this particular case the unfortunate results of apathy and lack 
of foresight cannot be remedied during the present, we shall be well 
justified in recriminating about the past if by so doing we can help 
to enforce effective action in the future. 

The more distant future may well judge this to be a barbarous 
age, more by its reckless squandering of limited natural resources 
than by the destruction of its own achievements. We can rebuild 
a thousand cities, but we cannot replace a single seam.of coal. 

Apart from the Society’s own efforts and those of the Scottish 
Branch, the only activity on behalf of smoke abatement has been in 
connection with the study of post-war reconstruction, on which a 
valuable statement has been published by the West Riding of 
Yorkshire Regional Smoke Abatement Committee. A brief summary 
of the Observations on Atmospheric Pollution in 1939-40 has been 
published, and the Liverpool Council of Social Service has issued an 
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xcellent pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Smoke Abatement,’’ which surveys 
the effects of smoke and indicates the remedies. (Copies of this 
may be obtained from the Council, at 14, Castle Street, Liverpool, 2). 

The question has naturally received attention, though so far 
only to a very limited extent, in various papers and pronouncements 
dealing more generally with post-war development. It is hoped 
that the Society's work in this field will directly help the smoke 
probiem to secure adequate recognition as one of the factors that 
can readily be integrated into the general examination of post-war 
problems. 


The Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution. 


The short summary of observations made during the year 
ended 31st March, 1940, which was published in place of the usual 
full report, was recorded in the Autumn, 1941, issue of Smokeless 
Air. It showed that during the year the pre-war tendency towards 
lower deposits had been maintained, and that there was an increase 
in the number of stations recording deposits in the iowest weight 
class (under 150 tons per annum). A number of observations have, 
however, had to be discontinued because of the war. 


Dr. J. S. Qwens. 


_ The smoke abatement movement has suffered a serious loss by 
the death, in December, 1941, of Dr. J. S. Owens, Superintendent of 
Observations for the Investigation of Atmospheric Pollution, 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. Dr. Owens had 
for many years been intimately associated with the movement, and 
was very largely responsible both for the development of the 
systematic observation of air pollution and for the instruments and 
technique required for this purpose. It is very doubtful whether, 
without his inventive interest and the iabour that he so willingly 
devoted to it, the problem could already have attained the trecog- 
nition it now enjoys. Dr. Owens made a unique and invaluable 
contribution to the movement, and his death is deeply regretted. 


The Society. 


Despite the obvious difficulties interest in the work and welfare 
of the Society has been maintained to a gratifying extent, and 
appreciation must be recorded to all who, by continuing their 
membership contributions, and in other ways, have shown their 
sympathy in our resolve to carry onas actively as possible within 
the limit set by present circumstances. Such continuation of active 
work has indeed been made imperative by the growth of attention 
to the problems which must be faced after the war, for to neglect 
the factor of smoke prevention now would inevitably mean failure 
to achieve results in the future. It is abundantly clear that the value 
of this work is recognised both by members and by others outside 
the Society. 
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No meetings have been held during the year under review, but 
reports have been made and the Executive Committee consulted on 
major questions. 

Membership continues to be fairly well maintained, although 
the usual loss of members, increased by war conditions, is not so 
readily made up as in normal times by the introduction of new 
members. So far the position is not serious, but new members will, 
as always, be very welcome, and anything that our present members 
may be able to do to secure the introduction of new members will 
be greatly appreciated. 

The Society has maintained its contact with other organisations 
and has continued to send its publications to many interested 
quarters and libraries. 

Inquiries and requests for information are at present limited in 
number, but from time to time the Society is able to perform 
services of the kind which in normal times are frequent. The value 
of arrangements which ensure day by day attention to all business 
is considerable, and has undoubtedly helped the Society to 
maintain its position. 


Smokeless Air. 

The journal has continued to be published at quarterly intervals 
and has during the past year been the most important medium, if 
not the only possible medium, for the discussion of the question of 
smoke prevention in relation to reconstruction. The absence of 
conferences and meetings has made it possible for the contents of 
Smokeless Air to have greater relative importance and more varied 
interest than has perhaps been possible before. 

Paper supply difficulties may for the time being affect what is 
already an attenuated publication, and it may be necessary to publish 
only three times a year, maintaining the present size, rather than to 
reduce still further the number of pages. 


Reconstruction. 

The most important task of the Society during the year has been 
its examination of the possibilities of smoke prevention in the 
planning of post-war building and reconstruction. The importance 
of this work may, indeed, be greater than is at present apparent, 
and it is likely that future progress towards smokeless air may to a 
large extent depend upon the work now being done and the 
proposals now being put forward. 

The tasks of reconstruction and plans for the transition of 
industry to a peace-time basis after the war may make possible far- 
reaching developments that will assist the abatement of existing 
smoke, but such potential developments cannot influence the 
building that will have to begin immediately the war ends. The 
problem therefore divides itself into long-term possibilities and the 
possibilities of the initial stages of reconstruction, and so far the 
Society has concerned itself only with the latter, as the more urgent 
aspect of the problem. 
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In March, 1941, an Interim Memorandum on the subject was 
submitted to the Minister of Works and Buildings and the Minister 
without Portfolio. This short memorandum was reproduced in 
the Spring, 1941, issue of Smokeless Air. 

Since then a more comprehensive and detailed examination of 
the question has been made, and a further memorandum has been 
prepared and approved by the Executive Committee. This is 
being submitted to the Ministers mentioned above and to the 
Minister of Health. It will subsequently be published, and its 
examination and support will be requested of Local Authorities and 
all interested organisations. In other ways, too, the memorandum 
will be used to promote discussion and interest in the possibilities 
of smoke abatement. 

The memorandum is concerned only with the practical measures 
proposed, and does not deal with the more general question of the 
need for smoke prevention in reconstruction, which is dealt with 
in a supplementary pamphlet entitled No Clean City. 


The Defence Bond Fund. 

The need for resources that will permit a vigorous campaign 
after the war, without having to spend possibly important time in 
building them up, led to the appeal, made during the Summer of 
1941, for special donations to be used for the purchase of Defence 
Bonds. This fund was started off by a transfer of £200 from the 
general bank account, but it has been supported only to a moderate 
extent by members and others. Defence Bonds have been purchased 
to the full amount subscribed, and the Society’s reserves during this 
waiting period are thus assisting the national savings campaign. 

The Fund will remain open until the end of the war, 
and it is hoped that many who have not so far given 
it their support will find it possible to make some 
contribution, small or large. 


Generali Finance. 

The Statement of Accounts and Balance Sheet for the year 
ended 30th June, 1941, show that the financial position of the Society 
remains relatively unchanged. There has been a further small 
reduction in subscriptions and other income, but as expenditure 
has continued to be kept well below income there is a further 
useful increase in the Society’s reserves. ; 

The continued support of all whose names are included in the 
subscription list which follows is greatly appreciated. Much of 
this support is given to us not without difficulty, and maintained 
only because of close personal interest in the Society and its work. 
The knowledge that this interest and approval is there and does 
not diminish is one of the chief sources of the confidence which 
enables the Society to remain active under present conditions.

Postscript 


The wartime work of the Society has developed into the 
effort to maintain an active nucleus for the smoke abate- 
ment movement as a whole, and to study and make 
proposals for the essential work of integrating smoke 


prevention in the plans for post-war reconstruction. 


Already published is the Memorandum on ‘‘ Smoke 
Prevention in Relation to Initial Post-War Recon- 
struction,’ and the pamphlet ‘‘ No Clean City.’’ Other 
aspects of the question continue to be discussed in 
Smokeless Air, and in due course it is hoped to publish 
proposals and long-term plans for a progressive abolition 


of existing smoke. 


Even now the Society could usefully expand its general 
activities and publicity work, but economy of expen- 
diture remains an all-important factor. When the war 
ends, however, the fullest possible effort will have to be 
made, and the stronger our position then the more 


fruitful will that effort be. 


We appeal, therefore, to all our members to continue 
their valued support, and to others to assist our work 
by becoming members or by donations to the Society's 
Defence Bond Fund.

THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


for 


General Review. 


There is again little to record of 
direct smoke abatement activity other 
than the work of the Society, although 
developments during the year are 
indirectly of considerable importance. 
Enough has been published in recent 
months to indicate the disquiet caused 
by the suspension of smoke abatement 
legislation and the direct encourage- 
ment, for security purposes, of smoke 
production from industrial plant. It 
is as yet impossible to assess the conse- 
quences of this regrettable war-time 
requirement, or to judge its effective- 
ness for the purposes for which it has 
been demanded. Nor can the resultant 
effect of the fuel economy campiagn, 
and particularly the Waste of Fuel 
Orders, which are incompatible with 
excessive smoke production, readily be 
appreciated from the smoke prevention 
viewpoint. The position of the smoke 
prevention work of the Public Health 
Authorities, in many cases still being 
developed up to the outbreak of the 
war, is therefore confused and con- 
fusing, but it is apparent that much 
valuable ground has been lost and that 
this important aspect of the movement 
for clean air has been seriously set 
back. 

Although it is still advisable not to 
attempt a detailed survey of the 
situation, it may be stated that it has 
been closely watched by the Society, 
which submitted its views to the 
Authorities concerned both in 1940 and 
again during 1942. On both occasions, 
but particularly on the second, the 
relation between waste and smoke 
prevention was fully emphasised. 

The increasing gravity during the 
year of the fuel supply position has 
directed public attention to problems 
of efficient fuel utilisation in a manner 
never before possible, and the intensive 
publicity campaign for fuel economy, 
because of the permanent effects it 
is likely tor have, is: of particular 
interest to those concerned with the 
problem of air pollution. On the 
domestic side circumstances make 
unlikely any gain other than a new 
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awareness of the importance and value 
of fuel, but as far as industrial smoke 
is concerned the whole of the propa- 
ganda is on the lines that have been 
expounded and pleaded for by smoke 
prevention workers during the past 
forty years—unheeded by any but a 
smail number of enlightened engineers 
and fuel technologists. The existence 
of the anomalous smoke production 
regulations prevents the natural rela- 
tionship between smoke prevention 
and fuel economy being emphasised as 
it should be. though it is obvious that 
smoke reduction will be proportionate 
to the economies effected. 

The creation of a Ministry of Fuel 
and Power is an event of considerable 
potential importance from the Society’s 
point of view, for it is through such a 
comprehensive Ministry that we may 
hope to see evolved that scientific 
development and efficient use of our 
fuel resources in a way that will 
inevitable lead to the ending of the 
smoke nuisance. The creation of a 
Ministry of Fuel and the adoption of a 
National Fuel Policy have in the past 
been strongly advocated by the 
Society.. During the war the Ministry 
must necessarily devote most of its 
attention to the urgent problems that 
face it, but it is hoped that it will 
nevertheless not fail to examine and 
prepare .to overcome the - critical 
problems of the future, which will 
affect not only the post-war years but 
the more distant industrial wellbeing 
of the nation. 


Dr. H. A. Des Voeux. 


The sudden death of Dr. Des Voeux, 
President sof . the’ Sectety “sice..1ts 
formation in 1929, on 29th May, 1942, 
cast a shadow of deep regret over the 
whole smoke prevention movement. 
The progress made since the beginning 
of the century has to a very large 
extent been due to the inspiration and 
indefatigable labours of Dr. Des Voeux, 
who, before the present Society was 
formed, had been Honorary Treasurer 
of the Coal Smoke Abatement Society 
since 1898. His work and his person- 


laity—his friendly charm and infec- _ 


tious enthusiasm-—will be remembered 
for along time to come. A fuller tribute 
to his memory than is possible here 
was written by Sir Lawrence Clubb in 
the Summer, 1942, issue of Smokeless 
Airy, It may be recorded that, despite 
the difficulties of the time. his passing 
was widely recorded in the Press, and 
that a headline used by a number of 
papers admirably sums up his great 
work: ‘‘ The Man Who Helped Rid 
London. of Fog.’ It falls to the lot 
of few men to earn or deserve such a 
worthwhile and lasting epitaph. 

The Society’s sympathies have been 
extended to Mrs. Des Voeux, who has 
become a member of the Society in 
her husband’s place, and for whose 
continued friendship we are most 
grateful. 


The Society. 


The danger of moribundity which 
threatened the Society during the first 
years of the war now seems finally to 
have been removed, and during the 
year there has been a continued 
strengthening of our position, both as 
regards membership and funds, and 
even more, in regard to activity and 
influence. This upward trend has been 
made possible by the need for develop- 
ing and giving publicity to a clear 
policy for the prevention of smoke as a 
factor in the planning of post-war 
building. A marked impetus was given 
by the publication, in March, 1942, of 
the Memorandum on Smoke Preventoin 
an Relation to Initial Post-Way Recon- 
styuction and of the supplementary 
pamphlet, No Clean City. Excellent 
press notices were given to these 
publications, which were widely cir- 
cularised, particularly among Local 
Authorities. 

Discussion has been maintained, and 
further problems dealt with, in. the 
pages of Smokeless Aiy, which appears 
to have played a useful part in the 
creation or maintenance of interest. 
Paper supply restrictions limit the size 
of the journal and the number of issues 
a year have had to be reduced from 
four to three. 

Inquiries and requests for informa- 
tion haye been rather more numerous 
than during the first years of the war, 
and there have been a number of 
complaints about excessive. smoke 


production—about which, unfortu- 
nately, it has of course been difficult to 
give any help. Exhibition material has 
been loaned for use in post-war 
planning exhibitions at Liverpool and 
Tyneside. Several addresses and 
papers on the subject have been given 
during the year. There has been some 
discussion in Smokeless Aiy on the 
possible desirability of changing the 
name OL the. Society to “ome amore 
expressive of the modern conception of 
full smoke prevention or abolition, as 
opposed to the rather vague and com- 
promising abatement. Although there 
is no need to give immediate attention 
to this question it is of considerabl 
interest, and a change may well help 
to strengthen our work in the near 
future. 

During the year the Society applied 
for, and was duly elected to, member- 
ship of the Parliamentary and Scientific 
Committee. This body is composed 
of Peers and Members of the House of 
Commons and of representatives of 
affiliated scientific associations and 
institutions. The Society appoints a 
representative to the Executive Com- 
mittee and “receives. “thes pbulletm 
“Science im Parliament~” and oemer 
publications and information from the 
Committee. 


Reconstruction. 


Prior to its publication the Memoran- 
dum mentioned above was submitted 
to the Ministry of Works and Planning, 
the Ministry of Health, the Minister 
Without Portfolio, and later, to the 
Paymaster-General and the Ministry 
of Fuel and Power. A further memo- 
randum, amplifying the domestic 
heating sections of the original state- 
ment, was prepared at the invitation 
of, and submitted to, the Design of 
Dwellings Sub-Committee of the 
General Advisory Housing Committee 
of the Ministry of Health. 

These memoranda outline a policy 
which, if adopted, will effectually 
prevent the emission of smoke from 
the new buildings to be erected when 
the war ends. When once all new 
building is smokeless the problem as a 
whole will be at the beginning of the 
road to complete solution, and atten- 
tion can then be given to the further 
question of abolishing’ smoke from 
existing buildings.” The two problems 


are separate but” essentially comple- 
mentary, and the second is now being 
studied with a view to making further 
proposals for a plan to. make possible 
the progressive elimination of smoke 
from existing sources within a- pre- 
scribed period of time. 

A considerable, though 
sufficient, amount of approval has been 
given to the Society’s proposals, and 
in particular may be mentioned the 
resolutions of support that have been 
adopted (to date) by: 77 Local Authori- 
ties It remains to be-seen, of course, 
whether the proposals made are fully 
or partially accepted, or whether 
they are neglected as were the pro- 
posals of the Departmental Committee 
of the Ministry of Health after the last 
war. This last possibility would be 
lamentable, for the case for adequate 
measures for the prevention of smoke 
from new sources is now overwhelming, 
whether considered as an isolated 
question -or, ‘more correctly, as an 
integral factor in a general pattern for 
reconstruction. that- extends from 
Public Health, through Town Planning, 
to Fuel Economy and the conserv ation 
of our fuel resources. 

Whether success comes to our imme- 
diate endeavours or not, it can now be 
seen that the situation created by the 
war, together with the clarification of 
the problem and emergence of more 
concrete policies than has previously 
been possible, are bringing the Society 
into’ a far more favourable position 
for making decisive-demands’ and for 
undertaking a more determined and 
éffective campaign for ee final oe 
of the nuisance.:

Finance. 


‘Reference to the accounts on a later 
page will show an increase in sub- 
scriptions and also an increase in 
expenditure, the latter being mainly 
due to the cost of printing the recon- 
struction publications.. A surplus of 
income ‘over expenditure is again 
shown, so that the balance sheet once 
more records a further small strengthen- 
ing of the Society’s reserves. 

A number of new members have 
and others, 
whose subscriptions lapsed at the out 
break of war, have been good enough 
to .recommence them. The steady 
maintenance of membership, despite 
all difficulties, is a source of confidence 
and provides that feeling of stability 
without which it is difficult to plan 
ahead with any certainty. 

It will be noted that the Defence 
Bond Fund shows a balance of some 
£400, but it may be pointed out that 
£250 of this total is money transferred 
from: the current account, and that 
£150 only are new donations to the 
fund. This is much less than it was at 
first hoped might be subscribed towards 
this special fund intended to be main- 
tained in the form of Defence Bonds 
until the times comes, after the war, 
for a vigorous campaign calling for all 
the money that can be found. The 
Fund nevertheless remains open, and 
all members who care to help the war 
effort now, and the work of the Society 
later, are invited to subscribe.

CONSTITUTION OF THE SOCIETY 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be 
called the National Smoke Abatement 
Society. 

2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be 
concerned with the prevention of air 
pollution generally, and in particular 
that arising from coal smoke. 


The objects of the Society shall be : 

(a) To create an informed public 

opinion on the evils of air 
pollution. 

(b) To inquire into and, if thought 
advisable, assist investigations 
directed towards the abolition 
of smoke, whether industrial 
or domestic. 

(c) To take steps to popularize the 
use of smokeless methods of 
heat and power production. 


(d) To promote and support legis- 
lation for preventing the pollu- 
tion of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The Society 

shall consist of :— 

a) Life Members. 

b) Members. 

c) Associates. 

d) Affiliated Members. 

Life Members.—A donation of not 
less than twenty-five guineas paid in 
one amount by any individual, shall 
constitute the donor a member for life. 

Members.—An Annual Subscription 
of not less than half a guinea in the 
case of an individual, or one guinea in 
the case of a commercial firm, shall con- 
stitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a mem- 
ber shall be entitled to nominate a 
representative to exercise the privi- 
ieges of membership as_ regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 

Associates.—An Annual Subscrip- 
tion of not less than five shillings shall 
constitute the subscriber an Associate. 

Affiliated Members.—The payment 
of not less than one guinea by any 
Local Authority, Society or Institu- 
tion, shall constitute the subscribing 
body an Affiliated Member. The 
Affiliated Member shall be entitled to

appoint two representatives to the 
Council of the Society, who shall. 
receive the privileges of full member- 
ship of the Society. 

4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBER- 
SHIP.—The privileges of membership 
shall include :— 

(a) Advice and assistance in ques-- 
tions relating to smoke abate- 
ment and fuel economy as far 
as the circumstances of the 
Society will permit. 

(6) Free admission to lectures 
arranged by the Society. 

(c) The right to receive free of 
cost, the general publications 
of the Society as they appear, 
including the Journal of the 
Society. Associates shall not, 
however, receive the Journal 
and such other literature as 
may be decided upon from 
time to time. 

5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of 
the Society shall consist of the Officers, 
the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, two representatives from each 
Affiliated Member, together with not 
more than thirty members to be 
elected annually at the General Meet- 
ing. 

The business of the Council shall be 
to direct the policy of the Society in 
general and to receive any periodical 
reports from the Executive or other 
Committee. 

The Council shall meet at such times 
and places and for such purposes as 
the Executive Committee shall arrange, 
and shall also be convened on a requi- 
sition signed by not less than three of 
its members stating the purpose for 
which such meeting is required. 

6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE.—The Executive Committee shall 
consist of the Officers and not less than 
twelve members or representatives of 
Affiliated Members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting 
of the Society. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall have power to appoint 
Sub-Committees, and to co-opt addi- 


tional members. Five shall form a 
quorum. 

The Committee shaJl meet as 
required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the 
Society, or other place at the discretion 
of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall 
be to manage the affairs of the Society. 


7. OFFICERS.—The Officers of the 
Society shall be President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Honorary Treasurer, to be 
elected annually. The Chairman of 
the. Committee and of the.-Council, 
shall also be Officers, but shall be 
elected by their respective Committees. 

8. GENERAL MEETING. — The 
General Meeting of the Society shall be 
held annually at which shall be pre- 
sented the Annual Report and the 
Audited Financial Statement, and at 
which the Officers, the Council and the 
Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general 
meetings shall be held on the requisition 
of the Council or Executive Committee, 
or of 20 members of the Society. One 
month’s notice shall be given of all 
General Meetings. 


9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITU- 
TION.—No change shall be made in 
the constitution of the Society, except 
by a two-thirds majority of the 
members present and voting at the 
Annual Meeting or at a Meeting called 
specially for the purpose. A notice in 
writing of any resolution to be sub- 
mitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least 
a fortnight before the Annual or 
Special General Meeting. 


10, ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be 
kept of all moneys received and 


expended by the Soicety, and once at 
least every year the accounts of the 
Society shall be examined and the 
correctness” ‘thereot-* certified by a4 
qualified auditor. 

11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the 
Society shall be constituted, as far as 
possible, in the towns or districts of 
the United Kingdom, to deal with local 
smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their 
own constitution and terms of mem- 
bership, but shall pay an affiliation 
fee of at least sixpence for every 
individual member, and of two shillings 
and sixpence for every firm affiliated 
to the National Society, except in the 
case of members who are also members 
of the National Society. Members of 
the Branches who are not also members 
of the National Society shall be entitled 
to attend the General and other meet- 
ings of the Society, but shall not be 
entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates 
to the Council of the National Society 
and to the Annual General Meeting, 
who shall have full voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND _ LITERA- 
TURE.—A copy of each issue of the 
Journal of the Society, together with 
all other current general literature shall 
be sent free to each member and 
delegate from each Affiliated Member ; 
to the Town Clerk of each Affiliated 
Local Authority, and to the Secretary 
of each Affiliated Society or Institu- 
tion. 

13. INTERPRETATION OF CON- 
STITUTION.—The interpretation of 
these rules, together with any question 
on which the rules are silent, shall be 
decided by the Executive Committee 
until the next Annual General Meeting.

_ Proceedings of the London Conference, 1943, 
A. complete report of the Conference on “Smoke 
Prevention in relation to Plans for Post-War Re- 
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- Foreword. 


Before the war the Annual Reports 
of the Society covered the period of the 
Financial Year, which ends on 30th 
June. The Reports were presented to 
the General Meeting held each Autumn 
and were published towards the end of 
the year. This procedure entailed a 
considerable time-lag in the publica- 
tion of material of interest to members 
and of use for publicity and informa- 


- tion purposes. It meant, for example, 


that a report of events taking place in 
July one year would not be published 
until November or December of the 
following year. Since the outbreak of 
the war, im the absence ot’ General 
Meetings, reports have been issued for 
the calendar year and published early 
in the new year. It was suggested at 
the Annual Meeting held in November 


Wenat at such meetings an Interim 


Report only should be presented, and 
that this should be completed by the 
officers up to the end of the year, and 
then printed and issued. This pro- 
cedure, which was approved, will be 
of considerable value in helping the 
Society to publish an _ up-to-date 
account of its activities and other 
evens, ichidine,. of «course, >the 


-Autumn Conference itself. 


General Review. 

The year has been marked by an 
increased and helpful amount of dis- 
cussion on the problem of atmospheric 
pollution, and by a growing apprecia- 
tion of the possibilities of smoke pre- 
vention after the war. Much greater 
stress is also being laid upon the allied 
questions, which will not cease to be 
important after the war, of the more 
efficient utilisation of fuel and the 
conservation of our coal resources. 
The folly of continuing to burn 


_ bituminous coal in the raw state, par- 


ticularly in appliances completely 
devoid of effective control, is becoming 
more and more widely recognised, and 
the Minister of Fuel and Power has 
stressed the fact that coal must be 
regarded as a raw material rather than 
as a finished product. 

The Parliamentary and Scientific 


Committee, of which the Society is a

member, “has published during the 
year an important Report on: Coal 


- Utilisation Research in Great Britain, 


in which the problem of smoke pre- 
vention received attention. , Phe 
seriousness of the problem,’’ said the 
report, “is not open to,dispute.. «Lt 
adversely affects individual’s health, 
urban amenity and agricultural effi- 
ciency. Damage to and corrosion of 
stonework, metals, fabrics and other 
forms of. property 1s extensive vamd 
entails considerable and continuous 
expense in maintenance and replace- 
ment... . It is obviously important 
that the smoke nuisance shouid not be 
perpetuated by failure to use the most 
modern methods in post-war building 
and industrial re-equipment.”’ 

We should like to express our con- 
gratulations to Dr. E. W. Smith, who 
has been a member of the Society’s 
Executive Committee for many years, 
on his .election as President of the 
Institute of Fuel, and to commend the 
attention of our members to his 
Presidential address. 

There has been no full report issued 
during the year on the Investigation of 
Atmospheric Pollution, but attention 
may be drawn to the informative paper 
by Dr. G..M.B. Dobson and’ Dr. AW ik. 
Meetham to the Royal Institution on 
““The Air We Breathe in Town and 
Country,’’ which has been published in 
Smokeless Aiv, This outlined the work 


and findings of the Investigation and _ 


referred to the results of the important 
survey made at Leicester. The report 
of this survey has not yet been pub- 
lished, which, in view of the present 
urgent need for strengthening the case 
for smoke prevention as much as 
possible, is to be regretted. 

The report of Lord Justice Scott’s 
Committee on ‘‘ Land Utilisation in 
Rural Areas’”’ recognises the serious 
influence of air pollution upon the 
countryside. Paragraph 93 of the 
report reads :— 


‘““ Another possible cause of harm to 
agricultural production comes from the 
noxious fumes and poisonous effluents 
discharged by certain types of fac- 
tories. Instances have occurred where 
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smoke or dust from factories or 
quarries has ruined agricultural crops 
for. miles. around, « while im - other 
instances effluents from such factories 
as milk or canning factories have made 
streams and rivers running through 
neighbouring farms unfit for watering 
the stock. Such factories have also 
frequently marred the beauty of the 
surrounding country.”’ 

In a later section, dealing with the 
need for developing gas and electricity 
supphes in rural areas, the report 
states : - Fhe “thermal “eticiency 
achieved by the conversion of coal to 
gas and coke is such that not only 
should the use of coke stoves and fires 
be encouraged on that ground alone, 
but also as promoting a smoke-free 
atmosphere.” 

the Lancasiine * Branch of \ the 
Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England has published in pamphlet 
form a memorandum that was sub- 
mitted to Lord Justice Scott’s Com- 
mittee. Extracts from this memor- 
andum may be quoted as follows :— 


“It is little use reconstructing the 
towns and building fine new houses, or 
endeavouring the restore urban dignity 
and beauty if we do nothing to mini- 
mise the evil of a.smoke polluted 
atmosphere. South Lancashire suffers 
terribly from this, and 1 may be 
considered the most serious cause of 
ugliness and discomfort throughout this 
avea. A smoke-laden atmosphere leads 
not only to dingy streets and blackened 
buildings, but to stunted vegetation, 
poverty-stricken pastures and low milk 
yields. . . . Research should be spon- 
sored by the State with a view to 
utilising our diminishing fuel resourcse 
with the greatest economy. All who 
use fuel should be encouraged in every 
way to burn the smokeless varieties or 
to instal modern smokeless stoves. 
The penalties for serious pollution by 
industry should be more rigidly 
enforced on a regional basis.”’ 

Two paragraphs of the recently 
published “ County of London Plan, 
1943,’ deal with smoke abatement. 
“One of the causes of the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions in large areas of 
iondon, ait 1S. Stated, “1s that: of 
smoke, whether from domestic build- 
ings or industrial or commercial ones, 
or from locomotives. The cumulative 


‘effect, particularly when aggravated 


by certain atmospheric conditions, is 
very great and remedial measures are 
needed.’’ In view of this statement it 
is very disappointing to find that the 
authors of the plan refer only to 
measures that will have a restricted or 


incidental effect upon the conditions of _ . 


the atmosphere, such as the electrifica- 
tion of railways, tenement factories, a 
smaller number of dwellings, and an 
increased use of gas and electricity in 
dwellings, so that, they conclude, “ it 
can be safely assumed that smoke 
nuisance in the reconstructed areas 
would be much less acute than it is 
to-day.” 

As it would in any case be difficult 
to prevent the problem in the recon- 
structed areas to be other than less 
acute, this does not take us very far. 
It is to be regretted that a more 
courageous and up-to-date outlook 
could not have been embodied in a 
plan that in many other respects is 
bold and imaginative. 
structed areas can and should be 
completely smokeless, and to build a 
new London in the dirty atmosphere 
of the old London would be as lament- 
able and as unintelligent as it is 
unnecessary. 


Smoke Production and the War. 
Reference was made in the last 


report to the instructions for the pro- | 


duction of smoke, for security purposes, 
from industrial plant. This unfortunate 
wartime requirement has led ,to a 
marked increase of atmospheric pollu- 
tion in many areas, and was, of course, 
to be achieved only by the deliberate 


lowering of combustion efficiency and _ 


wastage of fuel. Representations were 
made by the Society to the Ministry of 


Home Security and to other Ministries, | | 


both in 1940, when the scheme was 
first introduced, and again in 1942, 


when the urgent need for fuel economy 


The recon- — 


coupled with a marked change in’ ~ 


defence needs, strengthened very 


strongly the case for the withdrawal . fi 


of the instructions. 

In the early part of the present year 
a new Home Security circular indicated 
that fuel should no longer be used for 
the purpose of making extra smoke, 
and that the overriding need was that 
furnaces and boilers should be operated 
to use fuel with the greatest possible 


efficiency. The position was summed 
up in Fuel Efficiency News, a bulletin — 


~f 





issued by the Ministry of Fuel, as 
follows :— 

‘Industrial haze due to smoke 

from factories certainly makes it 

zs more difficult for enemy bombers to 

. spot vital points in industrial areas. 

eS But it cannot be stressed too 

' strongly that the fuel. situation 

demands that extra fuel should not 

be used at present for this purpose. 

“The maximum amount of work 
from the minimum amount of coal 
+ is more than a defensive measure : 

24 it is one of our strongest weapons of 
attack. We can and will beat off 
the enemy with it. 

“ Black smoke is a sign of fuel 
a waste.” 

The view that extra fuel should not 
be used for smoke production was a 
step in the right direction, but this did 
not restore the normal position where- 
by smoke abatement restrictive pro- 
visions could be applied to cases of 
excessive smoke emission that, ipso 
facto, revealed inefficient combustion 
and fuel wastage. The new position 
was considered by the Executive 
Committee, and the following resolu- 
_ tion was submitted to the Ministries of 
- Home Security, Health, and Fuel and 
Power :-— 




























satisfaction that the directions for 
the production of extra smoke from 
industrial undertakings have now 
been modified in so far as the use of 
fuel for the production of. extra 
smoke is concerned. The Committee 
is however of the opinion that the 
powers. -of Local Authorities . to 
control excessive smoke emission are 
not yet fully restored, and as the 
officers of such Authorities could 
do much to assist the fuel economy 
campaign and benefit public health 
by returning to their normal pro- 
cedure in cases where fuel is being 
wasted, urges that the Ministry of 

Home Security’s circular 139/1940 

be now withdrawn.’ 

It is now understood, from a state- 
ment reported in the Press, that the 
instructions have been completely 
withdrawn, and, it is assumed, it will 
again, be possible for Local Authorities 
to take such action as they may 
require to check smoke nuisances. It 
= was. also reported that one of the 

_ reasons for this change of policy is the 


“ That this Committee learns with — 


fact that industrial smoke hen may 
interfere with flying from our own 


operational bases, a consequence that 
will be appreciated by any who have 
studied the papers on this subject read 
to the Society in the past. 

We believe that by the careful 
exercise of their powers, and generally 
by depending upon persuasion and 
education rather than coercion, the 
smoke abatement officers of the local 
authorities can do a great deal to 
assist the campaign for economy in the 
use of fuel. In the circumstances of 
to-day, with much industrial plant 
gradually deteriorating and in many 
cases being subject to overloading, 
together with the difficulties of fuel 
supply and of skilled labour, it is 
inevitable that smoke emissions will be 
higher than normal, but where there 
is smoke that can be avoided by the 
exercise. of igreater care @nd qunder 


standing, then it is desirable for action 


to be taken. Not only can fuel be 
saved, but every reduction of smoke 
leads to healthier, brighter and cleaner 
conditions in the industrial towns, 
upon the vitality of which our offensive 
power so largely depends. 


Reconstruction. 

The Society’s proposals for measures 
to prevent the creation of new smoke 
from buildings and houses to be 
erected after the war have continued 
to be discussed and amplified, and have 
received the support of eighty-six 
Local, Authorities. _ The list included 
most of the larger cities and boroughs, 
and represents a population of nearly 
eleven millions. 

The Executive Committee has added 
to the proposals contained in the 
printed memorandum the further sug- 
gestions that there should be a central 
organisation to co-ordinate and ensure 
similar standards of working for the 
local or regional bodies which, as 
proposed, would be required to approve 
the installations of new industrial and 
“commercial ’’ fuel-burning plant. The 
new body, it was considered, could also 
initiate or encourage research on and 
disseminate information about, new 
methods and improvements as well as 
undertaking any investigations that 
might be desirable into the sources of 
pollution. 


The Ten Year Plan. ae ; 
Recognising that the case for smoke 








prevention in post-war building will 


be considerably strengthened if it can 


be shown that it can be followed by 


the progressive elimination of smoke 
from existing sources, the Executive 
Committee has considered and 


approved further proposals which had 


previously been discussed in Smokeless 
Avy and which have been termed ‘“‘The 


_ Ten Year Plan.” 


Reference may be made to Smokeless 
Airy and to the Pamphlet for Clean Atr 
for a fuller statement of this plan, but 
in brief it envisages, first, the creation 
of smokeless central zones followed by, 
at a suitable date, the gradual exten- 
sion of the initial zones so that, after a 
period of ten years, the whole of each 
town could be completely smokeless. 
Publications. 

During the year a new pamphlet, 
summarising the Society’s proposals 
in the brief and easily read form of a 
“ Quiz ’’ has been published under the 
title Plan for Clean Aiy..The pamphlet, 
No Clean City, which has been most 
successful, has had to be reprinted. In 
addition to these publications the 
Society has in stock much of its pre- 
war literature, including, for example, 
The Case Against Smoke, Britain's 
Burning Shame, Fumifugium, and 
conference reports. Although these 
are normally sold at marked prices, we 
shall be glad to supply copies free of 
charge to members who can usefully 
distribute them, or to send them to 
any given address. It is far better that 
these publications should be doing 
propaganda work than lying unread on 
our shelves. The prize-winning poster, 
“Away with ‘Smoke—Let in the 
Light,”’ was printed just before the 
war started, and stocks are available 
for distribution. 

Smokeless Aty continues to be 
published, and despite a further 
reduction in size necessitated by the 
Paper Control Orders, has been. the 
means for the dissemination of much 
important information and for the 
discussion of topical questions. 


The Society. 

The curtailment of the Society’s 
work in the early days of the war has 
been followed by a steady re-develop- 
ment of activities as a result of the 
need to study the problem of recon- 
struction. As this process appears to 
be continuing and growing the Society

has recently transferred its offices from ~ ; 
the temporary address at the home of © 


the ~Secrétary to Chandos 
Buckingham Gate, Westminster. This 
is the same address as before the war, 
although a different and more con- 
venient suite of offices has been taken. 


It includes a room sufficiently large for — 
committee and other small meetings | 


and for a small permanent display of 
exhibits. Members are 
invited to visit the offices at any time 
and to make use of our library of 
smoke abatement literature. 


During the year the Executive Com- S 


mittee has recommenced its meetings, 


which have been held both in Man- — 


chester and London. There has also 
been set up a small and informal panel 
of consultants to discuss and advise 
upon matters chiefly relating to the 


furtherance of ‘the Society’s recon-— 


struction proposals. 
Discussion in the pages of Smokeless 
Aiy about the advisability of the 


Society changing its name has been — 


followed by a consideration of the 
matter by the Executive Committee. 
It was agreed that no action should 
be recommended at present.

Whipple, a member who will have 
been known to many as an eminent 
meteorologist and a former Director 
of Kew Observatory. 


General Meeting and Conference. 
The first first Gereral. Meeting and 


Conference to be held since the out- 


break of war took place at the Caxton 
Hall, London, on 5th November, 1943. 
The attendance of 226 was greater 
than at any pre-war conference except 
that at the Science Museum in 1936 

The chief feature of the meeting was 
the election of Mr. Melland as President 
of the Society in succession to Dr. H. 
A. Des Voeux, who died last year. 
Mr. Melland has been closely associated 
with the movement for over thirty 
years, and at one time was Chairman 
and Hon. Treasurer, first for the Smoke 
Abatement League and then for the 
present Society. He retired fromthe 
Chairmanship some years ago, but has 
continued to.act as. Hon. Treasurer 
until now. It is known that his 
election has been warmly welcomed by 
the many members and friends who 
know and appreciate the great work 
he has done for the movement. 

Sir Lawrence Chubb, who was 
secretary to the Coal Smoke Abate- 
ment Society from its early days at the 
beginning of the century until its 
amalgamation with the League in 
1929, and who since then has acted as 
Fon.. Advisory. Secretary to the 
present Society, .was elected. Hon. 
Treasurer in succession to Mr. Melland.

The General Meeting was followed 
by a Conference on ‘“ Measures for 
Smoke Prevention in Relation to Plan 
for Post-War Reconstruction.’ This 
was opened by a paper by Mr. Clough 
Williams-Ellis, and read in his absence 
by the Secretary, followed by a state- 
ment on behalf of the Executive 
Committee, presented by the Chair- 
man, Mr. Charles Gandy. The. after- 
noon session of the Conference took 
the form of a discussion in which some 


twenty speakers took part. 


Membership and Finance. 
The “ slump ”’ in membership caused 


by the war was never so pronounced as 


it was feared it might be, and the 
downward trend has now been arrested, 
and, indeed, there is again an increase 
in both membership and subscriptions, 
which, though as yet small, is evidence 
of the enduring interest taken in smoke 
abatement. Reference to the financial 
statement will show an_ increased 
income for the year, and an increase 
in the reserves and investments. This 
is. satisfactory, but it . «must ~be 
emphasised that the need may arise— 
is indeed almost certain—in the very 
near future for the bold expenditure 
of much of these reserves, and for 
making strenuous efforts to raise the 
income level well above its present 
inadequate total. The opportunities 
that are likely to present themselves 
in the next two or three years are such 
that a great deal may depend upon 
whether or not the Society can develop 
its work unhampered by financial 
restrictions and anxieties so dispropor- 
tionate to the importance of the work 
being attempted. 

The Executive Committee has set 
up a Finance Sub-Committee to con- 
sider ways and means for substantially 
raising. the devel’ of” the - Society > 
income. Attention may be drawn to 
the article appearing in the Autumn- 
Winter, 1943, issues of Smokeless Air, 
in which possible lines of development 
of the Society’s work and the need for 
raising the income to at least £10,000 
a year are discussed. 

Whatever the particular form of 
appeal that may be made in the near 
future we shall be most grateful to 
any members who can see their way 
substantially to increase their sub- 
scriptions during the next few years. 


Members who are unable to do this - 


can nevertheless increase the value of 
their present subscriptions to the 
Society by entering into a covenant to 
continue their subscriptions for a 
period of seven years or more. This 
enables the Society to claim, for its 
own use as a “ charity,’ the income 
tax that has been paid on the amount 
subscribed.

Society shall be constituted, as far as 
possible, in the towns or districts of 
the United Kingdom, to deal with local 
smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their 
own constitution and terms of mem- 
bership, but shall pay an affilication 
fee of at. least sixpence for every 
individual member, and of two shillings 
and sixpence for every firm affiliated 
to the National Society, except in the 
case of members who are also members 
of the National Society. Members of 
the Branches who are not also members 
of the National Society shall be entitled 
to attend the General and other meet- 
ings of the Society, but shall not be 
entitled to vote thereat... The. Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates 
to the Council of the National Society 
and to the Annual General Meeting, 
who shall have full voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND _ LITERA- 
TURE.—A copy of each issue of the 
Journal of the Society, together with 
all other current general literature shall 
be sent free to each member and 
delegate from each Affiliated Member ; 
to the Town Clerk of each Affiliated 
Local Authority, and to the Secretary 
of each Affiliated Society or Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CON- 
STITUTION.—The interpretation of 
these rules, together with any question 
on which the rules are silent, shall be 
decided by the Executive Committee 
until the next Annual General Meeting.

For the purpose of the scheme the 
Society is recognised as a “‘ charity ”’ 
by the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue, and it may claim for its own 
use the amount of the income tax that 
has been paid on the subscriptions it 
receives, provided that the subscriber 
has signed an agreement to subscribe 
a stated sum annually for a period of 
at least seven years. 

Thus, if a member agrees to sub- 
scribe £5 a year, this amount is con- 
sidered as what remains after a larger 
gross sum has been taxed, and the 
Society is able to claim the difference. 
With income tax at 10/- in the £ the 
gross amount is £10, and the Society 
thus receives £5 from the authorities. 
The benefit to the Society is therefore 
doubled at no further cost to the 
subscriber. A lower rate of tax would 
reduce the amount so recovered, but 
an increased benefit to the Society 
remains. 

The only obligation into which the 
subscriber enters in order to assist the 
Society in this way is to convenant to 
continue the subscription for a mini- 
mum period of seven years, or during 
his life, which ever period should be 
shorter.

“THE AIR’S GOOD CAUSE” 
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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended December 3lst, 1944 


The year 1944 has seen satisfactory 
progress towards a general recognition 
that smoke prevention is a factor 
that must tot be negiected in - re. 
construction. In Government quarters 
especially there are satisfactory signs 
of an understanding that substantial 
progress can and must be made, and 
smoke abatement at last appears to 
have been accepted as a matter for 
direct encouragement. It will no 
doubt take time for this new attitude 
to evolve into adequate practical 
action but the position is increasingly 
promising, and fully justifies the long- 
continued efforts of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society to form, 
crystallize and guide public opinion. 


Official Policy. , 


The most definite statement of 
Government policy appears in the 
Housing Manual, 1944, published by 
the Ministries of Health and Works. 
The Manual states :— 

“The Government and the in- 
dustries concerned are alive to the 
need for developing domestic fuel 
appliances and installations designed 
to give greater efficiency and to 
reduce the emission of smoke. 
Recently, both together and separ- 
ately, they have sponsored an in- 
creasing volume of research to- 
wards this end. There is now a 
wide-spread demand that the evil 
of atmospheric pollution shall be 
resolutely attacked, one of its 
principal causes being the inefficient 
combustion of raw bituminous coal 
in the home. The Government 
attach particular importance to 
smoke abatement in view of the 
injury to health and to general 
amenities caused by atmospheric 
pollution. The extra labour of the 
housewife is another evil result 
which must not be overlooked.” 
The Manual also links the pre- 

vention of smoke with the efficiency 
of appliances and this with the need 
for fuel conservation after the war :— 

““As far as solid fuel installations 
are concerned, when an appliance 
consumes fuel more efficiently and 


more completely, there is_ less 
emission of smoke. Some of the 
solid fuel-burning heat appliances 
described in this Manual are of this 
high-efficiency type, and in the 
interests of smoke abatement as 
well as of efficiency it is of greatest 
importance that appliances used in 
housing shall be selected from this 
Fanige. =. 2--% 

“The importance of good heat 
services goes far beyond the single 
family. The mining of coal is costly, 
both in labour and money, and it 
is Clear that the efficient use of coal 
-(and of gas, coke and electricity, 
derived from coal) will remain a 
national necessity in peace as well 
as in war.” 


One of the most important recom- 
mendations in the Manual, on open 
fires, is discussed later in this report. 
The Technical Appendices to the 
Housing Manual, which was published 
later, also refers in similar terms to 
the new types of fire, and the need 
for smoke abatement is again stressed. 

A further document of importance 
issued by the Ministry of Works is a 
report on “‘ Solid Fuel Installations.’’ 
The terms of reference of the Com- 
mittee responsible included ‘“ recom- 
mendations for practice in post-war 
building having regard to reduced 
emission of smoke from dwellings.” 
The report considers this factor in a 
satisfactory and comprehensive way 
and is an important complement to 
the Housing Manual. 

These three publications more than 
cancel the most unfortunate failure to 
deal with the question by the Design 
of Dwellings Sub-Committee of the 
Central Housing Advisory Committee 
of the Ministry of Health, to which 
the Society, by invitation, had sub- 
mitted a detailed memorandum. 

The smoke problem is also dealt 
with in a generally satisfactory way 
in the report of the Women’s Advisory 
Committee on Solid Fuel on ‘‘ Heating, 
Cooking and Hot Water Supplies for 
the Post-War Home.’”’ The compre- 
hensive report of the Scottish Housing 
Advisory Committee, on the other 





hand, recognized the need for smoke 
abatement but failed to make any 
useful suggestions for reducing the 
evil and appeared prepared to accept 
the continuance of the present position. 

The Minister of Health, the Rt. 
fon. H+ U.2 Wilbok KOC... M.P., 
addressed a conference of the Greater 
London Advisory Council for Smoke 
Abatement in the House of Commons 
on 8th May. He said he was very glad 
to find a revival of activity both on 
the part of the Council and of the 
National Smoke Abatement Society, 
and hoped their campaign would go 
ahead. “‘I am very anxious, “‘said 
the Minister, at the conclusion of his 
speech, “‘ that we should do all we 
can not only to have less smoke in 
our new housing estates in the 
suburbs, but that we should not 
run the risk of spoiling the hearts of 
our cities by making them places 
where sensible people would prefer 
not to live.” 


Other Propaganda. 


Among other occasions during the 
year at which smoke abatement has 
been discussed may be mentioned two 
meetings of the Royal Sanitary In- 
stitute. At one, in Bolton, Mr. A. C. 
Saword read a paper on “Clean Air 
and. Practical —Polhitics,”’ -and. “at a 
London meeting Mr. D. V. H. Smith 
read a paper on “ District Heating 
and the Smokeless City.’’ The im- 
portant possibilities of District Heating 
as a means for the promotion of 
smokeless air have been emphasized 
in a number of papers and articles on 
this. subject during the year. The 
practicability of using it in new 
housing schemes and _ reconstructed 
areas is being considered by a number 
of local authorities. Mention may be 
made of a close study of the method 
made in a series of meetings of a 
special Technical Sub-Committee on 
Smoke Abatement and _ District 
Heating set up by the Manchester 
City Council. The Sub-Committee has 
reported that a prima facie case for 
its adoption has been established. 

The West Riding of Yorkshire 
Regional Smoke Abatement Committee 
has held a number of meetings and 
has generally continued its. work. 
This Committee, the Greater London 
Council, and the one statutory Com- 


mittee, for Sheffield, Rotherham and 
District, are the only municipal 
organizations that are at present 
active. It is hoped that circumstances 
will permit an early resumption of the 
work of the others, which were making 
excellent progress up to the outbreak of 
the war. 

The growth of public opinion is 
reflected in many ways. For example, 
the replies to a questionnaire sent to 
Burnley citizens now serving in the 
Forces on plans for post-war develop- 
ments had, it was reported, one point 
in common: _“ The need to combat 
Burnley’s smoke nuisance.’’ A Ser- 
vices. “' Parliiament.’’. at... Gibraltar 
passed a Smoke Abolition Bill by 
32 votes to 15 and set up a committee 
to consider the quickest means for 
achieving a smokeless Britain. In a 
most interesting competition arranged 
by the Merseyside Civic Society and 
the Liverpool Daily Post on “‘ Mersey- 
side of the Future ’’ smoke abatement 
was one of the suggestions most 
strongly supported, and, to quote a 
report that has been published, ‘‘there 
were more entrants stressing the need 
for abolishing smoke than there were 
entrants stressing the need for abolish- 
ing the slums, though these two themes 
were by far the most popular.’’ In 
group discussions on the competition 
smoke abatement was considered from 
aesthetic rather than medical reasons, 
and the view is quoted that “a man 
cannot think cleanly in a pigsty.”’ 


Post-War Housing. 


Attention during the year has been 
largely focussed on the important 
question of ensuring the means for 
smokeless heating in new houses. It 
has had to be accepted that it is not 
immediately practicable to demand 
such control over appliances and 
fuels as to prohibit smoke emission 
from new houses, but it is now both 
practicable and desirable that all 
should be equipped with appliances 
capable of smokeless operation without 
alteration. This is made possible by, 
and demands the installation of, the 
new types of open grate and range in 
which either smokeless fuels or ordinary 
coal can be used as desired. The 
installation of less efficient types 
would prevent the use of smokeless 
methods by the increasing number of 


people who desire to use them, and 
would impede future measures for the 
general encouragement of smokeless 
heating. Improved designs of grate 
for the use of smokeless fuels, but 
suitable also for coal, and a more 
elaborate form of fire designed to 
give reduced smoke emission with 
bituminous coal (and which is equally 
suitable for smokeless fuel) have been 
developed during the war. 

To ask for the inclusion of such 
“all fuel ’’ fires in all the new houses 
was the principal purpose of a deputa- 
tion from the Society and the Greater 
London Advisory Council for Smoke 
Abatement that was received by the 
Minister of Health on 28th April, 
1944. With Mr. Willink was the 
Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power and 
representatives of the Ministries of 
Works and Town and Country Plan- 
ning. Mr. Keeling and Mr. Gandy 
were the principal speakers on behalf 
of the deputation. Following this 
meeting, further conversations were 
held with representatives of Govern- 
ment departments, and the Society 
may justly claim that the results of 
this and other activity are important 
and will be fruitful for future develop- 
ments. 

These results are reflected inthe 
recommendations contained in the 
Housing Manual, which completely 
accepts the immediate case put for- 
ward by the Society. Paragraph 133 
of the Manual states :— 


‘““ When open fires are to be fitted 
they should, from the point ofview 
of smoke prevention, either be of a 
type which burns smokeless fuels 
{and also bituminous coal), or of a 
type which burns bituminous coal 
smokelessly.”’ 


The Manual also makes a strong 
recommendation for the installation 
of openable stoves, in which of course 
smokeless fuels can be used with the 
greatest advantage. In other ways, 
too, the Manual’s recommendations 
are of direct value to smoke abatement. 
Fuller details will be found in a review 
of the Manual in the Autumn-Winter, 
1944, issue of Smokeless Air. 

The Society has prepared and 
circularised to Housing Authorities a 
short memorandum drawing attention 


to the smoke prevention aspects of 
the Housing Manual and adding 
notes that ‘will, itis hoped,. be “of 
practical use. 


Other Proposals of the Society. 


It has not as yet been possible to 
make concrete progress in a similar 
way with the Society’s other main 
proposals for smoke prevention in 
reconstruction, but both the question 
of smokeless zones, and that of the 
contro] of new fuel-burning installa- 
tions by regulations analagous to 
those concerned with building, have 
continued to be examined and dis- 
cussed. There is now a wide measure 
of general agreement on the value and 
practicability of these proposals, but 
in both cases the legislative and 
administrative requirements still await 
definite shape. 


Annual Conference. 


Preliminary arrangements were 
made during the summer for an im- 
portant joint conference of the Society 
and the Institute of Fuel intended to 
be held in London during the autumn. 
This would have been the Society’s 
own annual conference and would 
have been held in conjunction with 
the general business meeting. The 
uncertainty of conditions in London 
made it desirable, however, to post- 
pone the date, and arrangements 
have now been made for it-to take 
place on 23rd February, 1945. Mem- 
bers will receive a detailed programme 
of what is likely to be a most com- 
prehensive and interesting meeting. 
The papers and discussions, which 
will be printed, will make an important 
addition to smoke pollution literature. 


Publications. 


Apart from the regular publication 
of the journal Smokeless Airy, the only 
new publication during the year has 
been the Pyvoceedings of the 1943 
conference, held in London in Novem- 
ber of that year. The short popular 
booklet Plan for Clean Air has been 
reprinted. 

It is believed that Smokeless Air is 
generally appreciated as the Society’s 
most useful means for maintaining 
interest and disseminating information. 
Members will have noted a new feature 
in ‘‘Smoke Prevention Abstracts,’’ 


which it is hoped to expand when the 
paper control is relaxed. The size of 
the magazine will then be increased 
and a return will be made to the 
normal publication of four issues a 
year. Suggestions for improving the 
journal and for new subjects for dis- 
cussion will be most welcome. 


Executive Committee. 


The Executive Committee met 
several times during the year, in 
London and Manchester. It has 
recently been strengthened by the 
co-option of observer-members from 
the professional institutions affiliated 
to the Society, namely, the Institutions 
of Electrical, Gas, and Heating and 
Ventilating, Engineers. 


A Tribute from the U.S.A. 


The Society has for many years 
maintained friendly contacts with the 
Smoke Prevention Association of 
America, Inc. It has been most 
gratifying to learn of the following 
resolution, adopted at its 38th annual 
convention, held at Detroit in June, 
1944 :— 


“Whereas the National Smoke 
Abatement Society of the British 
Isles has continued its. cordial 
relationship with this Association 
and its members under most trying 
conditions, and whereas Smoke 
Abatement in England has been 
signally sustained and progress 
made while defending the freedom 
of humanity, now, therefore, be it 
resolved: that the Smoke Pre- 
vention Association of America, 
Inc., extend its greetings and 
felicitations to our brothers across 


the sea with all best wishes for 
further progress in atmospheric 
purification.”’ 


Finance and Appeal. 


The audited statement of accounts 
published in this report shows that, 
despite some increase in income, in- 
creased activity has led to an excess 
of expenditure over income of £197. 
This is due mainly to the return to 
offices in London, the purchase of 
furniture and fittings required, the 
re-engagement of a full-time assistant 
(there is also a part-time assistant), 
and to increased printing expenses. 


The Society’s policy of building up a 
reserve fund has made it possible for 
the Committee to meet the deficiency, 
but it should be noted that so far the 
increased activity is only a small part 
of what is needed. Working as we 
should like to—and ought to—the 
present reserves would be expended 
in a very short time. 

The only way of developing the 
Society’s work, which during the next 
few years can be made exceptionally 
fruitful, is by a larger income, and one 
that can be depended upon to continue. 
Single donations and legacies are of 
course very welcome indeed, but the 
primary need is to be assured of a 
continuing income that will allow the 
Society to budget ahead and plan for 
steady progress over a number of 
years. It is towards this end that 
an appeal is made for that extended 
support without which it will not be 
possible to continue the fight for clean 
and healthy air with ever-increasing 
pressure and success. The effects of 
the Society’s efforts are becoming 
manifest in the evidence of official 
approbation and support detailed in 
this report. That evidence will be 
most gratifying to every member of 
the Society and’ is an encouragement 
to further effort. It is also a sign that 
the loyal support we have received 
from many members for a number of 
years—including the difficult period 
during the early part of the war— 
has been worth while. 

The cause of smoke abatement has 
always been hampered by lack of 
means and it would be lamentable if 
the Society were prevented by in- 
sufficient support to carry on the 
campaign with efficiency at a moment 
when public opinion has come to 
realize the possibility of attaining 
the ideal of clean air for all for which 
the Society has long striven. 

Because of this over-riding need we 
desire once again to urge our members, 
and especially our corporate members, 
to do all they can to help the Society 
in its urgent struggle to extend its 
usefulness and influence.

CONSTITUTION OF 


1. NAME.—The Society shall be 
called the National Smoke Abatement 
Society. 

2. OBJECTS.—The Society shall be 
concerned with the prevention of air 
pollution generally, and in particular 
that arising from coal smoke. 

The objects of the Society shall be : 

(a) To create an informed public 
opinion on the evils of air 
pollution. 

(b) To inquire into and, if thought 
advisable, assist investigations 
directed towards the abolition 
of smoke, whether industrial 
or domestic. 


(c) To take steps to popularize the 
use of smokeless methods of 
heat and power production. 


(d) To promote and support legis- 
lation for preventing the pollu- 
tion of the atmosphere. 


3. MEMBERSHIP.—The 
shall consist of :— 
(a) Life Members. 
(6) Members. 
(c) Associates. 
(ad) Affiliated Members. 


Life Members.—A donation of not 
less than twenty-five guineas paid in 
one amount by any individual, shall 
constitute the donor a member for life. 

Members.—An Annual Subscription 
of not less than half a guinea in the 
case of an individual, or one guinea in 
the case of a commercial firm, shall con- 
stitute the subscriber a member. A 
commercial firm registered as a mem- 
ber shall be entitled to nominate a 
representative to exercise the privi- 
leges of membership as_ regards 
attendance at meetings, voting, etc. 

Associates.—An Annual Subscrip- 
tion of not less than five shillings shall 
constitute the subscriber an Associate. 

Affiliated Members.—The payment 
of not less than one guinea by any 
Local Authority, Society or Institu- 
tion, shall constitute the subscribing 
body an Affiliated Member. The 
Affiliated Member shall be entitled to 
appoint two representatives to the 
Council* of the Society, who shall 
receive the privileges of full member- 
ship of the Society. 
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THE SOCIETY 


4. PRIVILEGES OF MEMBER- 
SHIP.—The privileges of membership 
shall include :— 

(a) Advice and assistance in ques- 
tions relating to smoke abate- 
ment and fuel economy as far 
as the circumstances of the 
Society will permit. 

(6) Free admission to lectures 
arranged by the Society. 

(c) The right to receive free of 
cost, the general publications 
of the Society as they appear, 
including the Journal of the 
Society. Associates shall not, 
however, receive the Journal 
and such other literature as 
may be decided upon from 
time to time. 

5. THE COUNCIL.—The Council of 
the Society shall consist of the Officers, 
the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, two representatives from each 
Affiliated Member, together with not 
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more than thirty members to be 
elected annually at the General 
Meeting. 


The business of the Council shall be 
to direct the policy of the Society in 
general and to receive any periodical 
reports from the Executive or other 
Committee. 

The Council shall meet at such times 
and places and for such purposes as 
the Executive Committee shall arrange, 
and shall also be convened on a requi- 
sition signed by not less than three of 
its members stating the purpose for 
which such meeting is required. 

6. THE EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE.—The Executive Committee shall 
consist of the Officers and not less than 
twelve members or representatives of 
Affiliated Members, who shall be 
elected annually at the General Meeting 
of the Society. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall have power to appoint 
Sub-Committees, and to co-opt addi- 
tional members. Five shall form a 
quorum. 

The Committee shall meet as 
required, and the place of meeting 
shall be at the central offices of the 
Society, or other place at the discretion 
of the Committee. 

The business of the Committee shall 
be to manage the affairs of the Society 





7. OFFICERS.—tThe Officers of the 
Society shall be President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and Honorary Treasurer, to be 
elected annually. The Chairman of 
the Committee and of the Council, 
shall also be Officers, but shall be 
elected by their respective Committees. 

8. GENERAL MEETING. — The 
General Meeting of the Society shall be 
held annually at which shall be pre- 
sented the Annual Report and the 
Audited Financial Statement, and at 
which the Officers, the Council and the 
Executive Committee for the following 
year shall be elected. Other general 
meetings shall be held on the requisition 
of the Council or Executive Committee, 
or of 20 members of the Society. One 
month’s notice shall be given of all 
General Meetings. 

9. ALTERATION TO CONSTITU- 
TION.—No change shall be made in 
the constitution of the Society, except 
by a two-thirds majority of the 
members present and voting at the 
Annual Meeting or at a Meeting called 
specially for the purpose. A notice in 
writing of any resolution to be sub- 
mitted for this purpose must be sent 
to all members of the Society at least 
a fortnight before the Annual or 
Special General Meeting. 

10. ACCOUNTS.—Accounts shall be 
kept of all moneys received and 
expended by the Society, and once at 
least every year the accounts of the 
Society shall be examined and the 
correctness thereof certified by a 
qualified auditor. 


11. BRANCHES.—Branches of the 
Society shall be constituted, as far as 
possible, in the towns or districts of 
the United Kingdom, to deal with local 
smoke abatement and air pollution 
problems. Branches shall settle their 
own constitution and terms of mem- 
bership, but shall pay an affilication 
fee -of at least sixpence . for every 
individual member, and of two shillings 
and sixpence for every firm affiliated 
to the National Society, except in the 
case of members who are also members 
of the National Society. Members of 
the Branches who are not also members 
of the National Society shall be entitled 
to attend the General and other meet- 
ings of the Society, but shall not be 
entitled to vote thereat. The Branch 
shall, however, appoint two delegates 
to the Council of the National Society 
and to the Annual General Meeting, 
who shall have full voting powers. 


12. JOURNAL AND  LITERA- 
TURE.—A copy of each issue of the 
Journal of the Society, together with 
all other current general literature shall 
be~ sent free to -each member and 
delegate from each Affiliated Member ; 
to the Town Clerk of each Affiliated 
Local Authority, and to the Secretary 
of each Affiliated Society or Institution. 


13. INTERPRETATION OF CON- 
STITUTION.—The interpretation of 
these rules, together with any question 
on which the rules are silent, shall be 
decided by the Executive Committee 
until the next Annual General Meeting.

The National Smoke Abatement 
Society was formed in 1929 by the 
amalgamation of the Coal Smoke 
Abatement Society (1899) and the 
Smoke Abatement League of Great 
Britain (1909). It is an organisation 
dependent entirely upon voluntary 
support, and its objects and conditions 
of membership will be found in the 
Constitution below.

THE COVENANT SUBSCRIPTION SCHEME 


Particulars of the scheme that enables you to increase, without extra cost, the 


benefit of your subscription to the Society. 


For the purpose of the scheme the 
Society is recognised as a “ charity ”’ 
by the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue, and it may claim for its own 
use the amount of the income tax that 
has been paid on the subscriptions it 
receives, provided that the subscriber 
has. signed an agreement to subscribe 
a stated sum annually for a period of 
at least seven years. 

Thus, if a member agrees to sub- 
scribe {5 a year, this amount is con- 
sidered as what remains after a larger 
gross sum has been taxed, and the 
Society is able to claim the difference. 
With income tax at 10/- in the £ the 
gross amount is £10, and the Society 
thus receives {5 from the authorities. 
The benefit to the Society is therefore 
doubled at no further cost to the 
subscriber. A lower rate of tax would 
reduce the amount so recovered, but 
an increased benefit to the Society 
remains. ° 

The only obligation into which the 
subscriber enters in order to assist the 
Society in this way is to convenant to 
continue the subscription for a mini- 
mum period of seven years, or during 
his life, which ever period should be 
shorter. 

After the covenant has been signed 
the subscriber is not required to take 
any further action other than duly 
forwarding his annual subscription (or

Banker’s Order) and signing an Inland 
Revenue certificate which will be sent 
to him each year by the Society, to the 
effect that the subscription has in fact 
been paid and has been drawn from 
his ‘“‘ general fund of taxed income.”’ 
The certificate will show the gross 
amount from which tax has been 
deducted, and the subscriber will be 
entitled to show such gross amount as 
a ‘“‘charge’”’ in his return of income 
for tax purposes, an advantage some 
will appreciate. 

A specimen form of covenant is 
given below. Such a document may be 
prepared on plain papezx by the sub- 
scriber, and, after being signed and 
witnessed, sent to the Society. If 
preferred, the Society. will prepare and 
forward a document on receipt of the 
particulars required (2.e., name in full, 
address in full, description or occupa- 
tion, and the amount to be paid 
annually to the Society). The required 
stamping of the document will be 
attended to by the Society. 

It will be noted that the gross 
amount concerned varies according to 
the rate of income tax, but that the 
sum that the subscriber pays direct to 
the Society does not alter. It is this 
sum that is stated in the covenant.

The resolute attack that it demanded must be a combined 


- operation by the Government, Loca! Authorities, and 


public opinion. The impulse of the attack will have to come 
from public opinion, the spearhead of which must be the 
focus of opinion that is organised as the National Smoke 
Abatement Society. 


Continuing progress depends on the power of the Society 
and the scale on which it can work. The recently launched 
Development Appea! is becoming increasingly urgent, 
it is making good headway but as yet progress is by no 
means as rapid as it might be. We are grateful to all who 
have already responded to the Appeal, and shall be equally 
grateful to others who now generously agree to help in 
mounting the coming resolute attack upon the evil of smoke.

INFORMATION ABOUT THE SOCIETY. 


The forerunners of the Society were the Coal Smoke Abatement Society, 
established in London in 1899, and the Smoke Abatement League of Great 
Britain (1909), which was concerned mainly with the Provinces. The two 
bodies amalgamated in 1929 to form the present Society. In 1945 its growth 
and increasing influence made necessary a new constitution to which reference 
should be made for further information about membership, officers, Executive 
Council and Committees, etc. 


Divisions 

For electoral purposes and, where it is desired, area organisation, the Society 
is now composed of the following geographical Divisions: (1) Scotland 
(2) Northern Ireland, (3) North West, (4) North East, (5) Yorkshire, (6) West

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THE COVENANT SUBSCRIPTION SCHEME. 


Particulars of the scheme that enables you to increase, without extra cost, the 


benefit of your subscription to the Society. 


For the purpose of the scheme the 
Society is recognised as a “ charity ” 
by the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue, and it may claim for its own 
use the amount of the income tax that 
has been paid on the subscriptions it 
receives, provided that the subscriber 
has signed an agreement to subscribe 
a stated sum annually for a period of 
at least seven years. 

Thus, if a member agrees to sub- 
scribe {5 a year, this amount is con- 
sidered as what remains after a larger 
gross sum has been taxed, and the 
Society is able to claim the difference. 
With income tax at 9/- in the £ the 
gross amount is £9 Is. 10d., and the 
Society thus receives £4 Is. 10d. from 
the authorities. The benefit to the 
Society is thus nearly doubled at no fur- 
ther cost to the subscriber. A lower 
rate of tax would reduce the amount 
so recovered, but an increased benefit 
to the Society remains. 

The only obligation into which the 
subscriber enters in order to assist the 
Society in this way is to convenant to 
continue the subscription for a mini- 
mum period of seven years, or during 
his life, which ever period should be 
shorter.

SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
for the Year ended 3lst December, 1945. 


General Review. 


The year 1945 brought us peace 
and the first appalling demonstration 
of the titanic new force of nuclear 
energy. This energy, in its develop- 
ment for peaceful purposes, may in 
the not distant future play a decisive 
part in ending what has been well 
termed the age of fossil power. It 
is the primitive use of one of these 
fossils, coal, that is responsible for 
the Pextstence* ©F this “Society, fOr 
which every step towards new ways 
of releasing and using energy is of 
direct importance. The prospects of 
fuclear energy playing a decisive part 
in ridding this country of its pol- 
luted atmosphere are, however, still 
obscure, and our policy must be to 
continue our work of helping to bring 
to an end the cruder ways of using 
coal that lead to the pollution of the 
air. In its progress towards this end 
1945 has been particularly important 
to the Society. Not only does the 
end of the war make possible the full 
resumption of development that was 
halted in 1939, but it reveals the 
Society, and the movement in general, 
in a far stronger position than it was 
then, and with possibilities of suc- 
cess substantially more promising 
than could have been conceived 
before the war. 

During the year the most impor- 
tant internal event has been the re- 
constitution of the Society; externally 
the most significant step has been 
the action of two of the most im- 
portant local authorities in the coun- 
try agreeing to seek legislation on 
the new lines proposed and elaborated 
by the Society. There’ has been 
particularly valuablé collaboration 
with the Institute of Fuel in the form 
of a major conference in London and 
in meetings in the Provinces. The 
problem has been surveyed outside 
the Society's sphere, and mention 
may be made of an important Chad- 
wick lecture on “Coal in Relation to 
Atmospheric Pollution” read by Dr. 
A. Parker, Director of the Fuel Re- 


scarch Station at the London School 
of Hygiene on 13th March. dhe 
special intensive investigation into the 
behaviour of pollution in the atmos- 
phere that was carried out before the 
war at Leicester has now been pub- 
lished by the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research under the 
title of Atmospheric Pollution wm 
Leicester: A  Sctentific Survey 
ELMS. ©: 3/-). 24to contains...much 
new and useful information on the 
dispersal and distribution of pollu- 
tion, and, although rather technical, 
is an important aid towards a wider 
understanding of the effects of smoke 
emission. 


Mention should be made of the 
strong advocacy of planning for free- 
dom from smoke contained in a 
chapter on ‘Smoke Abolition” in 
the comprehensive City of Manches- 
ter Plan, by R. Nicholas, City Sur- 
veyor. This is an example of the 
valuable support now being given 
more and more by those in respon- 
sible positions, especially among local 
authorities. Sir George Elliston’s 
work for smoke abatement in the City 
of London Corporation, in his 
capacity of Chairman of the Public 
Health Committee, which is referred 
to later, is a further example of such 
valued support. 

The general activities of the Society 
are recorded below. The report 
does not include many matters which, 
though perhaps of minor importance 
in themselves, create, for those who 
are directly dealing with them and 
able to see them as part of a wider 
pattern, a feeling of confidence in the 
way attention to the problem of smoke 
is steadily increasing. A great deal 
has yet to be done, but the frame- 
work for very substantial gains is 
coming together in a most satisfactory 
way. Only in the field of new hous- 
ing are there grounds for real dis- 
satisfaction, and even here it is 
believed that once transitional diffi- 
culties have been overcome there will 
be good progress on the lines we 


have been advocating with some per- 
sistence. 
Smoke Abatement in Parliament. 

A. discussion on smoke abatement 
took place in the House of Commons, 
before the change of Government, in 
the debate on the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power Bill, when an amendment 
was moved by Major S. F. Markham 
to include in the functions of the 
Minister “the abatement. of smoke 
and other measures arising from the 
consumption | of fuel or utilisation of 
power.” A number of members took 
part in this part of the debate, in- 
cluding Mr. E. Shinwell, at the time 
a private member, and now Minister 
of Fuel and Power himself. Some 
of his remarks may in slightly con- 
densed form be recorded as an indica- 
tion of his convictions on a subject 
for which he now has the prime 
responsibility : 

“TI venture the opinion that if 
we had conserved our coal 
resources effectively before the war, 
and used coal efficiently and scienti- 
fically, we might have had no coal 
problem at all during the war, and 
many of our Debates would have 
been unnecessary, and indeed the 
question of setting up a Ministry 
might not have arisen. 

© For many years it has been my 
view, that if I had the power my- 
self—I mean real power, the sort 
oi dictatorial power one would like 
to assume on certain occasions in 
order to get something done—Il 
would have prevented the burning 
of raw coal in this country. Some 
people like it. I think it is an 
abomination and in the long run, 
from the stand point of health and 
of fuel conservation, it would be 
one of the finest reforms in which 
this country had ever engaged if 
we could prevent the burning of 
coal in its raw state.” — 

A number of questions were asked 
in the House of Commons during the 
year, principally on the production of 
improved domestic  fuel-burning 
appliances. The thanks of the Society 
are particularly due to Mr. E. H. 
Keeling, a Vice-President, for a series 
of questions he put to Ministers on 
7th, 13th and 14th = Of particular 


value was the following question and 

the answer given to it: 
Mr. KEELING asked the Minister of 
of Fuel and Power whether he will 
give an estimate of the annual con- 
sumption of coal and coke in the 
projected 4,000,000 new houses if 
the new types of more efficient 
appliances are installed; and alter- 
natively, if grates and ranges of 
pre-war design are installed. 
str A. Hupson : As my hon. Friend 
will appreciate it is not possible to 
give accurate estimates of the 
annual consumption of coal and 
coke in the houses to which he 
refers. But I am advised that, if 
the householders were content with 
the pre-war standard of heating, 
the saving in consumption by the 
use of the new and more efiiciento 
appliances would be of the order 
of 4,000,000 tons per annum. 


Smokeless Zones. 

The Society’s proposal for the pro- 
gressive abolition of smoke by the 
setting up of smokeless zones has 
received further examination in many 
quarters, and this has been stimulated 
by the publication of a special pam- 
phlet, Smokeless Zones. The proposals 
are now entering the field of prac- 
tical politics and both the City of 
London and the City of Manchester 
are seeking statutory powers to enable 
smokeless zones to be established in 
their areas. This means that during 
1946 the principle will, for the first 
time, be considered by Parliament. 

Smokeless zones have _ received 
some criticism from those concerned 
with the measurement of atmospheric 
pollution as affording only a small 
improvement in conditions in the 
zones of relatively small areas so far 
concerned. If the intention was for 
the zones to remain permanently of 
this initial size there would be force 
in this contention, but, of course, they 
must be regarded as the Starting 
pomts of a process of progressive 
extension. 


“Prior Approval.” 
The phrase“ prior’ approval "4s 
perhaps the best short term for the 


Society’s further proposals that all 
new fuel-burning plant should require 


the prior approval of a competent 
authority before it can be installed. 
This principle has been considered in 
some detail by a sub-committee of 
the Executive Committee and it is 
anticipated that suggestions for new 
byelaws under the Public Health 
Acts, which will include such control, 
will be brought forward for dis- 
cussion in the near future. The City 
of London, has, however, already 
agreed to include in its proposed new 
legislation powers for this purpose, 
namely, “to require that in new 
buildings, plans and _ specifications 
for heating arrangements, whether 
for the generation of power, the 
warming of rooms, the heating of 
water, or the cooking of food, should 
be submitted to the Corporation for 
approval.” 

General Meetings. 

An Annual General Meeting was 
held at the Caxton Hall, London on 
22nd February, at which Mr. Will 
Melland was re-elected President and 
Sir Lawrence Chubb re-elected Hon. 
Treasurer. The most important action 
taken was a resolution requiring the 
Executive Committee to draft a new 
constitution. The following resolu- 
tions, addressed respectively to the 
Government and to local authorities, 
were also passed 
I.“ That this meeting’ of the 

National Smoke Abatement Society 

welcomes as a necessary first step 

towards the abolition of domestic 
smoke the relevant Government 
statements and recommendations 
contained in the Housing Manual, 

1944 and urges that: 

(a) The importance of adopting 
these recommendations is 
clearly brought before all hous- 
ing authorities. 

(b) Ways and means are considered 
for the adoption of the recom- 
mendations in all privately 
built houses; and 

(c) An early examination be made 
of the methods and require- 
ments for the progressive elimi- 
nation of all domestic smoke 
so that all building, planning, 
and the development of the 
production and use of smoke- 
less fuels and suitable appli- 


ances may be consistent with 
and help to promote such 
methods and requirements. 

2. “ That this meeting of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society urges 
all Local Authorities who acquire 
land for the purposes of re-develop- 
ment and reconstruction to ensure 
that, when the land is re-developed 
for industrial purposes, the leases 
to the occupiers will contain such 
provisions that all installations of 

solid tuei-burning appliances will 
be efficient for their purpose and 
as smokeless as possible, and for 
that purpose shall submit plans of 


such installations to the local 
Authority _for their approval 
before use.’ 


A Special cue Meeting was 
held on 19th October at which a 
draft for a new constitution was sub- 
mitted on behalf of the Executive 
Council. With a few amendments. 
the draft was approved and a reso- 
lution was passed by which the 
former constitution was superseded. 
A further resolution empowered the 
Officers and former Executive Com- 
mittee to continue to act until the 
first elections and an ordinary annual 
meeting, which it was agreed should 
be held as early as possible in 1946. 
It was later agreed to hold this meet-. 
ing at the Royal Horticultural Hall, ~ 
London, in conjunction with an im- 
portant exhibition of appliances for 
the use of solid smokeless fuels. 
Conferences. ; 

The most important conference of 
the year was held jointly with the 
Institute of Fuel at the Institution 
of Electrical Engineers, London, on 
23rd February. Morning and after- 
noon sessions, with eight papers, were 
held, which together covered a very 
wide field and brought together much 
up-to-date information on the dif- 
ferent aspects of the problem. The 
authors were: Dr. G. M. B. Dobson, 
Major S, F. Markham, S. N. Duguid, 
Jon Brtice; Dre -R- oJ. Sarjant, 7A: 
Blackie, M. G. Bennett and a joint 
paper by E. Rowden, W. Noble and 
A. T. Green. The conference was 
opened by Tom Smith, M.P., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister of 
Fuel and Power, who read an address 


on behalf of the Minister. Over 230 
members and delegates of the Society 
alone were present. A full report of 
the proceedings, with discussion has 
been printed and is available. 

On 19th October, preceding . the 
special general meeting, an emergency 
conference to discuss the’ installation 
of improved fuel-burning appliances 
in new houses was held at the Caxton 
Hall, attended largely by delegates of 
local authorities and technical repre- 
sentatives. It was opened by Alder- 
man C.,W..Key,, M.P., Paslhamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Health, 
whose address provoked’ a critical 
discussion of the Government’s policy 
on the production and installation of 
the more efficient appliances urged by 
the Society and recommended in the 
Housing Manuel. A resolution was 
adopted asking the Executive Com- 
mittee to convey to the Minister the 
opinions of the meeting and asking 
him to receive a small deputation. The 
report and request were duly sub- 
mitted, but the Minister was unable 
to meet the proposed deputation. A 
full report of the meeting and sub- 
sequent action has been printed. 

On 4th May the Scottish Branch— 
now the Scottish Division—of the 
Society held its annual conference in 
Glasgow, at which papers were ready 
- by T. M. Ashford, R. S. Dunbar and 
Arnold Marsh. A report of this 
meeting is available from the offices 
of the Division, at City Chambers, 
Glasgow. 

On 8th November a meeting on 
“Smoke Prevention in Post-War 
Planning”, under the joint auspices 
of the Society of Medical Officers 
of Health (Southern Branch), the 
Sanitary Inspectors’ Association 
(Southern Centre), the Southampton 
Civic. Society, .and the. National 
Smoke Abatement Society, was held 
in Southampton. Papers were read 
by Major S. F. Markham, Dr. Met- 
calfe Brown, and L. A. Stroud. This 
was the first meeting of its kind in 
the Southern counties, and although 
the attendance was little more than 
fifty it was most successful. It was 
organised mainly by the Society and 
ihe experience gained should be of 
value in further area contfererices it 


is hoped to organise from time to 
time in different parts of the 
country, This: meeting is reported 
in the Autumn-Winter “1945 issue of 
SMOKELESS AIR (No. 59), 

A joint meeting of the Society and 
the North-Western Section of the 
Institute of Fuel was held in Man- 
chester on 14th November, and was 
very well attended, mainly by local 
authority representatives. The sub- 
ject was “Domestic Fuel Efficiency 
and Smoke Prevention,’ and the 
speakers were Dr. G. E. Foxwell, 
Charles Gandy, and Arnold Marsh. 
The proceedings of this meeting, too, 
have been printed. Dr. Foxweli was 
also the speaker at a joint meeting 
of the Scottish Division and the 
Scottish Section of the Institute of 
Fuel in Glasgow on 30th November, 
when he spoke on “Fuel Utilisation.” 

Your Secretary also attended a 
meeting of the South Wales Section 
oi the Institute of Fuel in Swansea 
on 9th November, and opened the 
discussion on a series of three short 
papers on domestic heating. Add- 
resses to Rotary Clubs have been 
given by your Chairman and Sec- 
retary. 


Housing. 

In addition to the October con- 
ference and the questions in Parlia- 
ment referred to above, the Executive 
Committee has had the position in 
respect to the equipment of new 
houses continually under review. At 
a meeting on 6th July the following 


resolution . was - adopted by the 
Committee : 

“THAT the. Executive Com- 
mittee -of the National Smoke 
Abatement Society expresses its 


grave anxiety at a situation which, 
judging by replies to questions: in 
the House of Commons by the 
Minister of Health (7th June) and 
the Minister of Fuel and Power 
(14th June) will, in spite of recent 
considerable advances in design, 
result in a great. number of new 
houses being “fitted with, solid fuel- 
burning appliances of obsolete type 
and inferior .efficiency. This must 
mean: ‘that there will be a further 
wasteful consumption of solid fuel 
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during a period of | continuing 
scarcity; that the occupiers of new 
houses will have permanently 


higher fuel costs; and that the 
smoke evil wall be extended and 
intensified, 


“The Committee has noted the 
Parliamentary reply on behalf of 
the Minister of Fuel and Power 
(13th June) to.the effect that the 
fuel so wasted will be in the order 
of one ton per house per annum. 
This, at present fuel prices, is 
equivalent to raising the real rent 
of each house by about 1s. 6d. per 
week, 

“The Committee : fully” recog- 
nises the difficulties of the present 
general situation in respect of pro- 
duction, but it cannot avoid the 
opinion that this particular prob- 
lem, which so closely affects not 
only the national economy, public 

’ health and amenity, but the cost of 
~ living, the comfort and the amount 
of domestic work to be done in 
every house, has been grossly neg- 
‘tected, both in planning and | execu- 
~ tion. 


“It therefore most strongly 
urges immediate and determined 
joint. action on the part. of. the 
Ministries of Health, Works, and 
Fuel and Power to make possible 
the fitting in all new houses, 
whether permanent or temporary, 
municipally or privately built, of 
new appliances of higher efficiency 
as recommended in the Govern- 
ment’s Housing Manual, 1944.” 
This was submitted to the Govern- 

ment departments concerned and cir- 
cularized, for information, to. all 
Housing Authorities throughout the 
Country. 


The Fuel 
Council 


During the year the Society sub- 
mitted to the Fuel and Power Ad- 
visory Council of which, Sir Ernest 
Simon is Chairman, a memorandum 
on the prevention of domestic smoke. 
Later, your Chairman:and General 
Secretary met members of the Coun- 
cil for the purpose of discussing 
certain aspects of the memorandum. 


and Power Advisory 


New Towns Comunittee. 

Towards the end of the year. the 
New Towns Committee of the Minis- 
try of Town and Country Planning 
invited the .Society to submit a 
memorandum on lines that had been 
suggested—namely, to show that in 
the planning of the proposed new 
towns complete prevention of smoke 
should be secured, and the new towns 
regarded in their entirety as smoke- 
less zones. 


Obituary. 

_It is with regret that we have to 
record the death of one of our most 
distinguished Vice-Presidents, Sir 
Napier Shaw, “Ff .R.o. 1.01 . Napier, 
who was born in 1854, was a great 
meteorologist and had a close and 
lasting interest in the problem of 
smoke. He was joint author with 
Dr. J S. Owens of The Smoke Prob- 
lem of Great Cittes, and as Director 
of the Meteorological Office was 
closely associated with the develop- 
ment, from its earliest days, of the 
Investigation of Atmospheric Pollu- 
tion. For many years he was Chair- 
man of the Committee of this body, 
and he was also President of the 
Smoke Abatement League of Great 
Britain until it became a part of the 
present Society. Sir Napier had 
many honours and distinctions in the 
academic field and in the realm of 
international science. 


Publications. 

Some conference reports published 
during the year have been mentioned 
above, namely the Reports on the 
London Conference, February 1945 
and,..the. Manchester Conference 
November 1945 (both jointly with the 
Institute of Fuel), and the Report on 
“Improved Fuel Burning Appliances 
for New ...Houses’,. .Conference, 
London, October 1945. Mention has 
also been made of Smokeless Zones, 
in which the proposals are fully dis- 
cussed. Smoke Control, issued at 
the end of the year, is a short book- 
let of suggestions to local authorities 
on the steps they can take, with their 
existing powers, to prevent or reduce 
the likelihood of smoke emission 
from new industrial premises. 
Smoke Prevention and Science 
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Teaching is designed to show how 
the smoke problem can be introduced 
during the teaching of normal school 
subjects and how interesting and 
practical experiments can be under- 
taken in school. Allied to this is a 
first pictorial chart, for use prin- 
cipally in schools, which is at present 
being prepared. 

In addition, SMOKELEsS AIR has 
continued to be published and, as far 
as is known, to be appreciated by its 
readers. The number of issues has 
still to be limited to three a year 
owing to the control of paper for 
periodicals, although a recent relaxa- 
tion makes it possible to have a 
larger (and badly needed) number of 
copies. The replies to a questionnaire 
sent to readers gave some helpful 
information. The journal appears to 
maintain a fair balance between 
technical and non-technical informa- 
tion. Photographs are appreciated, 
and there is a general desire that the 
present pocket size should be retained 
even when paper supplies again 
become more abundant. 

Members may have noted the new 
cover of SMOKELESS AIR, and other 
pictorial or decorative treatment in 
recent publications. In design work 
of this kind the Society now has an 


arrangement for consultative and 
working co-operation with the 
Leicester College of Art. The 


Society has during the last few years 
gained some commendation for the 
quality of its printed matter and it 
will endeavour to develop and make 
good use of this publicity asset. 
The New Society. 

It is perhaps not an exaggeration 
to describe the Society as a new or- 
ganisation as a result of the con- 
siderable changes made under its 
new constitution. Members | will 
have received a copy of this, so that 
there is no need to describe its 
terms. The new governing body, the 
Executive Council, the Divisional 
structure, the new methods of elec- 
tion, and the new subscription scales 
should together make the Society 
a much stronger body with greater 
capacity for development than was 
possible under the original constitu- 
tion. 


At present the changes are 


involving a large amount of addi- 
tional office work, but when once the 
initial tasks are completed it is 
expected that the administration of 
the Society will run smoothly and 
effectively. . 

The extent to which the Society, 
considered as an organisation, is to 
develop depends, of course, on 
whether its income continues to 
follow the upwards trend now in pro- 
gress. The special appeal made 
towards the end of 1944 was 
moderately successful, as will be 
seen by comparing the income for the 
last financial year with that for the 
previous year, in the statement of 
accounts that follows this report. 
The increase shown would, however, 
have been only partly consolidated 
if it had not been for the agreement 
to a new constitution that includes 
higher rates of subscription for 
members other than individuals. As 
subscriptions become due for differ- 
ent members in different months 
throughout the year it is not yet pos- 
sible to say what the complete res- 
ponse to the changes will be, but up 
to the end of the year the indications 
were that all but a few of the Local 
Authority Members, and a fair pro- 
portion of Corporate and Institution 
Members would agree to make the 
increased contributions requested. In 
a few cases former subscriptions are 
being continued as annual donations 
without the privileges of member- 
ship. 

The increased income comes not a 
moment too soon. Without it much 
of the Society's most urgent work 
would have to be neglected, and many 
obvious and necessary developments 
could not even be considered. As it 
is the income must continue to 
increase if our effectiveness is to con- 
tinue to extend. Expenditure, es- 
pecially in printing and similar pub- 
licity work, is growing, as this report 
will indicate. It has also been 
necessary to enlarge the _ staff, 
although even now this only numbers 
four, and a further overhead expense 
will have to be borne shortly as a 
result of a substantial increase in 
office rent. Some deferred incre- 
ments to staff salaries has been made 


during the year, but the Executive 
Committee considers that these are 
still lower than for positions of 
similar responsibility in commercial 
and public services. 

In view of these factors it is essen- 
tial that the drive for additional sup- 
port and new membership should 
continue, and in this task the co- 
operation of all present members and 
friends is requested. 

Other Activities. 

Many other useful activities have 
been carried out during the year, 
including a special circularisation of 
women’s organisations on the prob- 
lem of the heating of the new 
houses (including a printed circular 
to 1500 branches of the Women’s 
Co-operative Guild); the circularisa- 
tion of Smokeless Zones to the mem- 
bers of the Councils of a number of 
the principal local authorities: and 
the sending of the further memoran- 
dum referred to above, Smoke 
Prevention in new Housing to all 
Housing Authorities. In addition to 
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such planned “operations” the routine 
work of correspondence, contact, 
supplying information and answering 
queries, “éte, ~-had Considerably 
increased with the gradual return of 
peacetime conditions and _ greater 
public concern with post-war prob- 
lems. A rough measure of this 
increase of general activity is shown 
by the fact that postages during 1945 
were three times as great as in 1944, 

The Officers, in presenting this 
Report, do so with the feeling that it 
is easily the fullest and most satis- 
factory to be written since the forma- 
tion of the Society, and they hope 
that their impression will be shared 
by the members whose support, often 
over many years, is the foundation of 
the progress now being made.

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Seventeenth Annual Report 
for the Year ended 31st December, 1946 


GENERAL REVIEW 


The year 1946 has been of outstanding 
importance in the campaign for clean air. 
It has seen the first legislation for smoke- 
less zones and for the prior approval of 
new fuel-burning installations, and on 
the domestic side has been marked by the 
general acceptance by the Government 
of a fuel policy that includes, on lines 
closely following the Society’s own 
proposals, the progressive abolition of 
smoke. The Society itself can also 
report a further year of all-round progress 
and the successful beginning of work 
under its new constitution. 


Domestic Fuel Policy 

The Fuel and Power Advisory Council 
of the Ministry of Fuel and Power, under 
the Chairmanship of Sir Ernest Simon 
(a Vice-President of the Society), issued 
its report on Domestic Fuel Policy early in 
the year. One of the terms of reference 
of the Council was to consider the 
abatement of smoke from household 
fires, and in its recommendations this 
factor is integrated into the general 
policy in an entirely satisfactory way. 
The fact that the recommendations 
should so closely follow the policy that 
had been developed and pressed for by 
the Society is a gratifying tribute to the 
latter’s practical understanding of the 
problems involved. The Report, pub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office, was 
reviewed in SMOKELESS AIR (Spring, 
1946, No. 60). 

Preceding this important report was 
the more technical Heating and Ventilation 
of Dwellings, a report of a Committee of 
the Building Research Board, under the 
chairmanship of Sir Alfred Egerton, 
which also stressed the importance of 
smoke prevention, and included an 
informative appendix on Atmospheric 
Pollution. As a result of these reports 
the Government has accepted a policy 
that includes the progressive substitution 
of the coal-burning open fire by improved 
fires and stoves suitable for smokeless 
fuel. Production of these new appliances 
is still not sufficient for even all the new 


houses, although it is stated that this will 
be remedied during 1947, which will 
make it possible for the Society to press 
for the implementation of the Simon 
Report recommendations, that the instal- 
lation of improved appliances in new 
houses should be a condition of subsidy, 
and will also make it practicable to 
propose a beginning of the replacement 
of old by new appliances in existing 
houses—starting preferably in areas to 
become smokeless zones. 


The present difficult fuel sityation, and 
the time that must elapse before the 
production of solid smokeless fuel can be 
sufficiently expanded makes it impossible 
to urge early measures to ensure the use 
of smokeless fuel in the new appliances, 
but it is satisfactory to note that it has 
been authoritatively stated that a pro- 
gressive increase in smokeless fuel pro- 
duction will be one of the foremost tasks 
of the National Coal Board. It is also 
satisfactory to note that an Interdepart- 
mental Committee for Domestic Heating 
of the Ministries concerned—Health, 
Fuel and Power, Works and Supply—has 
been set up. 

It may be emphasized that the Society’s 
concern in recent years with solid fuel 
appliances does not in any way lessen 
its interest in other forms of smokeless 
heating, particularly the public utilities of 
gas, electricity and district heating. The 
open coal fire remains, however, the hard 
kernel of the problem, and can remain, 
with a consequent centinuation of the 
smoke nuisance, in houses generously 
provided with the public utility services. 
The latter are smokeless in any case, but 
the open fire is smokeless only if it is 
made suitable for, and actually uses, 
smokeless fuel. As between the public 
utility systems themselves, the Society 
remains completely unbiased, because 
each can promote smokelessness. Debate 
on their relative merits and comparisons 
of their technical and economic features 
is naturally of interest, but does not 
affect the common factor of smokeless- 
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ness, with which the Society is solely 
concerned. 
Industrial Smoke 

Because of the scarcity of fuel, which 
results in poor quality or unsuitable coal 
being used in many industrial plants, 
leading to forcing of boilers and other 
faults, together with a widespread need 
for plant replacements and extensions, 
there has been a tendency for industrial 
smoke emissions to increase. This has 
perhaps been offset in the aggregate by 
the continued drive for fuel efficiency, 
but there does appear to have been an 
increased number of complaints about 
specific nuisances. It is particularly 
regrettable that these should include a 
number of complaints about pollution 
said to be due to the manufacture of 
smokeless mediums—at gas and other 
carbonizing plant and electricity gener- 
ating stations. Our friends in these 
industries will appreciate our anxiety 
about the existence of complaints from 
the processes supplying the means for 
smokelesshess. 

An easing of the fuel supply situation, 
and the provision of new plant and 
equipment where it is needed, will make 
possible, from the smoke prevention 
viewpoint, the fuller fruition of the fuel 
efficiency campaign of the Ministry of 
Fuel and Power. ‘The big “‘ Fuel and the 
Future” conference in London in 
OctoFer was an event of importance for 
the future progress of fuel efficiency and 
less smoke. Also of considerable value 
to smoke prevention has been the 
excellent Stoker's Manual published during 
the year by the Ministry. 

New Legislation 

Two of the main features of the 

Society’s policy, both of which have been 


developed only during the last few years, 
are now to be found on the statute book ; 
namely, the smokeless zone and prior 
approval principles. To set up smokeless 
zones, not only in the centre but in other 
parts of the city, and to require the prior 
approval of all new steam-raising and 
other industrial or trade installations are 
important sections of the Manchester 
(General Powers) Act, 1946, and powers 
to make byelaws for the prior approval 
of new installations are included in the 
City of London Act, 1946. Both Acts , 
ate described in some detail in sMOKE- 
LESS AIR (Autumn-Winter, 1946, No. 
62). The impcrtance of these Acts to 
the Society, if only for the precedents 
they create, needs no emphasis. 


An interesting development in planning 
for smokelessness is the setting up in 
Bristol of a co-ordinating Smoke Preven- 
tion Committee of all the interested 
Committees of the City Council. In 
Sheffield the Society’s suggestion in 
Smoke Control has been acted upon by 
including a smoke control clause in all 
leases of Corporation-owned land to be 
used for industrial purposes. 


Regional Committees 


The Regional Committees for North- 
umberland and Durham, and West 
Lancashire and Cheshire have not yet 
resumed operations after their war-time 
suspension. Elsewhere the Regional 
Committees are usefully developing their 
activities—that is, the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, Manchester and District, the 
Midlands, Bristol and District, and 
Greater London. The Society is in most 
friendly relations with all of the Com- 
mittees and values their work as a 
complement to its own. 


THE SOCIETY 


The New Constitution 

The adoption of a new, and more 
ambitious constitution in October, 1945, 
has been an unqualified success. The 
new system of nominations and ballot for 
the Executive Council by Divisions has 
resulted in the formation of a strong 
Council in which each part of the country 
is represented. The increase in sub- 
scriptions for many Corporate, Institution 
and Local Authority Members met with 
a gratifying response, and all but 32 local 
authorities (who, however, continue to 
make an annual donation) out of a total 


of 217 have agreed to subscribe on the 
new scale. 72 out of 202 Corporate and 
Institution subscribers are full members. 

Although the area Divisions already 
exist for electoral purposes, only two 
Divisional Councils have so far been set 
up. One is the Executive Committee of 
the former Scottish Branch, and the other 
the North West Divisional Council, 
which takes the place of, though covering 
a wider area than, the former North 
West Branch, the members of which have 
become members of the National Society. 
It is hoped that Councils will be set up 


in other Divisions in the near future. 

As its first President under the new 
constitution the Society is fortunate in 
having Sir George Elliston. Sir George 
is Chairman of the Public Health Com- 
mittee of the Common Council of the 
City of London and Editor of ‘* The 
Medical Officer.” He was formerly a 
Member of Parliament and secretary of 
the Society of Medical Officers. His 
support and advice have already been of 
gteat value, and those who were present 
will have appreciated his Presidential 
Address at the Brighton Conference. 

Will Melland, our previous President, 
was designated Past President, and so his 
long association as an office bearer of the 
Society remains unbroken, despite the 
ill-health that so regrettably now debars 
him from active participation in our work. 
Annual Meetings 

An annual general meeting was held in 
London on 21st March, 1946, for the 
purpose of receiving the Annual Report 
for 1945, the statement of accounts and 
the results of the elections for President, 
Hon. Treasurer and Executive Council. 
The election of Vice-Presidents, which 
under the new constitution was to be 
carried out by nomination and election 
by those present and voting at the Annual 
General Meeting, proved to be difficult, 
and the election was delegated to the 
Executive Council. The names of those 
duly elected are given on the second page 
of this report. The method of election 
of Vice-Presidents was subsequently 
considered by the Executive Council, 
and at a Special General Meeting held at 
Brighton on 24th October an amendment 
to the constitution was adopted by which 
Vice-Presidents shall be nominated and 
‘elected by post, under procedure similar 
to that laid down for the other Officers. 
Annual Conference 

The first full scale Annual Conference 
since that held in Cardiff in 1938 took 
place at Brighton from 24th to 26th 
October. Its success was shown by a 
record attendance of 409, and by the fact 
that the proceedings received a greater 
number of Press reports than any other 
event organized by the Society. Over 
200 local authorities were represented, 
including 76 who were non-members. 
The Society was privileged to receive a 
most encouraging message from the 
Lord President of the Council, the 
Rt. Hon. Herbert Morrison, M.P., who 
regretted that he could not be present

and referred to the Society’s work as 
being of the highest national importance. 

The programme consisted of three main 
sessions, as follows. (1) New Hlousing : 
this took the form of reports, based on 
the replies to a questionnaite to local 
authotities, prepared and presented by 
each of the Regional Committees or, in 
other areas, by representatives of the 
Society. (2) Industrial Smoke: papers 
from different viewpoints were tead on 
the proposals for new legislation formu- 
lated by the Society. (3) The Future: a 
general discussion on the lines on which 
progress should be attempted, opened 
with a paper by Mr. Gandy. A series of 
resolutions was passed at the end of the 
conference. 

The success of the event was enhanced 
by the hospitality of the Brighton Cor- 
poration, which kindly put the whole of 
the Royal Pavilion at the disposal of the 
Society. There was a civic welcome by 
His Worship the Mayor of Brighton, and 
an evening reception given by the Mayor 
and Mayoress. A reception by invitation 
of the President and Council was also 
given. 

Other Meetings 

On 25th February a successful joint 
meeting with the Yorkshire section of 
the Institute of Fuel was held at Don- 
caster, at which papers were read on the 
domestic problem, industrial smoke, and 
that from metallurgical processes. A 
joint meeting was held at Nottingham 
with the East Midland section of the 
Institute of Fuel on 16th May at which 
a paper on the prevention of industrial 
smoke was discussed. On 28th Novem- 
ber there was a joint meeting with the 
Liverpool section of the Institute and the 
Metseyside Civic Society in Liverpool, 
at which the domestic problem was 
discussed. The Annual Meeting of the 
Scottish Branch took place in Edinburgh 
on 14th May, and at a meeting of members 
of the North West Division in Manchester 
on 18th July a Divisional Council for the 
area was elected. 

Obituary : 

We regret to record the death, on 
12th August, of R. H. Clayton, of 
Manchester, one of the Society’s oldest 
and most active members. He was until 
recently a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee and had been interested in smoke 
abatement for forty years or mote. A 
fuller tribute to Mr. Clayton appeared in 
SMOKELESS AIR (Summer, 1946, No. 61). 
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Council and Committees 

The new Executive Council of 33 
members, drawn from each of the 
Society’s Divisions in proportion to the 
membership of each, was elected in 
Match and met three times between then 
and the end of the year. Mr. Charles 
Gandy was elected Chairman, and Mr. 
J. W. Beaumont Deputy Chairman. As 
required by the new constitution three 
Committees have been set up, as follows : 
General Purposes and Finance, with Mr. 
Gandy as Chairman ; Publicity, with Mr. 
John Gutney as Chairman ; and Techni- 
cal, with Dr. R. Lessing as Chairman. 


Proposals for New Legislation 

After a period during which the 
domestic problem has received primary 
attention the chief development in policy 
has been the publication of provisional 
proposals for new legislation to control 
industrial smoke. These proposals are 
for an extension of the Public Health Act, 
1936, to permit byelaws requiring the 
ptior approval of new fuel-burning plant, 
control over the maintenance and opera- 
tion of existing plant, and the registration 
of firemen operating plant from which 
smoke emission is possible. These were 
discussed at Brighton and received general 
approval, although with some teserva- 
tions on the question of the registration 
of firemen. The original draft is being 
re-examined by the Technical Committee, 
with a view to revision and subsequent 
discussion with other interested bodies. 

Exhibitions 
' By invitation of the Solid Smokeless 
Fuels Federation the Society took part 
in a large and comptehensive ‘‘ Good 
Heating for Every Home ” exhibition in 
the Royal Horticultural Hall, West- 
minster, in March. The Society’s stand 
attracted much attention and the exhibi- 
tion did a great deal to detnonstrate and 
make known the considerable develop- 
ments that have taken place in appliances 
for the use of solid smokeless fuel in the 
home. 


Exhibition material has been loaned 
for smoke abatement stands during the 
yeat for Local Government and other ex- 
hibitions in Farnborough, Hull, Barrow, 
Accrington, Darlaston, Wrexham, Ret- 
fords Stretford, Edinburgh, Bradford, 
Sidcup, Sunderland, Huddersfield, Luton, 
Islington and St. Albans. There is con- 
siderable scope for extending this service, 
limited at present by the small amount of 
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material available and by shortage of 
staff. This field of propaganda is being 
examined by the Publicity Committee. 


Services 


Exhibition wotk may be regarded as 
one of the “‘ services ”’ offered to members 
and others. The growing interest in 
smoke prevention is increasing the 
demand for the services of the Society in 
other respects, including general and 
technical information, publications, assist- 
ance to journalists, other writers, and 
lecturers, advice on smoke nuisance cases, 
loans of photographs, and so on. The 
ptincipal difficulty arising from the 
growth of this work, which emphasizes 
how much the Society is becoming, 
among other things, a sort of central 
bureau of information on smoke abate- 
ment and allied matters, is the time 
diverted from other activities at head- 
quarters. With a larger staff, which can 
only be secured when a _ substantially 
larger income is assured, the Society’s 
services could be expanded very con- 
siderably. 


Publications 


It has not been possible, owing to 
ptessure of other work, to issue any new 
publications since Smoke Problem and 
Science Teaching, to which reference was 
made in the last annual report, with the 
exception of Industrial Smoke Prevention, 
containing the provisional proposals for 
new legislation already referred to, and, 
of course, SMOKELESS AIR. An in- 
creased paper allowance for the latter 
will make it possible to revert to four 
issues during the year 1947, instead of 
the three that have been issued during 
each of the last three years. The Pro- 
ceedings of the Brighton Conference, 1946, 
will have appeared before the publication 
of the present report, and will be seen to 
be a substantial volume of papers and 
discussions. 


Local educational authorities were 
approached with respect to the sale and 
distribution among teachers of the Sezence 
Teaching pamphlet. This has resulted in 
a sales and free distribution amounting to 
4,250 copies to date. It is believed, 
judging by the interest that is apparent, 
that the projected Health and Home 
Teaching and the Smoke Problem will be 
equally or even mote successful. This 
is one of several publications to be 
prepared and issued as soon as possible. 


Speakers’ Panel 


A new Panel of Speakers on smoke 
and related problems is now in prepara- 
tion and will be issued as a folder and 
distributed among organizations likely to 
be interested. Members and Representa- 
tives who feel they are qualified to speak 
at meetings—even if only to give informal 
talks at small local meetings—are invited 
to inform the Secretary. Inclusion in the 
panel does not, of course, involve any 
obligation to accept any particular invita- 
tion to speak. Notes for the assistance 
of speakers-are also to be issued. 


Membership and Finance 


The annual statement of accounts and 
balance sheet, which follow, will show 
that the Society’s income and financial 
position have continued to improve, and 
a further small increase from present 
membership because of the new constitu- 
tion can be anticipated. Expenditure is, 
however, also increasing, partly as a 
result of increased office rent and new and 
augmented salaries, and partly because of 
the steady expansion of general activity. 
Activities in fact show a continued 
tendency to expand more rapidly than can 
efficiently be undertaken. The only 
remedy is, of course, an increase in 
income to make possible a larger staff and 
material resources. 

A proportion of the available resources 
must therefore be diverted to appeals for 
membership. At the end of the year 
under review a dtive was begun to secure 
the membership of further local authori- 
ties, and this will be followed by other 


appeals. 


Staff and Office 

In January last the staff was augmented 
by the engagement of Mr. V. Silver, 
who had recently been demobilized, with 
the rank of Captain, from the Army, in 
a new post of organizing assistant, and 
in October Mrs. E. E. Snelgrove was 
appointed to fill a vacancy as secretarial 
assistant and accountant. A junior assist- 
ant, Miss J. Burt, was appointed last year. 
With the general secretary there is thus 
a headquarters staff of four. 

The work undertaken at headquarters 
may be divided into the following 
departments: (1) General administration 
and Accounts, including conference 
organisation; (2) Editorial, including 
SMOKELESS AIR; (3) Council and Com- 
mittees ; (4) Intelligence, including library 
and information records; (5) Services ; 
and (6) Special publicity, appeals 
and other activities. The first three 
are normally given priority, the fourth 
is in urgent need of reorganization 
and development, while the last two are 
undertaken as far as practicable, which at 
present amounts to very little compared 
with what might and should be done. 
This indication of the scope of the work 
being attempted is given so that members 
may appreciate the anxiety of the Officers 
and Council to see developments in the 
Society’s material position comparable 
with the important developments in the 
general situation that are recorded in the 
first part of this report.

Information about the Soctety 


The forerunners of the Society were the Coal Smoke Abatement Society, 
established in London in 1899, and the Smoke Abatement League of Great Britain 
(1909), which was concerned mainly with the Provinces. The two bodies amalgamated 
in 1929 to form the present Society. In 1945 its growth and increasing influence made 
necessary a new constitution to which reference should be made for further information 
about membership, officers, Executive Council and Committees, etc. 


Divisions 

For electoral purposes and, where it is desired, area organisation, the Society is 
now composed of the following geographical Divisions: (1) Scotland, (2) Northern 
Ireland, (3) North West, (4) North East, (5) Yorkshire, (6) West Midlands, (7) East 


Midlands, (8) South West, (9) South East. (See Constitution for the counties in each 
Division). 


Membership 


The Society is wholly dependent on the contributions of its members for the 
maintenance and growth of its work, and invites the support of all who sympathise 
with and wish to promote its objects. These, to quote from the Constitution, are 
“to secute throughout the United Kingdom the maximum of natural light and air 
free from every form of pollution, and particularly that arising from the combustion 
of fuel.” 


There are four classes of membership—for individuals, local authorities, institu- 
tions and corporate bodies such as firms and public undertakings. Particulars of 
membership are given on the next page. 
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Individual members and the representatives of other members have rights of 
nomination and voting in elections for Officers and Council. They receive, free of 
charge, the Society’s quarterly journal SMOKELESS AIR, and other publications. 
They are entitled to receive assistance and information on problems relating to smoke 
abatement. In addition to receiving notices of meetings and conferences organised 
nationally, they are entitled to participate in any activities organised by or in their own 
Division.

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The Covenant Subscription Scheme 


Patticulars of the scheme that enables you to increase, without extra cost, 
the benefit of your subscription to the Society. We invite you to consider it. 


For the purpose of the scheme the 
Society is recognised as a “‘ charity ” by 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, 
and it may claim for its own use the 
amount of the income tax that has been 
paid on the subscriptions it receives, 
provided that the subscriber has signed 
an agreement to subscribe a stated sum 
annually for a period of at least seven 
years. 

Thus, if a member agrees to subscribe 
£5 a year, this amount is considered as 
what remains after a larger gross sum 
has been taxed, and the Society is able 
to claim the difference. With income 
tax at 9/- in the £ the gross amount is 
£9 1s. 10d., and the Society thus receives 
£4 1s. 10d. from the authorities. The 
benefit to the Society is thus nearly 
doubled at no further cost to the sub- 
scriber. A lower rate of tax would 
reduce the amount so recovered, but an 
increased benefit to the Society remains. 

The only obligation into which the 
subscriber enters in order to assist the 
Society in this way is to covenant to 
continue the subscription for a minimum 
period of seven years, or during his life, 
which ever period should be shorter. 

After the covenant has been signed 
the subscriber is not required to take any 
further action other than duly forwarding 
his annual subscription (or morte con- 
veniently paying it by Banker’s Order) 
and signing an Inland Revenue certificate 


which will be sent to him each year by 
the Society, to the effect that the sub- 
sctiption has in fact been paid and has 
been drawn from his “ general fund of 
taxed income.” The certificate “will 
show the gross amount from which tax 
has been deducted, and the subscriber 
will be entitled to show such gross 
amount as a “charge” in his return of 
income for tax purposes, an advantage 
some will appreciate.

Such a document may be pre- 
pared on plain paper by the subscriber, 
and, after being signed and witnessed, 
sent ‘to the Society: | If ‘preferred, the 
Society will prepare and forward a 
document on receipt of the particulars 
requited (/.e., name in full, address in 
full, description or occupation, and the 
amount to be paid annually to the 
Society). The tequired stamping of 
the document will be attended to by the 
Society. 


It will be noted that the gross amount 
concerned varies according to the rate 
of income tax, but that the sum that 
the subscriber pays direct to the Society 
does not alter. It is this sum that is 
stated in the covenant. 


The specimen is in the form required 
by individuals, but corporate bodies will 
no doubt be able to modify it as may be 
required.

GENERAL REVIEW 


In our last report we were able to 
record that the year 1946 had been of 


outstanding importance to the smoke 


abatement movement by reason of the 
publication of the Simon Committee’s 
_ fepott, its general acceptance by the 
Government, and the passing of two 
impottant local Acts of Parliament that 
brought on to the statute book for the 
first time the new principles of smoke 
prevention advocated and developed by 
the Society. Although steady progress 
has continued, 1947 brought no com- 
parable highlights and the economic 


_ situation has made it difficult in many 


ways to press for the speedier progress 
we wish to see. 

From a long-distance viewpoint the 
attention that had to be given by the 
whole nation to the problem of fuel, 
particularly during the February fuel 
ctisis, may prove to be of substantial 
value to smoke abatement. The public, 
and those in positions of responsibility 
especially, are more aware than ‘ever 
before of the key position of coal and 
its derivatives in the national economy, 
and understanding is gradually spread- 
ing that if we would but use our fuels 
more efficiently the present production 
of coal would be ample for all our needs. 
The movement towards higher effi- 
ciency in the use of fuel is not likely to 
be halted, and much less to be reversed, 


_ * by the probable easing of the supply 


situation, but will continue. It is 
bound to assist smoke prevention both 
directly, as an incidental consequence 
of improvement in use, and indirectly 
as a supporting reason for the adoption 
of measures advocated primarily for 
smoke prevention. The general adop- 
tion, for example, of our “ prior 
approval ” principle would not only 
do much to eliminate new soutces of 


smoke,

The mechanization of coal cutting — 


and conveying, now being widely 
pressed forward in our mines, increases 
the quantity of-mineral impurity in the 
coal brought to the surface. A large 
increase in coal cleaning plant is being 
planned by the National Coal Board, 
but for the time being rmauch of the coal 


burned for all purposes contains an | 


abnormally high proportion of mineral 
matter. The emission of ash and grit 
into the atmosphere is therefore in- 
creased and the situation is made still 
worse when, because of the lower 
calorific value of the coal, combustion 
has to be accelerated by increasing the 
draught. 

There is little doubt that there is a 
material increase in the number of com- 
plaints of “nuisance” due to. grit 
emission, even though it is difficult to 
obtain quantitative evidence. Possibly, 


- 


indeed, grit is causing mote active — 


annoyance than are nuisances due to 


smoke itself. We welcome therefore — 


all measures taken to improve the 
quality of coal and to increase the 
efficiency and economy of grit arresting 


appliances, and would especially like to © 


see the latter used mote generally in 
medium and small installations.

A partticular form of dust nuisance

held in Dartford in October. State- 
ments made showed clearly how 
extensive and serious this trouble is in 
the area, and a representative Investi- 
gation Committee was set up, which 
the Society has offered to assist at any 
time desired. 
New Generating Stations 

The public, local authorities, and 
others have been concerned about the 
possible effects of the emission of 
sulphur acid gases and grit from the 
new electricity generating stations now 
‘being erected and planned. The most 
controversial case was that of the 
station to replace the existing one at 
Bankside, on the south side of the 
Thames, facing the City of London. 
Opposition was primarily directed 
against the spoiling of the future pros- 
pect of St. Paul’s, the question of the 
pollution of the atmosphere, and its 


authority membership is now 286, with 
a further 32 Associates. Although in 
numbers this is only about one-fifth 
of the total number of possible local 
authority members, it is important to 
note that the population represented 
is over one-half the total for the whole 
country. 

Other classes of membership have 
increased only slightly during the year, 
and substantial improvements cannot 
be expected until it is possible to devote 
more money and staff time to preparing

Statement on the Fuel Crisis 

A Statement of the Society’s views on 
the fuel situation was drawn up and 
issued on behalf of the Executive 
Council after the February fuel crisis. 
It was submitted to appropriate Mini- 
sters and Government Departments, 
_ the principal political parties, the Press, 
and others concerned with fuel, and 
secuted some useful publicity. 


The Statement emphasized the fact 


that the crisis could be regarded as one 


further consequence of the extravagant 
misuse of coal, and continued: ‘“‘In 
present circumstances an increase in 
coal production is a necessity, but 
should be regarded only as a temporary 
and regrettable expedient ; scientifically, 
it is more desirable to employ manpower 
and materials for a limited period in 
providing the means to use coal more 
efficiently, than permanently in pro- 
ducing mote coal for further wasteful 
consumption.” It urged the need for 
a comprehensive National Fuel Policy 
for “the fullest scientific and efficient 
pteparation and utilization of coal and 
its derivatives for industry, transport, 
and in the home.” It suggested 
certain short-term policies, including 
_ prior approval, the early implementation 
_ of the Simon Committee’s recommenda- 
tions, and the need at once to begin to 
““ensute that for each purpose for 
which fuel-energy is needed it shall be 
used only in the form and by the 
methods most scientifically and econo- 
mically preferable for that purpose.” 
Finally, attention was drawn to the 
serious economic consequences of 
_smoke, ‘‘ which include a substantial 
diversion of manpower and materials 
from the creation of new wealth to 
unproductive maintenance.” The 
Statement is given in full in SMOKELEssS 
Arr, Summer, 1947. 


Edinburgh Conference. 


The Edinburgh Conference 

The 1947 conference, held in Edin- 
burgh from 1st to 4th October, had the 
largest attendance of any smoke abate- 
ment gathering ever held in this 
country. There were present 437 
members and delegates, making, with 
speakers and guests, a total of 466. The 
papers read and discussions have been 
published in the Proceedings of the 
The number of 
papers, and their subject matter, make 
this one of the most important volumes 
yet published by the Society. From 
one point of view there was perhaps 
rather too much information, some of it 
fairly technical, to be readily digested 
at the conference itself, but from another 
point of view the presentation of so 
much material of importance is of con- 
siderable value in helping the Society 
to establish more firmly its standing as 
an ofganization of influence and res- 
ponsibility. 

The conference was warmly wel- 
comed at a Civic Reception by the Lord 
and Lady Provosts and the City Bailies 
and Councillors. For the first time a 
conference dinner was arranged and 
proved to be most successful and en- 
joyable. The final event for about a 
hundred membets was a motor coach 
tour into the Highlands. Two reso- 
lutions only were passed at the con- 
ference, as follows : 


(1) Grit and Sulphur Gases Emission. 
That this conference of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society views with 
grave concern the menace to health 
and amenities caused by the emission 
of sulphur acids and grit from power 
stations, blast furnaces, steel works 
and coke ovens, and calls on the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power, the 
National Coal Board, and the Central 
Electricity Board to take immediate 
steps to abate these nuisances. 

(2) National Survey of Atmospheric Pollu- 
tion. 

That the Executive Council be te- 


quested to take the necessary steps to 


undertake a nation-wide survey of 
the sources and incidence of existing

atmospheric pollution, and that local 
authorities be urged to co-operate 

~ with the Society with this object in 
view. 


Survey of the Sources of Pollution 
The survey asked for in the second 
resolution above has been considered 
in detail by the Technical Committee 
and it has been decided to send to each 
local authority in the country a question- 
naire in two parts. Part I will be very 
short and general and should be return- 
able without difficulty by all authorities. 
Part Il is mote detailed and will take 
longer to complete. It is however 
hoped that a high proportion of replies 
will be received as the information that 
can be secured will be of considerable 
importance in a number of ways and 
should, when analysed, provide facts 
that so far are completely unknown. 


New Legislation Proposals 

The proposals for new legislation 
submitted at the Brighton conference 
have been revised by the Technical 
Committee and ate now in course of 
submission to Government Depart- 
ments, local authorities and_ their 
associations, employets’ organizations, 
and trade unions, for the purpose of 
obtaining the opinions of all interests 
. and possibly suggestions for improve- 
ment. The revised proposals are avail- 
able in printed booklet form. 


Publications 

It is regretted that pressure of other 
activities has prevented the production 
of several new publications that are 
urgently required. Apart from the 
Brighton. Conference Proceedings, the 
Advance Papers for Edinburgh and the 
preparation of the Proceedings of that 
Conference, SMOKELEsS ArR, and the 
New Legislation Proposals, there has been 
issued only a “give away” leaflet, 
14 Facts about Smoke. Supplies of this 
can be sent free of charge, for use at 
lectures, exhibitions, etc. 

Judging by the absence of any adverse 
comments from members, SMOKELESS 
Arrk continues to provide news and 
articles in a form that is appreciated. 
The weekly review Time and Tide was 


good enough recently to write that 
“The Smoke Abatement Society claims 
to have established a reputation for 
talking sense, a contention borne out 
by SMOKELEss Arr, which is readable 
and attractively produced. It is to be 
hoped that it will find readers who will 
bother to support its very sensible 
aim.”

Sir Lawrence Chubb 

It is with the deepest regret that we 
have to record the death, on February 
18th, 1948, of Sir Lawrence Chubb. 
Until ill-health compelled him to retire 


last summer Sir Lawrence had been an ~ 


officer of the Society since its formation 
in 1929, first as Hon. Advisory Sec- 
retary and then as Hon. Treasurer. 


-. Before that he had been Secretary of 
the senior of our parent bodies, the 
Coal Smoke Abatement Society, from 
about 1902.

. Sir Lawrence’s knowledge and clear 
understanding of legal matters was 
often of inestimable value to the 
Society and the struggle for the Public 
Health (Smoke Abatement) Act, 1926, 
was largely directed by him. In later 
_. | years his many other activities—foot- 
paths and commons preservation and

-especially—gave him less time for 
. smoke abatement, but he was always 
ready to do for the Society everything 
that was asked of him, and many were 
the times that his counsels were sought 
and were always wisely and generously 
| given. His loss means more to the 
Society than even most of its members 
will be able to appreciate.

_ The forerunners of the Society were the Coal Smoke Abatement Society, 

established in London in 1899, and the Smoke Abatement League of Great Britain 
(1909), which was concerned mainly with the Provinces. The two bodies amalga- 
mated in 1929 to form the present Society. In 1945 its growth and increasing 
influence made necessary a new constitution to which reference should be made _ 
for further information about membership, officers, Executive Council and Com- 
mittees, etc.

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GENERAL REVIEW 


It is always easier to report visible 
progress than the intangible changes in 
ideas and attitudes that may actually be 
of much Sreater importance. In. the 
work for the prevention of atmospheric 
pollution there was again in 1948, as in 
all recent years, much useful material 
progress, together with many en- 
coutaging signs of developments in 
what could be called the mental climate 
of the country towards the reform. 
Despite some disconcerting evidence of 


ignorance about the waste of fuel that. 


leads to smoke, and the waste caused by 
the smoke itself, it can now be said that 
there is among the better informed 
sections of the community a general 
acceptance of the case for more effective 
and far-reaching measures for smoke 
prevention than have so far been 
adopted in this country. 

In the main this support is merely 
passive : action will be accepted, but is 
not demanded. A lead is called for, 
and above all, perhaps, actual working 
examples of smoke prevention in 
practice are now needed to demonstrate 
what can be. done -on sa targer ‘seale. 
The setting up of smokeless zones, the 
practical working of prior approval, 
the adoption of the new, smokeless 


methods of house heating are means - 


available for such practical demonstta- 
tions. One of the Society’s. main 
functions in the near future may be to 
give publicity to many examples of 
smoke prevention in practice. 


Government and Parliament 


Undoubtedly the most important 
advance in this direction during the 
year was. the Minister of -Health’s 
directive to Housing Authorities on the 
solid fuel burning appliances to be 
installed in new houses. The Autho- 
tities are now required to instal only 
the improved multi-fuel appliances that 
have been tested and approved. Con- 
sideration is being given to a similar 


control over privately built houses. 
This, it will be remembered, is one of 
the recommendations of the Fuel and 
Power Advisory Council made in the 
* Domestic Fuel Poliey” . Report= of 
1946, and was first proposed by the 
Society in 1942: It is important not 
only for its practical consequences, but 
for the introduction of a new principle : 
for the first time in this country the 
community, for its own sake, is exer- 
cising control (i.e. “ prior approval ”’) 
over the family hearth. All further steps 
will be simply extensions of this 
principle. It is for the manufacturers 
of such appliances, and indeed for all 
of us who are interested, to see that 
these new fires are in every way more 
attractive, in design and operation, than 
the old coal fires they will replace. 

Although it is one of the influences 
that cannot be measured, the creation 
of a firmer public opinion about 
atmospheric pollution has. undoubtedly 
been helped considerably by the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power, and 
especially by the Minister (Mr. Gaitskell) 
personally. In a number of speeches, 
and at the Society’s Cheltenham Con- 
ference in particular, the Minister has 
made important references to the smoke 
problem and its place in the affairs of 
the nation. The Fuel Efficiency Divi- 
sion of the Ministry, in its valuable 
work for the better utilization of fuel, 
has also done much to stress the factor 
of smoke prevention. | 

In Parliament there have been many 
questions, and references in speeches to 
smoke and allied problems. Specific 
nuisances, instances of grit emission, 
generating stations, and domestic fuel 
appliances’ were the most frequent 
subjects in the questions asked. 


Smokeless Zones and New Legisla- 
tion 

Now that the improved fuel burning 

appliances are becoming standard for 


new houses, the opportunity for com- 
plete smokelessness becomes possible 
as soon as smokeless fuels are more 
freely available and their use can be 
made obligatory. The complete tran- 
sition to smokeless fuels will take many 
years to accomplish, and it is clear that 
it will be preferable to ensure that the 
change is first made effective in districts 
where smoke prevention is most 
needed. This can best be achieved by 
the establishment of smokeless -zones, 
which, in addition, will provide one of 
the most valuable forms of the practical 
demonstrations mentioned above. The 
idea of smokeless zones has made 
remarkable progress since it was first 
developed by the Society some twelve 
years ago, despite some unhelpful and 
misinformed comment. During the 
year excellent work has been done and 
plans for the actual setting up of such 
smokeless zones, especially in City 
centres, have been prepared by Autho- 
rities, many of whom have by their local 
acts obtained statutory powers for that 
purpose. Salford has arranged for 
smokeless zones in and around five of 
its post-war housing estates, and 
Rochdale has given notice that its 
central area will be made a smokeless 
zone within a period of five years. In 
Coventry, following a town’s meeting, 
the question was referred to a plebiscite 
of the whole electorate, and an over- 
whelming majority voted in favour of 
the inclusion of power to create smoke- 
less zones in the local Act put forward 
by that city. 

A further number of local authorities 
have obtained powers in local Acts for 
the prevention of smoke by means of 
clauses that require new installations to 
be free from smoke emission and allow 
for their prior approval. The extension 
of this local legislation, the form of 
which does not yet appear to have been 
made final, is bringing closer the time 
for national legislation, embodying the 
new principles of smoke prevention— 
ptior approval, smokeless zones, and 
fuel control—but further study and 
observation of the working of the local 
Acts may first be needed. The position 
is being kept under the closest review 
by the Society. 


Overseas Progress 


In this general review of the year 
it will not be out of place to refer to 
progress in “the. Waited ~States- and 
Canada, to which frequent reference has 
been made in articles and paragraphs 
in SMOKELEss Arr. In particular we 
would ask our members to note the 
action taken under new ordinances in 
St. Louis, Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, and 
other. American cities; where — the 
principles for which we are working are 
being . put ‘into effect with notable 
success. 


The Consequences of Smoke 


It is in the nature of things that there 
should be little new evidence forth- 
coming about the effects of smoke, but 
mention may be made of the authorita- 
tive conclusions of Dr. Percy Stocks 
of the General Register Ofice - that 
“either smokiness of atmosphere is an 
important factor in itself in producing 
cancer of the lung, or sunshine is an 
important factor in preventing its. 
incidence.” (Studies on Medical and 
Population Subjects No. 1, Regional 
and Local Differences in Cancer Death 
Rates. General ~— Register.. Office. 
H.M.S.O., 1947. Reviewed in SMOKE- 
LESS Arr, No. 65). 

Articles by authorities have also 
appeared in SMOKELEss Arr during the 
yeat on the effects of air pollution, 
including its effect upon leather. 

The severe fogs of November, 1948, 
brought smoke, or “‘ smog” into the 
news, with many Press articles and 
discussion on its effects and cost. Un- 
fortunately, there is much confusion of 
thought as between natural fog, smoke 
impregnated fog, and’ smoke itself, and 
their respective consequences. It is 
significant to note that in the adminis- 
trative county of London the number 
of deaths due to bronchitis rose from 73 
during the week before the fog to 148 
during the week of the fog. This 
outstanding effect upon life itself, to 
which attention was first drawn by an 
atticle in Zhe Lancet, received hardly 
any comment in the general Press. A 
vigorous leading article in the London 
Evening Standard was a commendable 
exception. World-wide publicity was, 
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however, given to the case of Donora, 
in. the “Wnited :Statées, where an ¢ex- 
ceptionally dense fog occurred in still 
atmosphere during October, 1948, and 
resulted in 19 deaths and some 400 
hospital cases. 

It is not possible to mention in detail 
many other events and matters of 
importance to the movement that 
occurred during 1948. The subject was 
discussed at a number of conferences 
other than those of the Society ; many 


local authorities have been increasingly 
active (cf. “‘ Progress Reports ”’ in the 
Cheltenham Conference Proceedings); and 
the Regional Committees of local 
authorities have continued to make 
good progress. Among the latter the 
principal development during the year 
was the enlargement of the Greater 
London Advisory Council for Smoke 
Abatement to become the London and 
Home Counties Smoke Abatement 
Advisory Council. 


THE SOCIETY 


Although no outstanding features in 
the Society’s work or fortunes occurred 
during 1948, the year saw the carrying 
out of many useful activities and a 
modest but healthy increase in member- 
ship and income; 88 new members 
wete enrolled .during the year, with 
subscriptions amounting to £230 
annually. 

Over 350 local authorities are now 
affiliated to the Society, 323 as full 
members and 30 as associates. 


The Survey of Atmospheric Pollution 


A most important activity has been 
the carrying out of the first survey of 
the sources and incidence of atmo- 
spheric pollution on the lines proposed 
to and approved by the Edinburgh 
conference. ‘Two sets of questionnaire 
forms were drawn up, the first short 
and general, the second more detailed. 
These were sent to every local authority 
in the country, nearly 700 of which 
completed and returned the forms. 
The analysis of the returns, even to a 
partial extent, has been a considerable 
task. An interim report on the Survey 
was ptepated and presented to the 
Cheltenham conference by A. J. Cousin, 
and included in the Proceedings of that 
meeting. Much further information is 
available in the detailed replies, but in 
view of the work involved and other 
difficulties this is being extracted for 
specific purposes only as and when it is 
required. 


The Cheltenham Conference 
The attendance at the annual con- 
ference in Cheltenham at the end of 


September was a few less than the 
record number at Edinburgh in 1947. 


The most important feature was the 
visit of the Minister of Fuel and Power, 
who honoured the conference with an 
address of exceptional interest. New 
features in the programme were a series 
of “ Progress Reports,” anda ** Braiis 
Trust”? session, both most successful. 
The generous hospitality given by the 
Mayor and Council of Cheltenham was 
greatly appreciated, as was the assistance 
of Officers at the Corporation in 
organizing the conference. 

The resolutions adopted are recorded 
in the Proceedings, which as usual 
includes the papers and address in full, 
with reports of the discussions. 


Deputation to the British Electricity 
Authority 


Following resolutions passed at the 
1946 and 1947 conference a_ small 
deputation from the Society met Lord 
Citrine and Mr. (now Sir John) Hacking 
of the British Electricity Authority in 
August to discuss the question of grit 
and sulphur emissions from generating 
stations. It was felt during the inter- 
view that the Authority is genuinely 
concerned about the problem and is 
doing all that is at present technically 
practicable to minimize grit from new 
stations, while continuing to investigate 
the more difficult and expensive pro- 
blem of sulphur washing. A full report 
appeared in SMOKELEss Air, No. 68 
(Autumn/Winter, 1948). 


President 


The election of «Lord Simon of 
Wythenshawe as President has been. 
widely welcomed, not least by those 
who have been associated longest with 
the Society and who remember his 


‘many services in the early days of the 
Smoke Abatement League of Great 
Britain. More recently his Chairman- 
ship of the Fuel and Power Advisory 
Council which issued the Domestic Fuel 
Policy report and so strongly em- 
phasized the need for smoke prevention 
and the means of attaining it, has placed 
the Society under a new debt of grati- 
tude to him. 

We should like to take this formal 
opportunity of recording on behalf of 
the Executive Council and the Society 
as a whole, our most grateful thanks 
and appreciation to Sir George Elliston 
for his very considerable services to the 
Society during his term of office as 
President. He has created many friends 
in the Society, and we are glad that the 
constitution allows him to remain an 
Officer as immediate Past President. 


Obituary 


It is with regret that we have to record 
the deaths, during the year, of several 
members and friends of the Society. 
The death of Sir. Lawrence Chubb 
which occurred in February, 1948, was 
mentioned in the last annual report, and 
a tribute was there paid to his many 
years’ association with the Society. 
Mr. William Nicholson, former Chief 
Smoke Inspector for Sheffield, died 
during the year, his pioneering work in 
smoke administration, including the 
remarkably successful administration 
he helped to create in Calcutta, and his 
authorship of a practical textbook 
““Smoke Abatement” in 1927, will be 
especially remembered. Mr. Philip B. 
Nicholson, of the Coke Oven Managers’ 
Association, will also be remembered as 
a very good friend of the Society. 

In December the death occurred of 
W. Brownhill Smith of Glasgow. 
Usually known as Bailie Smith, he was 
for many years Acting President of the 
Scottish Branch of the Society, and was 
at one time very well known for his 
vigorous papers on smoke abatement 
and the impetus he gave to the move- 
ment in its early and most difficult days. 
He was 85, and his interest in the Society 
had continued unbroken. 

Another Scottish member, Robert 
MacLaurin, inventor of a low tempera- 
tute carbonization process, and a keen 


advocate for a new outlook on coal 
carbonization also died during the year. 


The Divisions 

Reports from the three established 
Divisional Councils which follow this 
report will show how well they are 
working in their respective areas, and, 
it may be added, with quite modest 
expenditure. 

Atrangements “were being made, 
towards the end of the year, to set up 
divisional Councils in the North East 
and East Midlands areas, and it is hoped 
to report their inaugural meetings in the 
near future. 

Areas remaining without Divisional 
organization are the West Midlands, 
South West and South East. Although 
headquarters will give every help 
possible in setting up and maintaining 
Divisional Councils the initiative must 
come from the members and repre- 
sentatives in the Divisions themselves. 
Publications 

Although the production of new 
publications and their effective dis- 


‘tribution continues to be impeded by 


lack of funds and of. staff, there was 
nevettheless issued during the year a 
new and revised edition of The Law of 
Smoke Nuisances by our Standing 
Coumsel W.-K Hornby Steer, the 
demand for which continues to be well 
maintained. There was also published 
a new propaganda and information 
pamphlet Guilty Chimneys, in which the 
case against smoke is given in 4 
hundred quotations from authoritative 
writers, speakers and official reports. It 
includes some striking new photographs 
and a centre fold of diagrams and maps 
in colour. It is one “ot “the” aiost 
attractive of the Society’s publications 
and has created much attention and 
favourable comment; 2,000 copies 
have already been sold or distributed, 
but a much wider circulation of this 
most valuable pamphlet is possible and 
has been strongly urged by all who 
have seen it and in the numerous press 
notices it has obtained. 

Other publications issued during the 
year wete the Edinburgh Conference 
Proceedings and separate reprints of 
sevetal: of the’ papers it contains ; 
Smokeless Air; and the new Guide to 
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Publications on Smoke Prevention and 
Allied Subjects mentioned below. 


Book-selling Organization 

The Society has of course always sold 
its own publications direct, and it 
has now entered into an agreement with 
the Publishers’ Association by which 
it is able to obtain at trade rates any 
publications relating to smoke and 
allied subjects and to sell them at the 
normal retail price. Not only will this 
enable the Society to improve its 
services to members and others, but it 
will bring in a small profit. To assist 
sales and to show what is available a 
classified list of publications has been 
issued and is already proving of con- 
siderable value. 


Exhibitions 

During 1948 material was supplied 
for Local Government exhibitions at 
the following: Dagenham, Keighley, 
Craytord, Morley, Aiteborough, 
Widnes, Coventry, Brighouse, Black- 
burn, Berwick, Dewsbury, Burton-on- 
Trent, Batley, Hackney, Hazel Grove 
and Leeds. In addition to the above, 
during May, an exhibition was staged 
by the Society in the Library of the 
Royal Institution, London. The 
Society also took part in the Inter- 
national Town and Country Planning 
Exhibition held at Olympia in No- 
vember. 

Two new display panels were intro- 
duced durine the, year..- These “were 
designed mainly for use at Local 
Government exhibitions, and are de- 
signed for table display. Further panels 
of similar design are being prepared. 
It has been found that larger exhibition 
pieces will not stand up to the rough 
handling received in transit. 


Photographs 

In June a letter from the Society 
was vety kindly published in most of 
the photographic journals, advising 
their readers that the Society wished to 
obtain more photographs of smoke 
emission, for which the normal repro- 
duction fees would be paid. As a 
result a considerable number of photo- 
Staphs “were, .aad continues tow be, 
received, and although comparatively 
few are of outstanding quality it has 


been possible to increase our collection. — 
The total number of different subjects 
now stands at about 250, and they have 
been classified and so arranged that 
examination and selection are simplified. 
Not only is this collection of value to 
the Society for its own work, but it 
enables the Society to meet the growing 
demand for loans of smoke photographs 
for Press reproduction, exhibition pur- 
poses and lecture illustrations. 


Press Services 


During the year it was arranged that 
the issue of Press notices, “‘ stories ”’ 
and publications for review should be 
prepared and distributed direct by the 
Society instead of through a Press agent. 
This has led to economies and, although 
it has increased the amount of office 
work, has been successful both in the 
results obtained and in contacts made 
with newspapers and other journals 
and their representatives. “It must; 
however, be appreciated that Press 
publicity, which can be so valuable to 
the Society, is dependent above every- 
thing else on material of real news 
interest. 

The number of Press cuttings relating 
to the Cheltenham conference was a 
record for any of the Society’s activities 
—325. . There has also been a gratifying 
number of appreciations of Guilty 
Chimneys, including several published in 
Dominion and other overseas news- 


papers. 
Staff 


Staff changes early in the year led to 
some difficulties and delays at head- 
quarters, but new members have been 
engaged, and on the technical side and 
for other special purposes the Society 
is being assisted very helpfully indeed 
by: Mir. hs > os Cousiny ee Nea 
formerly of the Patents Office and the 
Ministry of Fuel and Power. 

Lack of funds, and indeed at the 
moment of office accommodation, 
prevent the further extension of staff 
that is undoubtedly: needed:> sThe 
demands on the Society tend to grow 
more rapidly than they can be dealt 
with, not so much in more apparent 
large-scale activities, but rather in the 
growth of day-to-day inquiries, requests 


for advice, publications, photographs, 
exhibits, the approval of Press articles 
and so on. It is an encouraging sign 
that the Society should be “‘ used ”’ so 
much more, but without the funds to 
strengthen the small organization it is 
obvious that difficulties and strains will 
continue. 


Finance 


These: points lead to the general 
question of fihance. The statement of 
accounts accompanying this report is to 
June 30th, 1948, only, and during the 
second half of 1948 expenditure showed 
a material, although not yet alarming, 
excess Overt income. Efforts have been 
made during the year to secure new 
support on a really helpful scale, but 
results cannot at present be reported. 


SCOTTISH 


The Scottish Division of the Society, 
during the year 1948, suffered serious 
losses by the deaths of ex-Bailie W. 
Brownhill Smith of Glasgow, Miss 
MexiaB: -jack “of Edinburgh and 
Mr. Robert MacLaurin of Stirling, and 
by the resignation of ex-Provost Robert 
Irvine, Coatbridge. The late ex-Bailie 
W. Brownhill Smith was one of the 
founders of the Smoke Abatement 
League, and so great was his faith and 
outspokenness as to the value of the 
objects of the League, that it was often 
passed off by those who would not be 
convinced as fanaticism. Miss Jack 
represented the Scottish Council of 
Women Citizens’ Associations, and 
earned the respect of the members 
because of the quality of quiet deter- 
mination which she conveyed when in 
attendance at meetings of the Society. 
Mr. MacLaurin will always be remem- 
bered for his unfettered criticism when 
he suspected dilatoriness on the part 
of the Society or Government Depart- 
ments and for the inconvenience he 
would suffer in order to convince the 
opposition of the value of his theories. 
The name of ex-Provost Robert Irvine 
of Coatbridge was first mentioned in the 
records in the year 1928, and appeared 
regularly until he found that, due to 
advancing age and the difficulty of 
attending meetings, he was forced to 
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Incidental approaches for new membet- 
ship during the year led to the small net 
improvement mentioned in the opening 
paragraphs of this report, but it will be 
apparent that, particularly in view of the 
present high costs involved in all forms 
of “publicity, and printing, etc., the 
Society cannot exett anything like its 
potential influence unless it can at least 


double or treble its present income. 


The problem of finance continues to 
be the most difficult that the Society 
has to face and diverts attention from 
the primary work for which our 
organization exists. Advice or sug- 
gestions from members on this matter 
will therefore be most welcome.

tender his resignation. An examination 
of the membership of the Division is 
sufficient to confirm that the unselfish 
devotion to the cause by those pioneers 
of the Society has not been in vain. 

New members, including Local 
Authorities and other bodies, have been 
enrolled throughout the year, which is 
a sute indication that the Society is 
achieving one of its objects, viz.: “to 
create by publicity and education an 
informed national opinion on the value 
and importance of unpolluted air. In 
other respects it is difficult to assess the 
practical results achieved by the Scottish 
Division. Certainly the conferences in 
recent years have been well attended, 
the speakers thereat being experts in 
their particular branches of industry, 
and they have been called upon to deal 
with many questions which showed 
that keen interest had been aroused in 
the steps taken and to be taken by 
industrial concerns to improve the 
design of all types of appliances using 
combustible fuel. 

The courses for boiler house firemen 
have ~béen, as in past. years, “most 
successful, the present roll being 146. 
This is due firstly to the great support 
given by the Corporation of Glasgow, 
who supply the accommodation for the 
classes and make a financial contribution 
towards the cost, and secondly to the

excellence of the lecturer who possesses 
not only ability, but a capacity for hard 
work. At the completion of each course 
a social evening is held, when prizes 
and certificates are awarded to successful 
students. The opportunity is then 
taken to stress the value of certificates 
in all. walks:-of -life. "To extend: the 
ptactical side of the course, arrange- 
ments are made for the students to visit 


modern plants and up-to-date local 

collieries so that the methods of cleaning © 
and grading of fuels can be inspected. 

Film shows have become a regular 

feature of the classes and illustrate fuel 

mining processing methods, boiler 

house practice and the methods for the 

utilisation of steam and conservance of 
heat in process furnaces.

NORTH WEST DIVISION 


A teview of the activities in the 
North West Division during the year 
1948 affords the Divisional Council a 
reasonable measure of satisfaction be- 
cause it has been a year of progress and 
achievement. 

The scope and influencee of the 
Society” “has been “extended forthe 
Divisional Council has continued to 
meet at regular intervals at different 
centres within its territory. Meetings 
have been held at Horwich, Wigan, 
Urmston and Atherton by the kind 
invitation of those local authorities. At 
the conclusion of the formal business 
of the Council, an address on the local 
conditions with regard to atmospheric 
pollution has been given by a speaker 
from the locality. Discussion has been 
full and forthright, keen criticism being 
tempered with practical advice and 
constructive suggestion. This sharing 
of experience and specialised knowledge 
has been of great benefit to all, en- 
gendering a more faithful appreciation 
of the problems and difficulties.* It is 
believed that by these means, the cause 
of smoke abatement is being stimulated 
and -the reputation of the Society 
enhanced. 

Joint meetings with other organiza- 
tions have been held with great success ; 
in January over 300 delegates attended 
a joint meeting with the Institute of 
Fuel to discuss a paper on “‘ District 
Heating.” Considerable interest was 
shown in this topical subject and the 
event was one of the highlights of the 
year. 

In May we joined forces with the 
Manchester and District Regional Com- 
mittee to hear an address on the Fuel 


Situation by an official of the National 
Coal Board. 

The Annual Meeting held in July did 
not attract as good an attendance as had 
been hoped. Those present, however, 
gained much useful and authoritative in- 
formation from an address by Mr. 
Kirkman of the Regional Ministry of 
Fuel and Power who dealt with 
Domestic Fuel Problems with particular 
reference to the new appliances. : 

Whilst the work within the Division 
proceeds, the Divisional Council seek 
evefy opportunity to stimulate the 
activities of the National Society 
exemplified in the resolutions submitted 
and approved at the Cheltenham 
Conference. These sought the early 
implementation of certain of the 
recommendations of the Simon Com- 
mittee report on Domestic Fuel Policy. 
It is gratifying to note that shortly after 
the Conference the Minister of Health 
took action on one of the recommenda- 
tions which had been stressed by the 
North West Division. This success 
places the hallmark of progress on the 
year 1948 and we look forward with | 
eager anticipation to further advance- 
ment.

Since out - frst > Annual, “General 
Meeting in November, 1947, the 
Yorkshire Divisional Council has met 
four times, in January, April, Sep- 
tember and October. The average 
attendance has been nine, which con- 
sidering the distance separating the 
members who come from as far afield 
as Hull and Halifax, gives an indication 
of the great interest shown in our efforts 
to effect some improvement in the state 
of the atmosphere. 


We have greatly regretted losing the 
help of Mr. W. R. T. Skinner through 
his removing from the Yorkshire area 
eatly in the year, but have been very 
fortunate in that Mr. W. M. Lapper, 
O82. se naitiiag fo! the -Y orkshire 
Electricity Board has succeeded him on 
ee Council.- Our ranks have been 
further strengthened by the co-option 
Of Or Rh. A. Mott, KI.C,, FANSE.F., 
Superintendent for the British Coke 
Research Association at the Midland 
Coke Research Station in Sheffield, and 
who is also on the Committee of the 
Yorkshire Section of the. Institute of 
Fuel. The Council is now representa- 
tive of many Yorkshire towns and 
numerous civic, industrial and domestic 
aspects of Yorkshire life. 


A joint meeting with the Yorkshire 
Division of the Institute of Fuel, which 
was also- open to other interested 
organizations, was held in Sheffield in 
April. The meeting was opened by the 
Lord Mayor of Sheffield and the at- 
tendance was approximately 50. Two 
Papers: were given: “The ‘Feéhnical 
and Economic Aspects of the Industrial 
ise ot tucls; by Dr. 11,- Alex Fells; 
of the-Tustitute of Fuel; and, “Smoke 
Abatement and Fuel Economy,” by 
Mr. T. Henry Turner, the Chairman 
of the Yorkshire Divisional Council. 


On October: 15th a Technical Con- 
ference was held in Leeds under the 
auspices of the Divisional Council to 
discuss ““ The Measurement of Atmo- 
spheric Pollution.” This Conference 


was atranged spécially for those directly 
interested in obtaining measurements 
of smoke deposits and was attended by 
Dr. Meetham from the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. The 
attendance of 53 was very good indeed 
and consisted of representatives from 
some 28 Local Authorities and 7 other 
interested organizations in the York- 
shite area.. The discussion” on the 
present methods of measuring atmo- 
spheric pollution and on the instruments 
now in use was exceedingly good and 
produced a great deal of very useful 
information with regard to the number 
of stations, types of instruments in use, 
and of the various difficulties met with 
in the work of pollution recording. 


Officers and members of the Council 
have also been very active in meetings 
arranged by other organizations in the 
area. Our Chairman attended and 
spoke at a meeting held in Mexborough 
to protest against sulphur dioxide 
emission from the 125 feet chimneys of 
the new Mexborough Power House, 
and it is’ now promised that the 
chimneys will be raised to their designed 
height of 250 feet during 1949. Mr. 
Turner also took part in a meeting of 
the Doncaster Civic Trust to recom- 
mend that the new Doncaster Power 
House should be sited down-wind 
instead of up-wind of the town.. Mr. 
James Law, Sheffield, and Alderman 
Hill, - Batley, vattended. the “second 
Technical Conference of Analysts on 
Smoke Testing held in London in 
March. 


Although Leeds is the most con- 
venient centre for meetings of the 


‘Divisional Council, arrangements have 


been made to hold meetings in other 
patts of the: area in order to further 
publicize the work. ‘Thanks are due 
to all members im the “Yorkshire 
Division for their efforts in making this, 
our second year, so successful and our 
prospects for 1949 so encouraging.

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Information about the Society 


The forerunners of the Society were the Coal Smoke Abatement Society, 
established in London in 1899, and the Smoke Abatement League of Great Britain 
(1909), which was concerned mainly with the Provinces. The two bodies amalga- 
mated in 1929 to form the present Society. In 1945 its growth and increasing 
influence made necessary a new constitution to which reference should be made 
for further information about membership, officers, Executive Council and Com- 
mittees, etc. 


_ Divisions 

For electoral purposes and, where it is desired, area organization, the Society 
is now composed of the following geographical Divisions: (1) Scotland, 
(2) Northern Ireland, (3) North West, (4) North East, (5) Yorkshire, (6) West 
Midlands, (7) East Midlands, (8) South West, (9) South East. (See Constitution 
for the counties in each Division). 


Membership 


The Society is wholly dependent on the contributions of its members for the 
_ maintenance and growth of its work, and invites the support of all who sympathize 
with and wish to promote its objects. These, to quote from the Constitution, are 
“to secure throughout the United Kingdom the maximum of natural light and air 
free from every form of pollution, and particularly that arising from the combustion 
Opruel.”

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The Covenant Subscription Scheme 


Particulars of the scheme that enables you to increase, without extra cost, 
the benefit of your subscription to the Society. We invite you to consider it. 


For the purpose of the scheme the 
Society is recognised as a “ charity ”” by 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, 
and it may claim for its own use the 
amount of the income tax that has been 
paid on the subscriptions it receives, 
provided that the subscriber has signed 
an agreement to subscribe a stated sum 
annually for a period of at least seven 
years. . 

Thus, if a member agrees to subscribe 
£5 a year, this amount is considered as 
what remains after a larger gross sum 
has been taxed, and the Society is able 
to claim the difference. With income 


tax at 9s. in the £ the gross amount is _ 


£9 1s. 10d., and the Society thus receives 
£4 1s. 10d. from the authorities. The 
benefit to the Society is thus nearly 
doubled at no further cost to the sub- 
poctiner.. A lower rate of tax would 
reduce the amount so recovered, but an 
increased benefit to the Society remains. 

The only obligation into which the 
subscriber enters in order to assist the 
Society in this way is to covenant to 
continue the subscription for a mini- 
mum period of seven years, or during 
his life, whichever period should be 
shorter.

It will be noted that the gross amount 
concerned varies according to the rate 
of income tax, but that the sum. that 
the subscriber pays direct to the Society 
does not alter. It is this sum that is 
stated in the covenant. 

The specimen is in the form required 
by individuals, but corporate bodies will 
no doubt be able to modify it as may be 
required.

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GENERAL REVIEW 


1949 may be regarded as a year of 
consolidation rather than one marked 
by important milestones. Nevertheless, 
in the field of domestic smoke preven- 
tion especially there have been many 
signs of progress towards that change 
in public opinion and habits that will 
eventually lead to the relegation of the 
old-fashioned coal-burning grate and 
range from the home to the museum. 
The new “appliances -are. now “niore 
easily obtained and are steadily becom- 
ing more familiar and popular. The 
value. of the efficient closable stove, 
which up to recently found little public 
favour, is especially being more and 
more appreciated. Although in many 
cases bituminous coal continues to be 
used in appliances more suitable for 
smokeless fuels, the latter are now in 
better supply than at any time since 
1939, and the announcement at the end 
of the year that coke was being taken 
off the ration was greatly welcomed. 
Much remains to be done, however, to 
encourage the use of coke and other 
smokeless fuels, and questions of price 
and quality need to be considered. 

In the industrial field little change 
has been noted, and many varied com- 
plaints reach the Society or are noted in 
Press reports.: Ratlways,.. collieries, 
cement works, power stations (in 
respect of grit), colliery spoilbanks, and 
many smaller types of plant, such as 
laundries, are mentioned. Although the 
poorer quality of coal available is fre- 
quently given as the reason for smoke 
of grit emission it is frequently not the 
only cr the chief factor. 

The economic case against smoke has 


been further strengthened during the 
yeat by the publication ‘or-the Puet 
Researca Techriical Paper No. 55; on 
“"Bhe Effect of Certain Factors on the 
Efficiency of a MHand-fired, Natural 
Draught, Lancashire Boiler,’ which 
among other things shows conclusively 
how thermal efficiency falls as sthoke 
density increases: not to any material 
extent by the heat lost in the visible 
smoke itself, but by that contained in 
the invisible combustible gases—the 
crude coal gas — that accompanies 
smoke... \FhesPaper is reviewed in 
SMOKELESS Air, No. 72, Winter, 1949. 

Much news and data of importance 
has again come from the United States, 
in respect of legislation, technical 
developments, conferences, and the 
Federal Health Report on the disastrous 
Donora smog of October, 1948. This 
last report is easily the most tmportant 
document published in recent years on 
the effects and consequences of atmos- 
pheric pollution upon human health, 
and is being reviewed at length in 
SMOKELESS AIR. 

An important paper by Sir Eustace 
Missenden, Chairman of the Railway 
Executive to the Institute of Transport, 
on 21st November, 1949, was of con- 
siderable interest and significance. The 
author stressed the adverse effects of 
locomotive smoke on the popularity. 
and comfort of travel by rail, and the 
increased costs of maintenance and 
repair that have to be borne by the 
railways themselves. Sit .Bustace’s 
advocacy of electrification as the remedy 
will be welcomed by all concerned with 
smoke prevention. 


THE SOCIETY 


The Society’s constant difficulty of 
comtaining its work within the limits of 
its resources has become mote serious 
during the year, with the result, as the 
statement of accounts .réveals, that 


expenditure exceeded income by over 
£700. ‘The small reserves maintained 
for such eventualities have had to be 
drawn upon to meet the deficiency, but 
this procedure cannot be repeated for 


long, and some economies have had 
to be made to ensure that the budget is 
more nearly balanced. during the finan- 
cial year ending 30th June, 1950. 


It will be seen that the difficulty is 
not due to any fall in subscriptions, 
which continue to show a useful, if 
still insufficient, rise, but to the steep 
increase in expenditure arising from 
expanding activities and heavier over- 
head costs, especially for rent, printing, 
and office supplies. 


It is difficult to reduce activities 
without injuring the Society and _ its 
future prospects, especially as even now 
a great many things that ought to be 
dones of ate expected of the. Society, 
have to be deliberately neglected or 
éarried out less, eflectivelyy than is 
desired. Therefore, as has been stressed 
before, the effort to obtain substantial 
‘new income must be continued. 


Discussions were held during the 
yeat on the possibility of a grant from 
Government sources, and appreciation 
of the Society and its work, and of the 
need for its continuance, was expressed. 
Unfortunately, however, the final deci- 
sion was made about the time, during 
the autumn, that reductions in Govern- 
ment expenditure were being imposed, 
and we were informed that a grant 
could not at present be made. 


Fortunately, the support given to the 
Society for many years by the Gas 
Industry has been continued under the 
new organization of the Industry, and it 
is not unreasonable to expect that 
similar support will be given by the 
other national fuel industries. Local 
authority membership has increased, 
but it has to be recognized that very 
few of the larger authorities most 
obviously affected by smoke are not yet 
members, and that the heavy demands 
on local authority funds at present make 
it dificult for this class of members to 
increase their support to any substantial 
extent, despite the strong case that can 
be made for their so doing. The cost 
of smoke to the ratepayer is out of all 
proportion greater than the small 
amounts now being spent in efforts to 
eliminate it. 


The Harrogate Conference 


The annual conference at Harrogate 
on 28th, 29th and 30th September, 1949, 
was attended by 440 members and 
delegates—only a few less than the 
record number at Edinburgh in 1947. 
The Conference was addressed by Mr. 
Arthur Blenkinsop, m.v., Parliamentary 
Secretary. to the’ Ministry of “Health; 
and by: the, retiring President; .\Lord 
Simon of Wythenshawe. Other papers 
read were on “ The Work of the Fuel 
Research Station,” by. Dr. A. Parker ; 
“the Problem of Burning. Colliery 
Spoilbanks.””. by . Mr Jo. Care ofthe 
National Coal Board: “ The- Case 
Against Smoke: An Outside View,” 
by Mr. Eric Sinkinson, of the University 
of Leeds. At the opening session of 
“Progress Reports ’ a visitor from the 
United States, Mr. Henry Burns, of the 
Los Angeles County Smoke Control 
District, gave a stimulating account of 
the work of his organization. 

The following — resolutions 
adopted by the Conference : 

1. Approved Appliances in New Houses. 
THAT this: Conference welcomes the 
action of the Minister of Health and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland in requir- 
ing Local Authorities to specify only 
the types of grate or stoves included in 
the list of approved appliances for 
installation in houses built under their 
housing schemes, and expresses the 
hope that they will extend this require- 
ment to houses built under licence by 
private enterprise. 

2. Use of Smokeless Fuels in New 
Houses. THAT this Conference learns 
with tegret ‘that’ in’ “many “tastances 
bituminous coal is being burnt in grates 
suitable for smokeless fuels in houses in 
Local Authority estates, which is in 
some cases exceptionally offensive from 
its being emitted at ‘a’ low level from 
prefabricated bungalows, and asks all 
Local Authorities to encourage the use 
of smokeless fuel in these grates.

Already her 
influence is proving to be of value to 
the Society. 


The Divisions 


The established Divisional Councils 
in Scotland, Yorkshire, and the North 
West, have continued to be active, as 
their reports, following, will show. 
During the year two new Divisional 
Councils, for the North East and the 
East Midlands, have been successfully 
inaugurated. 


Publications 


Both lack of available time and the 
need to reduce expenditure have pre- 
vented the preparation of any new 
publications other than the regular 
issues of SMOKELESS AIR, the Con- 
ference Proceedings, and smaller leaflets, 
including the new Guide to Publications. 
The lifting of paper restrictions on 
periodicals has made it possible to 
return to the issue of four numbers of 
SMOKELESS Air each year, and efforts 
are being made to increase advertising 
so that the magazine can be corres- 
pondingly enlarged in its editorial 
pages. At present a great deal of 
material that could be published with 
advantage has to be omitted, and many 
reports have to be severely condensed. 


Information Service 


It is difficult to give figures that show 
the extent of the Society’s activity, but 
it may be of interest to mention that 
during 1949 the outward postages from 
Chandos House numbered approxi- 
mately 33,000. Most of these, in one 
way of another, sent out information 
about the Society or about smoke 
prevention. 

Although it is impossible to measure 
the general increase of interest that has 
taken place since the war, as compared 
with the years to 1939, there is no doubt 
about its reality. One factor, very 
evident at the Society’s offices, is the 
increase in the number of requests 


made to it—mainly by non-members— 
for information, assistance, and advice. 
Inquiries cover a wide range of subjects, 
from individuals troubled about specific 
smoke problems, to requests for scien- 
tific or technical information. In many 
instances the Society can best assist by 
putting the inquirer into touch with a 
mote direct or authoritative source of 
information, but in any case a great deal 
of time, in the aggregate, is taken up by 
seeking to be as helpful as possible. It 
is, however, considered that the Society 
is catrying out one of its essential 
functions in performing such services, 
even without recompense of any kind. 


Publicity 


General publicity has included partici- 
pation, or the loan of material for 18 
exhibitions. Thirteen of these exhibi- 
tions were organized by various Local 
Authorities and included in the tre- 
mainder was the display given during 
the conference of the Central Council 
for, Health , ducation, at the Centar 
Hall, Westminster. Several reports have 
been received of the success of these 
exhibitions and of the interest shown in 
the Society’s exhibits. 

Several new exhibits, designed for 
easy transport and durability have been 
prepared and put to good use during 
the year, and when funds permit it is 
hoped to extend the number and variety 
available and to offer them on loan 
more widely than is at present possible. 

Sales of publications, and the number 
distributed free of charge for propa- 
ganda purposes, have been well main- 
tained, and although in quantity the 
number is not very large, the effective- 
ness of even single copies is sometimes 
considerable. Much of the material 
that appears in popular articles and 
features in newspapers and periodicals 
is based on information obtained from 
the Society’s publications or otherwise 
through the Society’s assistance. 

About’ 2,000 Press’ Cuttings: -"are 
received each year covering both home 
and overseas news items. The reading, 
classification and mounting for per- 
manent reference of these cuttings, 
together with the action that many of 
them make possible, is, as will be appre- 


¢ 


ciated, a useful part of the Society’s 
“intelligence.” 

The collection of photographs has 
also been steadily extended and the 
demand for them by authors, publishers 
and various organizations has been 
maintained. 

It is interesting to note that there has 
been an increased demand for the loan 


SCOTTISH 


Although nothing spectacular has 
been achieved by the Scottish Division 
during the past year the interest of 
members in the objects of the Society 
has been maintained. There has been 
an increase in the number of individual 
members. Meetings have been better 
attended and discussions lately have 
been much mote lively and even when 
meetings have lasted a considerable 
time they have terminated with an 
impression that the proceedings have 
stimulated the interest of the individual 
members. 


In pursuance of the Scottish Divi- 
sion’s standing principle of encouraging 
to the full any educational and training 
activities, the Annual Winter Course in 
Fuel Economy, Smoke Abatement and 
Boilerhouse Practice is now in session. 
This constitutes the 34th Winter Ses- 
sion, the class having been originally 
instituted or incepted in 1910. During 
the intervening years similar courses 
have been carried out by the Division 
on behalf of other local authorities, 
e.g., Paisley, Irvine, Airdrie and Edin- 
buroh. In the latter centre the course 
is held in collaboration with the local 
Public Health Department. The venue 
of the class this year is again the Burgh 
Court Hall, New Municipal Buildings, 
Glasgow, and as has been the case 
during the past fout® years.it’ ts held 
under the joint aegis of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society, the Cor- 
poration of Glasgow, and the Ministry 
of Puel aad Power. “Ene Jows is ina 
most central position of the city and is 
conveniently accessible from all sur- 
foumeine areas...

The 
total enrolment for the present session 
so far has been 124, of which 41 are 
attending the advanced course. Follow- 
ing the precedent of the last two years 
the class has been divided into ordinary 
and advanced sections and meets on 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings of 
each week. So far almost a full atten- 
dance has been sustained during the five 
complete lectures already given, and 
this in spite of the difficulties with shift 
working arrangements. The indications 
ate that there will again be an even 
larger entry for the City and Guilds of 
London Institute Examinations in 
Boilerhouse Practice to be held at the 
beginning of May, and in connection 
with which several extended refresher 
lectures will be given during the month 
of April. The present course should 
finish towards the middle of January, 
1950, and will conclude with the usual 
class examinations on the results of 
which merit certificates and prizes will 
be awarded in accordance with the 
practice of the Scottish Division. “A 
printed syllabus for the current session 
is sent to all industrial firms throughout 
the City area. A social evening is held 
at the end of the session when prizes 
and certificates are awarded. 


It is proposed to hold the Conference 
for the year 1950 in Aberdeen and the 
Division is being more enterprising 
than usual in as much that it has agreed 
that the Conference should be held on 
two days and not on one day only as in 
previous years.

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NORTH EAST DIVISION 


The North East Divisional Council 
commenced operations on 8th February, 
1949, at an inaugural meeting held 
in the Town Hall, Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. Altogether 98 representatives 
attended, who were welcomed by the 
Right Honourable the Lord Mayor of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Alderman T. 
MeCutcheom, jp. ~The meeting was 
unanimous in its decision to form a 
North East Divisional Council and set 
up a Provisional Committee of 10 under 
the’ Chairmanship -of. Alderman J. 
Chapman, Chairman of the Health Com- 
mittee, Newcastle-upon-Tyne C.B., to 
draft Rules and Constitution for the 
Council. 

The second meeting of the Council 
was held in the Town Hall, Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, on 28th April, 1949, when 
Alderman J. Chapman was unanimously 
appointed to the Chair, with Alderman 
P..5. -Hancock,-0.B.8. pas. hise deputy, 
An Honorary Sectetary and Treasurer 
was also appointed, together with an 
Executive Committee of 16 members 
(9 members from County Durham, 
6 from Northumberland and 1 from the 
Gleveland -Areaof» Yorkshire). The 
Rules and Constitution as drafted by 
the Provisional Committee were dis- 
cussed and, with some shght amend- 
ment, adopted. 

‘he, Hon. Secretary: and <Treasurer 
gave a short address on the aims and 
objects of the Society and the powers of 
local authorities in relation to smoke 
nuisances and other causes of atmos- 
pheric pollution. 

Up to the end of the year, the Execu- 
tive Committee held three meetings and 
of the business carried out by them the 
item of major importance was that of 
“ Sources and Incidence of Atmospheric 
Pollution in the North East Area.” In 
regard to this, the valuable information 
gained by the Society as a result of their 
survey of the country as to atmospheric 
nuisances, was of immeasurable help, 
and a report was compiled on the 
matter as it affected the north east and 
circulated to all members of the Council. 

The third meeting of the Council was 
held on 3rd December, 1949, at the 


Shire Hall, Durham City. In addition 
to membets, invitations were also sent 
out to non-member local authorities 
and others. In all 78 representatives 
attended. 

The morning session was addressed 
by Mr. Arthur Blenkinsop, m.p., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, Ministry of Health, 
who gave a vety interesting and infor- 
mative talk. on ministerial policy in 
regard to atmospheric pollution. ‘The 
afternoon was devoted to a paper by 
Mr. G Tate; Chief ‘Sanitary. Inspector 
and Housing Manager, Ashington 
U.D.G., on “ Colliery Spoilbanks.” 

The principle business item during 
the morning was the presentation of the 
report of the Executive Committee on 
“Sources and incidence of Atmos- 
pheric Pollution in the Council’s Area,” 
which, after full discussion, was unani- 
mously adopted and resolution was also 
made that trepresentatives of local 
authorities present the report for adop- 
tion by their respective local authorities. 
The report is as follows : 


1. A common policy as to the elimination of 
atmospheric pollution in the North 
East Area be adopted and carried out by 
all Local Authorities and the Council in 
the North East Area. 

II. That in pursuance of this all Local 
Authorities : 


(a) Install a sufficient number of Deposit 
Gauges and Sulphur Dioxide Re- 
cortders so as to ascertain the deposit 
of smut, grit, etc., on their respec- 
tive areas and on the area as a whole, 
and to measure the sulphur dioxide 
pollution of the atmosphere. 

(b) Promote a by-law with respect to the 
emission of black smoke from 
chimneys other than those of private 
dwelling-houses. Such by-laws to 
be uniform throughout the area as to 
the permissive emission of black 
smoke in a prescribed period. 

(c) Obtain legislative power to ensure 
that plans and specification of any 
furnace intended to be installed in 
any building and to be used for 
steam raising or for any manufac- 
turing or trade purposes, be sub- 
mitted for examination and approval. 


(7) (i) Install approved fireplaces (to 


consume smokeless fuel) in all 


planned Council premises if so 
designed for open fireplaces ; 

(it) to replace (or to dispense with 
wherever possible) at an appro- 
priate time, all fireplaces other 
than those of an approved type 
in other Council premises ; and 

(ii) on submission cf plans by 
ptivate enterprise of new pre- 
mises or schemes of rfecondi- 
tioning of premises, to ensure 
that. the fireplaces. are of. an 
approved type. 

(e) Give early consideration as to the 
commencement of elimination of 
soutces of smoke pollution in their 
area by way of the establishment of 
a smokeless zone, or zones, and as 
convenient, add other smokeless 
zones so as to ultimately convert the 
whole area into a smokeless zone. 

(f) To arouse by publicity and any other 
method the interest of everyone 
concerned in the matter of smoke 
abolition. 


III. That courses as to the work or duties 
of a boiler stoker or fireman be arranged 
at convenient centres and that all estab- 
lishments in the area be contacted with 
a view to the attendance at the courses 


set 


of their staffs engaged in this class of 
work. 


In*fegard tothe téport two: local 
authorities have already adopted it in 
full. 

It will be seen that the eleven months’ 
activities. of the Council have been 
largely devoted to preparing a very 
solid foundation upon which to build 
the work that lies ahead. In this pre- 
paratory work the influence of the 
Northumberland and Durham Advisory 
Regional Smoke Abatement Com- 
mittee’s activities, which commenced 
in 1933 and ceased in 1939s has been 
benelicially experienced.” “One of the 
aims -of the. Couticil is’ not’ only a 
100° percent” membership’ of local 
authorities but also of all others who. 
are “concerned in the’ securing and 
maintenance of a clean, unpolluted air. 
Further, constant endeavour will be 
made to carry out successfully all of the 
present objects of the Society and also 
future commitments as they arise.

YORKSHIRE DIVISION 


During 1949 the Yorkshire Divisional 
Council has pursued as far as practicable 
its stated policy of holding Council 
meetings in the various cities and towns 
in the Division. The average attendance 
at Divisional Council meetings has been 
between 10 and 11. Special attention 
has been given to instruments used for 
recording atmospheric pollution. 

Preceding the March meeting in 
Leeds and the June meeting in Halifax, 
the Council made very interesting and 
instructive tours of the atmospheric 
pollution recording stations in the two 
boroughs, and were able to assess at 
first hand the existing arrangements for 
measuring atmospheric pollution and 
the siting of the various instruments. 
On these tours the Council was accom- 
panied by representatives of the local 
Press who gave the work of the National 
Smoke Abatement Society considerable 
publicity. 

Atmospheric pollution instruments 
in operation in the Yorkshire Division 


during 1949 were as follows: Deposit 
Gauges, (59 >) bead Peroxide Instru- 
ments, 48; Volumetric Apparatus and 
Smoke Filter, 5. In addition to these 
instruments which are maintained by 
Boroughs, Urban and Rural District 
Councils, the West Riding County 
Council are in process in installing, or 
have installed, a number of further 
instruments, viz.: at least one Deposit 
Gauge, one Lead Peroxide Instrument 
and one Smoke Filter in each of the 
thirty-one medical divisions in the West 
Riding. We are also pleased to report 
that several other local authorities in the 
area now have apparatus on order and 
which when delivered will provide 
another 11 Deposit Gauges and 7 Lead 
Peroxide Instruments. There is there- 
fore every prospect of the number of 
atmospheric pollution recording instru- 
ments in the Division being consider- 
ably increased during the next few 
months. 

The Society’s Harrogate Conference 
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held so much attention this year that it 
was not considered desirable to arrange 
other public meetings in Yorkshire, 
but the Officers and Council members 
were active in meetings and conferences 
arranged by other organisations, includ- 
ing the Wool Textile Fuel Efficiency 
Conference at Huddersfield, arranged 
by the Ministry of Fuel and Power. 
Mr. J. Henry. Turner; our: Chairman, 
gave an address on Coal Smoke to the 
South Elmsall Rotary Club in January 
and to the Harrogate Rotary Club in 
September. Lectures were also arranged 
to be given to the York Branch of the 
Electrical Association for Women, by 
Mr. Notman:.Hancock, and. to. the 
Townswomen’s Guild at Huddersfield, 
by Mr. Dennis Drake. 

Combined efforts have been made 


during the year to improve atmospheric 
conditions in the Stocksbridge Urban 
District. The United Steel Companies 
are extending the use of gas for process 
furnaces; the District Council are 
providing smokeless methods of heating 
and cooking in their new houses ; 
Mr. James Law, Chief Smoke Inspector 
to the ShefHeld, Rotherham and District 
Smoke Abatement Committee, and his 
staff, having secured the promised 
co-operation of the Local Authority, 
and- the- directors, staff. and research 
department of the United Steel Com- 
panies, have been concentrating on 
atmospheric pollution in Stocksbridge 
and recording apparatus has been 
installed to ascertain the extent of any 
improvement.

NORTH WEST DIVISION 


The North West Division has con- 
tinued to make steady progress during 
the year 1949, although no outstanding 
developments can be tecorded. The 
Divisional Council has met at regular 
intervals and has held four meetings 
during the year. Once again it has been 
possible to break new ground and the 
towns of Leigh, Bolton, Salford and 
Hyde in turn have been visited at the 
kind invitation of the Local Authorities 
concerned. The business of the meet- 
ings has been dealt with expeditiously 
and throughout the proceedings the 
desire to push ahead in the achievement 
of the Society’s objectives has been 
manifest. At Leigh we were able to 
devote some time to studying local 
atmospheric conditions reported by 
Mr. H. Clusky, Senior Sanitary Inspec- 
tor, in an address and to see the film 
“Pictures in the Fite,” produced by 
Allied Ironfounders Limited. At Bolton, 
Mr. G. Hiller, Chief Sanitary Inspector, 
gave an interesting talk on the Fuel 
Research Station’s fire door, and we 
were able to see this smoke reducing 
device in operation at a large cotton 
spinning mill. 

‘Fhe Annual Meeting of the Division 
followed the meeting of the Divisional 
Council held at Salford, hence there 


was no time available for any other 
special feature. Our meeting at Hyde 
was all the more attractive because the 
Mayor, Councillor Mrs. M. Bayes, is 
one of our own members who has 
always displayed the keenest interest in 
smoke abatement. 

Annual general meetings can often 
be dull affairs, but that held at Salford 
was an exception for interest was 
quickened, tongues unleashed and the 
hands of the clock moved all too 
swiftly. A new Divisional Council was 
elected and new members have rapidly 
got into their stride and we look for- 
ward to an active yeat ahead, fortified 
by new enthusiasm. 

Two special committees have been 
set up, one to deal with the policy and 
activities of the Divisional Council 
during the forthcoming year and the 
other to investigate the advisability of 
setting up an advisory panel to give 
expert opinion on atmospheric pollution 
problems within the Division. 

A tripartite meeting of the Society, 
the Institution of Municipal Engineers 
and the Manchester Society of Archi- 
tects was convened by the North West 
Division on 28th January, when 
Domestic Heating was the topic. Dr. 
J. L. Burn for the Society presented a 


paper on “ Heating Requirements ”’ ; 
Mr. A. S. Hamilton (Municipal En- 
gineers) dealt with “‘ Appliances which 
would Fulfil the Requirements ” ; and 
Mr. F. L. Halliday (Society of Archi- 
tects) with house design with particular 
regard to heating. 

Two joint meetings with the Institute 
of Fuel have been held during the year, 
the first on 9th March, when Mr. P. D. 
Kirkman, Regional Fuel Engineer of 
the Ministry of Fuel and Power, spoke 
on Fuel Efficiency, and on 9th Novem- 
ber the subject was “ Industrial Gas in 
the Manchester District,” the paper

being presented by Mr. W. F. Howell, 
of the North Western Gas Board. Both 
these meetings were interesting and 
informative, and were worthy of much 
larger attendances. 


It is with sincere regret that we have 
to record the death late in the year ot a 
member sof the. Council; ‘Councillor 
Mrs. M. EB. Welch, of Hotwich, who 
always devoted time and interest to the 
cause and at all times made useful and 
practical contributions to our delibera- 
tions.

EAST MIDLANDS DIVISION 


A divisional organization has now 
been established in the East Midlands. 
At a meeting at the Council House, 
Nottingham, on 7th April, 1949, pre- 
sided over by the Lord Mayor of 
Nottingham (Councillor J. E. Mitchell) 
and attended by 95 delegates represent- 
ing 34 local authorities and seven other 
bodies, it was decided to establish a 
Divisional Council for the area com- 
prising the counties or shires of Cam- 
bridge, Derby (excepting the High Peak 
area), Huntingdon, Leicester, Lincoln, 
Nottingham, Norfolk, Northampton, 
the Soke of Peterborough, Rutland, 
Suffolk and the Isle of Ely. A pro- 
visional committee and honorary secre- 
tary were appointed to draft a constitu- 
tion. 

A further meeting was held at The 
Guildhall, Nottingham, on 28th July, 
1949, -under- the -chairmanship of 
Alderman Ernest Purser (Chairman of 
the Health Committee, City of Notting- 
ham), when rules and a constitution for 
the division wete adopted. ‘The pro- 
visional committee and the honorary 
Sectcty “were “invited “to act.vas a 
divisional council until elections take 
place in July, 1950. 


On 10th November, 1949, a display of 
coke and gas burning appliances was 
staged at the Leicester Showrooms of 
the East Midlands Gas Board, in con- 
junction with the meeting of the divi- 
sion held at the Town Hall, Leicester, 
on the same day. The display was open 
from 10 a.m. onwards and included a 
showing of films. Coke-burning 
appliances were in operation in the 
Showrooms and the view was expressed 
by delegates that such demonstrations, 
open to the general public, would do 
much to. stimulate enthusiasm for 
smokeless methods of domestic heating. 
An address entitled ‘‘ The Householder 
and Smoke Abatement” was given by 
Mer. BiooD LL: Shaw, A.1.8.%.£., ladus- 
trial Gas Engineer, East Midlands Gas 
Board, and an excellent discussion 
followed. 


It is hoped to arrange meetings at 
suitable ‘centres. in all parts ‘of ‘the 
division. The results so far achieved by 
the division ate encouraging and the 
provisional committee has every reason 
to look to the future with confidence.

Information about the Society 


The forerunners of the Society were the Coal Smoke Abatement Society, 
established in London in 1899, and the Smoke Abatement League of Great Britain 
(1909), which was concerned mainly with the Provinces. The two bodies amalga- 
mated in 1929 to form the present Society. In 1945 its growth and increasing 
influence made necessary a new constitution to which reference should be made 
for further information about membership, officers, Executive Council and Com- 
muittees, etc, 

Divisions 

For electoral purposes and, where it is desired, area organization, the Society 
is now composed of the following geographical Divisions: (1) Scotland, 
(2) Northern Ireland, (3) North West, (4) North East, (5) Yorkshire, (6) West 
Midlands, (7) East Midlands, (8) South West, (9) South East. (See Constitution 
for the counties in each Division). 


Membership 

The Society is wholly dependent on the contributions of its members for the 
maintenance and growth of its work, and invites the support of.all who sympathize 
with and wish to promote its objects. These, to quote from the Constitution, are 
‘to secure throughout the United Kingdom the maximum of natural light and air 
free from every form of pollution, and particularly that arising from the combustion 
of fuel.”’ 

There are four classes of membership—for individuals, local authorities, 
institutions and corporate bodies such as firms and public undertakings. Particu- 
lars of membership are given on the next page. 

Individual members and the representatives of other members have rights of 
nomination and voting in elections for Officers and Council. They receive, free of 
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charge, the Society's quarterly journal SMoKELEss Arr, and other publications. 
They ate entitled to receive assistance and information on problems relating to 
smoke abatement. In addition to receiving notices of meetings and conferences 
organised nationally, they are entitled to participate in any activities organized by 
or in their own Division. 


Associates 

Any individual, local authority, institution or corporate body contributing 
less than the appropriate membership subscription may become an Associate, 
entitled to some of the privileges of membership, but not to those relating to 
nomination, voting and election to office.

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The Covenant Subscription Scheme 


Particulars of the scheme that enables you to increase, without extra cost, 
the benefit of your subscription to the Society. We invite you to consider it. 


For the purpose of the scheme the 
Society is recognised as a “‘ charity ”’ by 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, 
and it may claim for its own use the 
amount of the income tax that has been 
paid on the subscriptions it receives, 
provided that the subscriber has signed 
an agreement to subscribe a stated sum 
annually for a period of at least seven 
years. 

Thus, if a member agrees to subscribe

The benefit to the Society is thus 
nearly doubled at no further cost to the 
subscriber. A lower rate of tax would 
reduce the amount so recovered, but an 
increased benefit to the Society remains. 

The only obligation into which the 
subscriber enters in order to assist the 
Society in this way is to covenant to 
continue the subscription for a mini- 
mum period of seven years, or during 
his life, whichever period should be 
shorter. 

After the covenant has been signed 
the subscriber is not required to take 
any further action other than duly for- 
warding his annual subscription (or 
more conveniently paying it by Banker’s 


Order) and signing an Inland Revenue 
certificate which will be sent to him 
each year by the Society, to the effect 
that the subscription has in fact been 
paid and has been drawn from his 
“ general fund of taxed income.” The 
certificate will show the gross amount 
from which tax has been deducted, and 
the subscriber will be entitled to show 
such gross amount as a “charge” in 
his return of income for tax purposes, 
an advantage some will appreciate. 

A specimen form of covenant is given 
below. Such a document may be pre- 
pared on plain paper by the subscriber, 
and, after being signed and witnessed, 
sent to the Society. If preferred, the 
Society will prepare and forward a 
document on receipt. of the particulars 
required (7.e., name in full, address in 
full, description or occupation, and the 
amount to be paid annually to the 
Society). The required stamping of 
the document will be attended to by the 
Society. 

It will be noted that the gross amount 
concerned varies according to the rate 
of income tax, but that the sum that 
the subscriber pays direct to the Society 
does not alter. It is this sum that is 
stated in the covenant. 

The specimen is in the form required 
by individuals, but corporate bodies will 
no doubt be able to modify it as may be 
required.
